Second TV 
licence ‘for 
extra sets’

THE government should 
consider introducing a sec¬ 
ond television licence for 
people with two or more 
sets in order to raise more 
money for the BBC the

Archdeacon 
raises wider 
unease over 
monarchy

THE Ven George Austin, the Archdeacon of 
York, yesterday repeated his attack on the 
Prince of Wales. He accused the heir to the 
throne of inflicting public humiliation on 
himself by his behaviour, and described the 
Princess of Wales as an “aristocratic virgin" 
who had been used fry the royal family. 

Mr Austin, speaking on BBC Radio 4’s The 
Moral Maze, said he did not regret hi* 
remarks in The Times that Prince Charles was 
unsuitable to be king because of his alleged 
involvement with Camilla Parker Bowles. 

He received a response that “suggests to me 
that l have touched a chord erf considerable 
unease among a large number of people” He 
added: “I don't think the Prince's alleged affair 
is tiie only thing. I think there is a much more 
general unease about what is happening to the 
monarchy that many of us respect.” 

Conceding that past monarchs had dubious 
private lives, he said most people today had 
been brought up in an age Mien the monarch 
has been a well-respected family member with 
a concern for duty. 

Mr Austin, whois from the traditionalist 
wing of the Church, said there was a difference 
between a long marriage breaking up after 
many years of fidelity, and another where 
“someone marries, still in love with someone 
else, and continues that affair, almost from tiie 
day of the honeymoon”. 

He said: “The first thing one has to do in an 
unhappy marriage is see if it can be restored. 
But there is no hope for it being restored if 
another relationship is going on at the same 
time." . _ 

He said there was a wider question of trust 
involved. “If they tried very hard to find an 
aristocratic virgin, which we are told they did 
and had some difficulty, and one understands 
this, they found one and then used her. I’m not 
defending Diana because I think she has been 
manipulative and difficult Nevertheless, she 
was used and used for many years. What does 
that say about the family?" 

He was uneasy about the Prince of Wales 
succeeding to the throne because “it matters 
less and less that people are unfaithful that 
they break vows, that they show that they cant 
be trusted. It matters for society." 

The latest twist to the debate came as a 
spokesman at Church House; the administra¬ 
tive head qu arters of the Church of England, 
denied that senior bishops have discussed with 
the Queen and Buckingham Palace officials 
possible changes in the monarch's role as 
Supreme Governor. The spokesman said:

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KENNETH Clarke yesterday 
attacked Jacques Delors for 
his “perverse" plans to borrow 
billions of pounds to finance 
transport and other public 
works projects, sating the 
stage for a fierce battle at 
today’s European summit in 
Brussels. 

The Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer gave a warning that 
the Delors plan would mean 
higher interest rates across 
Europe. He criticised both the 
contents of the European 
Commission President's white 
paper on growth and jobs, 
which will be the centrepiece 
of the two-day gathering, and 
the manner in which he was 
trying to “rush it through". 
Britain's hostflily to the Defers 
plan was also underlined in 
the Commons by Douglas 
Hurd, the Foreign Secretary. 

Mr Clarke and John Major 
were criticised fry tiie Labour 
leadership last night for reject¬ 
ing plans that would include 
investment in the much de¬ 
layed Channel Tunnel rail 
link. John Smith, the Labour 
leads’, also in Brussels at a 
meeting of European Socialist 
Party leaders, said the Prime 
Minister was turning his back 
an an opportunity to finance 
the link.

JUBILANT and immensely 
relieved, the families of the 
Britons freed by Iraq after the 
intervention of Sir Edward 
Heath were last night looking 
forward to what one said 
would be the reunion of foe 
century. 

The relatives left Hatfield 
airport in Hertfordshire 
aboard a jet chartered by 
Virgin Atlantic en route for foe 
Jordanian capital. Amman. 
Earlier in the day. they had 
been contacted by the Foreign 
Office and informed that Sir 
Edward's mission to Baghdad 
had, barring any last minute 
hitches, been successful 

As the party boarded the jet 
last night. Paul Ride's wife 
Julie said: “I am feeling sheer 
joy dial they are going to be 
released. But I wont really 
believe it until Paul is home 
and we are settled back to a 
normal life." 

Mrs Ride clutched her 
young son William and said: 

-Ibis will be the first time they ' 

have met It will be their 
Christmas this year. They 
have not had one together." 

She last spoke to her hus¬ 
band in September and in his 
most recent letters to told her 
he was fed up. She said: "He 
told me, T don't want to spend 
another Christmas in Bagh¬ 
dad'. But I had to be realistic 
and believe he would serve the 
full seven years. This is just 
such a bonus." 

Michael Wainwright’s 
mother expressed her joy and 
gratitude to Sir Edward Heath 
as she boarded the jet. “1 only 
got a letter this morning from 
Michael and he was expecting 
to spend Christmas over there. 
There was no hint this was 
going to happen," said Iris 
WainwrighL “It has come out 
of the blue. My insides are in 
knots. I am very nervous and 
excited. We cannot thank Sir 
Edward enough.” 

Mr Wainwrighfs sister Un- 
da said: "My stomach is 
churning. I have not been able 
to sleep or eat I think I will 
burst into tears when I see 
him. I think it is wonderful 
what Sir Edward has done" 

Mr Ride, 33, from Waltham¬ 
stow. east London, and Mr 
Wainwright, 43, from 
Sowerby Bridge, West York¬ 


shire. were jailed last year for 
seven and ten years respective¬ 
ly after straying onto Iraqi 
roil. Simon Dunn, 23, a British 
resident of Kuwait, was 
arrested in June and jailed for 
eight years. 

Relations between Mr Ride 
and Mr Wainwright, who 
shared a cell in a high security 
jab outside Baghdad, were 
said to have deteriorated 
sharply in recent months. 
Their families agreed that foe 
two had nothing in common. 

Last night Mrs Ride round¬ 
ed on the Government for its 
failure to secure an earlier 
release. "Ibey did not do 
enough. They should have got 
out there and spoken to me 
Iraqis. Words do not cost 
anything.” she said. 

"John Major has been pre¬ 
pared to sit down and talk to 
foe IRA. If he had been 
prepared to do the same with 
foe Iraqis then this would 
never have happened. I am 
very bitter because our son 
has suffered in all of this.” 

Heather Home, another of 
Mr Wain Wright's sisters, 
praised foe efforts of Sir 
Edward. “We have foe great¬ 
est appreciation for what he 
has done. To go out there and 
negotiate on foe family's be¬ 
half was a great gesture. We 
were 99 per cent sure he would 
do it, but you always have a 
nagging doubt at the back of 
your mind." 

Mrs Home remained be¬ 
hind in Sowerby Bridge while 
foe rest of her family travelled 
to meet her brother on his 
release. She said: “I would 
have loved to have flown over 
as well, but my son Benjamin 
is performing in the school 
play so I volunteered to sit at 
home and watch it on TV. 

”1 am disappointed but I 
couldn't go. Irt frustrating, 
but it's just one of those things. 
The main thing is he has been 
released. I just can’t believe it” 

She said that the first thing 
she would do when they met 
would be to give her brother a 
big hug. “Well have a good 
drink and a celebration and 
111 give him my Christmas 
card instead of having to send 
it to Iraq,” she said.

drug is,” Dr Mark said. 
Sober Gain works by turning 
the intestine into a second 
liver, multiplying the rate at 
which alcohol is broken down. 
Taken orally, foe drug con¬ 
tains liver enzymes which 
break down alcohol in the 
intestine. In effect, foe drug 
multiplies foe body’s ability to 
metabolise alcohol. 

Investors have been snap¬ 
ping up CompuMed stock on 
foe New York Stock Market 
since the announcement was 
made. A company founded by 
Dr Mark and colleagues, 
MGB Nutraceuticals, ac¬ 
quired foe rights and has 
licensed CompuMed to mar¬ 
ket foe drug. 

Alan Gelbart, a co-founder 
of MGB Nutraceuticals. ex¬ 
pects SoberGain to be sold in a 
pack with a kit for testing 
alcohol levels in the urine. “It 
should only cost a few dollars, 
and people may want to keep 
one in the car.” 

The trials needed to gain 
approval from the Food and 
Drug Administration are like¬ 
ly to take about five years. 
Predinical trials are expected 
to begin next year in human 
volunteers. In Britain the 
Committee on Safety of Medi¬ 
cines would need to be satis¬ 
fied by foe data before the 
drug could get a licence. 

Many miracle sober-up 
cures have been marketed in 
the past but none has ever 
been shown to work. A spokes¬ 
man for foe British Medical 
Association said he would be 
“amazed if it did what it says.”

JOHN Major and Albert 
Reynolds were last night pre¬ 
paring for another key meet¬ 
ing in their attempt to secure a 
peace agreement for Northern 
Ireland. 

The two leaders arrived in 
Brussels for the European 
Council summit, with British 
officials reporting progress in 
the talks between senior offici¬ 
als this week aimed at ironing 
out foe differences raised at 
last week’s summit in Dublin. 

They are to meet either 
today or tomorrow, insiders 
on both sides predict that the 
two wifi achieve their aim of 
agreeing a joint declaration by 
Christinas, although Mr Ma¬ 
jor's aides doubted last night 
whether they would be able to 
complete the task in Brussels. 

It appeared likely last night 
that a final meeting will be 
held in London next week to 
try to put the final touches to 
an agreement that both sides 
hope will end IRA violence. 
Doubts remain, however, on 
whether the right wording can 
be found.

BRITISH Rail yesterday un¬ 
veiled Eurostar, foe new Con- 
cord of foe rail network, 
which will next year whisk 
passengers between London 
and Paris at speeds of up to 
186 mph. 

But BR admitted that the 
new quarter-mile-long super 
train will not be ready to cany 
passengers through the Chan¬ 
nel tunnel when it opens in 
May. The trains are due to 
begin a limited service in late 
June when travellers will be 
able to speed through the £10 
billion tunnel from London to 
Paris and Brussels in just 
over three hours. 

The Eurostar wflj crack 
through France and Brussels 
at IS&nph but will achieve a 
maximum of only IOOmph 
through foe Kent countryside. 

While most of the 800 
passengers will travel in luxu¬ 
ry. the 18-coach train is also 
equipped with four cells in 
which illegal immigrants or 
prisoners can be incarcerated. 

Next week, foe sleek, £24 
million engine will run from 
London to Folkestone ht its 
first proper encounter with 
foe ageing Network South- 
East track on which it is 


destined to run until a new 
line is opened in about ten 
years’time. 

In limited trials, the train 
has proved to be too sophisti¬ 
cated for the trade and expen¬ 
sive modifications are being 
made to ensure it receives a 
continuous electrical power 
supply. 

Although Eurostar will 
pose a serious threat to the 
feny companies, it will be 
many months before there are 
enough trains to deliver foe 
promised service of up to four 
trains an hour through foe 

tunnel.

. fished, has long been unafraid 
to put forward radical views. 

Dr Starkey has achieved a 
national following through his 
contributions to Radio 4*s The 
Moral Maze, on which he 
made the remarks. As weO as 
supporting disestablishment, 
he says foe 1960s sexual rev¬ 
olution is “here to stay” and 
that foe so-called “moral ma¬ 
jority” is scarcely a majority. 

A graduate of RtzwiUisun 
College, Cambridge, and now 
a lecturer at foe London 
School of Economics. Dr 
Starkey, 48, a constitutional 
expert, achieved recognition 
with his doctoral dissertation 
on foe court of Henry VIII. He 
has successfully attacked the 
orthodox view of Tudor hist¬ 
ory. He explored the relation¬ 
ship between religion, faction 


and politics, and the different 
views taken by Henry’S 
queens and their supporters in 
foe court. 

Commenting last night on 
the soda! function of the 
church today, he said: “I do 
not like foe use of the church to 
manipulate opinion to pro¬ 
duce social conformity." 

He has said that no constitu¬ 
tional implications attach to 
foe separation or a divorce of 
the royal couple; the rules 
require merely that the mon¬ 
arch should not many a Rom¬ 
an Catholic. He has also noted 
that there is more than one 
example of a divorced or sep¬ 
arated king succeeding to the 
throne. Henry VIII was never 
formally divorced although 
his marriage to Anne Boleyn 
led to the foundation of the 
Church of England. George 1 
was divorced and kept his wife , 
imprisoned in a castle.

Dr David Starkey, a consti¬ 
tutional expert at the London 
School of Economics, said on 
The Moral Maze. “I do not see 
any reason why private virtue" 
is a necessary or sufficient 
condition for public life. If we 
look at our kings, before the 
19th century I have been able 
to find only four of them who 
were not adulterers. Three of 
them were dethroned or exe¬ 
cuted and one of them, George 
HI. went mad." 

Dr Starkey said that if the 
Church of England did not 
want foe Prince of Wales to be 
its Supreme Governor in 
furore it should be disestab¬ 
lished now.

DNA case 
man to be 
retried 
for rape

THE Lord Chief Justice yester¬ 
day ordered the retrial of a 
man who was convicted of 
three rapes solely on the basis 
of DNA “fingerprint*’ 
evidence. 

Lord Taylor of Gosforth 
quashed three convictions for 
rape given to Andrew Deen. 
who was jailed for 16 years for 
attacks on women five years 
ago. Mr Deen, 26, of Moss 
Side, Manchester, was said at 
his trial at Manchester Crown 
Court to have terrorised univ¬ 
ersity students living in the 
Rusholmie, Withington, Wbai- 
ley Range and Longsight ar¬ 
eas of the city. ■. 

Lord Taylor said yesterday 
that the decision to order a 
retrial should not be taken to 
indicate that DNA profiling 
was an unsafe source of evi¬ 
dence in criminal trials. Sit¬ 
ting with Mr Justice John 
Owen and Mr Justice Latham, 
he said that they would give 
reasons for their decision to 
quash the convictions and 
order a retrial at a later date. 

The announcement came 
after a hearing in the appeal 
court in which fresh evidence 
was called of a re-evaluation of 
the DNA evidence that con¬ 
victed Mr Deen. He will 
remain in custody until the 
retrial. 

Michael Mansfield QC for 
Mr Deen, argued that a 
crucial new reading by a 
laboratory in Germany cast 
serious doubt on whether an 
acceptable DNA match had 
been shown between blood 
samples from Mr Deen and a 
specimen of semen from one of 
the rape victims. 

DNA profiling is used in 
about 600 cases a year.

Residents 
fight plan 
for high-rise 

‘brutalism’

PROPOSALS to build a 22- 
storey block of flats in south 
London have provoked an 
outcry from nearby residents. 

The London Institute, a 
group of colleges including the 
London College of Printing, 
hopes to build the £57 million 
block to house students at 
Elephant and Castle. The 
scheme would also include a 
leisure centre that would 
replace the Elephant and Cas¬ 
tle leisure centre and car park 
that occupy the Southwark 
council site. 

Few residential tower blocks 
have been built in the past 20 
years. A local resident, Carl 
Thomas, condemned the plan 
as a “return to the old 
brutalism". He said: “The 22- 
storey high-rise and other 
huge blocks will tower over 
the surrounding buildings.” 

This week the council plan¬ 
ning committee said it was 
“minded to approve" the 
tower block. Because of oppo¬ 
sition. however, the scheme 
has been referred to the envi¬ 
ronment secretary.

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GP fundholding dispute 

BMA says money, 
not need, leads to 
faster patient care

PATI ENT S of GP fundholders 
are jumping queues for treat¬ 
ment or gaining other advan- 
4' J** 68 . nearly half of 

* hospitals, according to a sur¬ 
vey that claims “fast-tracking" 
is widespread in the NHS. 

Tne British Medical Associ¬ 
ation, which published the 
survey yesterday, claimed this 
was die strongest evidence so 
far that the NHS is operating 
a two-tier service. The findings 
show 42 per cent of hospitals 
offer priority treatment for 
fundholders’ patients, and 
triggered an immediate dis¬ 
pute between doctors and 
heahh ministers. 

GP fundholders, who hold 
their own budgets to buy 
routine hospital treatment for 
- their patients, are a key ele- 

• r ment of the health service 

reforms and now cover a third 
of the population. The survey 
says the benefits for patients 
include consultant clinics held 
at the local surgery, quicker 
out-patient appointments and 
accelerated admissions. 

The BMA claimed the re¬ 
sults. based on returns from 
173 of 247 hospitals surveyed, 
show that patients are no 
longer being treated on the 
basis of dincial need. But Dr 
Brian Mawhinney, the Health 
Minister, denied the charge 
and said he was “unim¬ 
pressed" by the evidence. He 
claimed hospitals were using 
spare capacity, after complet- 
. ing their health authority con- 


tracft. to offer fundholders 
special deals that were not 
disadvantaging other patients. 

David Blunkett, shadow

Patten gets

Polluters ‘let off 
hook’by ruling

COMPANIES can be forced to 
pay damages for water pollu¬ 
tion only if they could have 
foreseen foe harm they 
caused, the House of Lords 
derided yesterday. The ruling 
was condemned by environ¬ 
ment groups as undermining 
the principle “the polluter 
pays". 

Andrew Lees, campaigns 
director of Friends " of foe 
Earth, said: “The judgment, 
means that many polluting 
industries could now dodge 
die cost of cleaning up." - 

In a derision with profound 
implications for the develop¬ 
ment of environmental law, 
foe law lords declared in effect 
that companies cannot be held 
retrospectively Kable for pollu¬ 
tion caused when their activi¬ 
ties did not infringe any 
regulations in force. 

In 1985 foe Cambridge 
Water Company sued Eastern 
Counties Leather, a tannery, 
far damages after the water 
company had been forced to 
close a borehole because of 
contamination by a chemical 
used to degrease pelts. 

In 1976 me water company 
bought land at Sawston Mill 
near Cambridge and began 
pumping from an under¬ 


ground aquifer in 1979. Tests 
showed foe water to be in 
compliance with quality stan¬ 
dards then prevailing. In 1980 
an EC directive impeded high¬ 
er standards, and further tests 
in 1983, using technology not 
previously available, detected 
levels of perchloroethylene 
(PCE) in the water that far 
exceeded the limit allowed in 
the_directive. 

The water company was 
forced to dose the borehole 
and sink another at a cost of 
about £1.4 million. In July 
1991. the High Court threw out 
the water company's claim for 
damages on the grounds dial 
the tannery could not have 
foreseen in 1976 that the 
spillages would lead to quan¬ 
tities of PCE bring found in 
the aquifer years later. 

But in November last year 
the Court of Appeal took a 
different view, arguing foal 
Eastern Counties Leather was 
guilty of nuisance, even 
though no fault or negligence 
was proved, because it had 
infringed the natural right of 
foe water company to unpol¬ 
luted supplies. It is this ruling 
that has been overturned.

INMATES in a much-criti¬ 
cised young offenders’ centre 
spend too much time in their 
cells and live in unsatisfactory 
conditions where bullying re¬ 
mains at high levels, accord¬ 
ing to a report published 
today. 

Judge Stephen Tumim, the 
Chief Inspector of Prisons, 
says that unless there are 
moves to improve Feltham 
Young Offender Institution 
and Remand Centre, where 
four inmates committed 
sutide in seven months, its 
future is bleak. 

Judge Tumim says that the 
overall impression of die 
centre in west London is that 
it is not governable because it 
holds hundreds of convicted 
and unconvicted youths from 
as {Ear away as Liverpool and 
Cornwall The report says it is 
the dirtiest young offenders' 
institution in the country. 

Judge Tumim says that 


providing some ranandpris¬ 
oners with only one pair of 

underpants and socks a week 

falls far short of satisfactory 
standards. 

He criticises the state of 
cells, which were found to be 
in need of decoration, covered 
in graffiti and c ontained d«m- 
aged furniture. “Some of the 
toilets were filthy and foul 
smelting and some bathing 

areas we re not maintained to 
appropriate standards.” die 
reportsays. 

A distressed juvenile was 
found in one cell, where he 
had been for many hours. 
The report says: “Many in¬ 
mates spent too much time in 
c ells wh ich were barren of 
furniture and devoid of stimu¬ 
lation on first anivaL Tbe 
attitudes of some staff seemed 

to be offhand."

Archbishop warns 
of ‘risk to health’

THE Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury. Dr George Carey, yes¬ 
terday voiced "deep concern" 
over the long-term effects of 
the decision to allow almost. 
unlimited Sunday shopping. 
Dr Carey reacted to Wednes¬ 
day night's vote by MR by 
warning the Government that 
lifting trading restrictions 
could seriously damage the 
country's physical and spiritu¬ 
al health 

MPs voted by a majority of 
75 to allow widespread trad¬ 
ing. but only after an attempt 
to keep tight restrictions on 
seven-day opening faded by 
just 18 votes. 

The Archbishop rallied de¬ 
feated campaigners by saying 
that he was impressed by the 
consensus among MPs that 
Sunday should remain a spe¬ 
cial day and their rejection of 
plans to allow totally unlimit¬ 
ed Sunday trading. “It is 
important that the end result 
should not turn out to be 
virtually complete deregula¬ 
tion by another name." 

Defeated campaigners and 
MPs vowed yesterday to con¬ 
tinue their fight to protect shop 
staff who do not want to work 
on Sundays. Although Mich¬ 
ael Howard, the Home Secre¬ 
tary, has said that workers 
will have the right to refuse to 
work on Sundays, camapign 


groups. Labour MPs and law¬ 
yers claimed that the protec¬ 
tion would prove unworkable. 

Employee protection will 
now become the central topic 
of the Sunday Trading Bill’s 
remaining stages in the Com¬ 
mons. The Government re¬ 
mained nervous about the 
issue yesterday, recognising 
that a large number of the 85 
Labour MPS who supported 
general trading did so on the 
basis that better protection 
would be added to the bill at a 
later stage. 

While senior ministers cele¬ 
brated victory in the main 
political battle, they are wary 
about losing ground in the 
potentially hazardous 
skirmishes to come on em¬ 
ployment issues. Although 
John Major welcomed Wed¬ 
nesday’s decision. Downing 
Street attempted to dampen 
the reaction of the victorious 
campaigners, saying “obvi¬ 
ously it is not settled yet". 

Paul Boateng. Labour's le¬ 
gal affairs spokesman, said 
die party would press for 
further assurances to protect 
shop staff. “If the Govern¬ 
ment wants this bill to go 
through, it will have to offer 
proper protection, not the un¬ 
workable concessions offered 
to date" 

Ray Powell, the veteran 


Labour MP wh,o led the cam¬ 
paign to restrict Sunday trad¬ 
ing, said: yesterday: “We will 
have to look at the possibility 
of amending this bill and cry to 
save some of our communities 
from what could be disaster." 

Two of the largest retail 
chains to have opposed dereg¬ 
ulation of Sunday trading 
signalled yesterday that they 
are to change their policy in 
the face of market forces. 
However, the John Lewis Part¬ 
nership and Marks & Spencer 
said there was no question of 
cashing in on the pre-Christ¬ 
mas rush. 

The John Lewis Partner¬ 
ship. which owns the Waitrose 
chain of supermarkets, said: 
“It will be some time before 
the new law comes into effect 
and we will be ready with a 
competitive response." Wait- 
rose has been down an esti¬ 
mated El million a week in lost 
sales, having decided against 
opening on Sundays. 

Marks & Spencer said that 
the company would be open¬ 
ing stores on Sunday as soon 
as the bill became law. “We 
will opt for city centre and 
edge-cif-town sites. We have 
been forced into it. we cannot 
buck marker forces," a spokes¬ 
woman said

bury's joint managing direc-

tor, doubted that the vote 
signalled the end of the tradi¬ 
tional Sunday.

That makes (he division 
lists worth reading for once. 
They are normally predict¬ 
able: see how Richard Ryder 
and Derek Foster, the two 
Chief Whips, have voted and 
the rest follows, apart from a 
few well-known mavericks. 
This is why (he Maastricht 
revolts by two dozen Tory 
MPS woe so exceptional 
This practice often produces 
complaints about tyrannical 
whips forcing 
MPs to toe the 
party the line. 

That is usually 
nonsense. Most 
MPs are happy to follow die 
lead of their whips. Few MPs 
apart from know-alls have 
considered every issue in de¬ 
tail They are happy to be told 
what to do and. in some cases, 
say. 

For most MPs being a loyal 
member of their party is why 
they are in politics and in the 
Commons. They do not want 
to rebel. The whips also 
provide convenient cover. 
MPs can blame the whips 
when they have to make 
controversial votes. That is 
why peristent rebels like Nich¬ 
olas Wintertoo are unpopular 
with many colleagues. They 
are seen as self-righteously 
indulging their consciences. 

Without the cohesion of 
party, and the whipping sys¬ 
tem. there would be a danger 
of anarchy, as Walter Bagehot 
recognised even in the more 
fluid parliamentary days of 
the 1860s. That is inherent in 
the American Congress where 
members of the House of 
Representatives, facing re- 
election every two years, are 
accountable more to their 
constituents than their party 
whips. For instance, last 
month. Democrat members of 
the House looked for reassur¬ 
ance from President Clinton 
over die Nafta trade treaty 



which was strongly opposed 
by the unions and other party 
groups. Cover was vital 
In the case of die Sunday 
Trading BQ1. cover was pro¬ 
vided by outside interests, in 
particular by Usdaw, the 
sbopworkers’ union. In April 
1986 . no Labour MPS voted 
for deregulation. Although 
the Tories then had a majority 
of 140, the bill was defeated by 
14 since 68 Tory MPs voted 
against There are now 60 
fewer Tory MPs, and 60 more 
Labour members, than in 
1986 , but the proposal for 
partial deregulation was ap¬ 
proved by 333 votes to 258. 

The pro camp included 85 
Labour MPs. led by John 
Smith and 13 other members 
of the shadow Cabinet (While 
less than a third of all Labour 
MPs supported the change, 
more than two- 
fifths of the par¬ 
ty’s members 
from Scotland, 
where tfaae is 
already deregulation, did) 
This has led to some Labour 
recriminations, with hanHeft 
MPs accusing the leadership 
of failing to exploit Tory 
divisions. But the MPs sup¬ 
porting partial deregulation 
pointed to the shift by Usdaw 
in favour of the compromise 
option. 

O n the Tory side, the 
emergence of die com¬ 
promise was also deci¬ 
sive. Only just over a half of 
Tory MPs. including Michael 
Howard, the home secretary, 
voted for complete deregula¬ 
tion. But the number of Tories 
supporting change rose by 70 
to 241 on the successful option. 
That enabled MPs to say they 
had balanced calls for deregu¬ 
lation and tidying up current 
anomalies with foe continua¬ 
tion of some restrictions. 
Twelve Tories who voted 
against the 1986 bQl shifted to 
back foe compromise. 

The long battle of attrition 
over Sunday trading has now 
been decided, with MPs hav¬ 
ing moved to positions they 
feel able to defend without (he 
protection of foe whips. But 
most would rather it did not 
happen too often.

CABINET ministers are al¬

A ROW erupted in the Com¬ 
mons yesterday over Govern¬ 
ment plans to rush through 
legislation to raise workers’ 
national insurance contribu¬ 
tions and to cut state support 
for side pay. 

Margaret Beckett, Labour's 
deputy Leader, said that the 
decision to cut short debate on 
the two bills next week were 
the “worst examples of inso¬ 
lence” and a demonstration of 
the Government's “contempt 
for the democratic process”. 

In an unusual move the 
Government has dedded to 
guillotine bills covering two of 
the most controversial mea¬ 
sures announced in this year's 
two Budgets to ensure that 
both can be implemented from 
next April The two bills will 
now be given only one day 
each to be debated in the 
Commons next week. The 
move betrays the Govern¬ 
ment’s own fears that the 
Budget has already had its 
honeymoon period and will 
soot begin to unravel 

Standing in for John Smith, 
the party Leader, who was in 
Brussels, Mrs Beckett said at 
Prime Minister's question 
time that the Government was 
Tunning away from a debate 
on tiie issues. The two bills 
exposed tiie hypocrisy of the 
Government's claims to be 
cutting the burdens on indus¬ 


try, she said. However Tony 
Newton, the leader of the 
House, deputising for John 
Major, who was also in Brus¬ 
sels, said that the two mea¬ 
sures would reduce tiie costs of 
British industry. 

The Statutory Side Pay Bill 
abolishes all state reimburse¬ 
ment now given to employers 
for statutory sick pay. al¬ 
though small firms will be 
protected. Until now com¬ 
panies have had an SO per cent 
reimbursement. The Social 
Security Contributions Bill in¬ 
cludes measures to increase 
the rate of national insurance 
contributions by 1 per cent 

Mrs Beckett said the Gov¬ 
ernment stood convicted of 
deceit and incompetence and 
now cowardice was added to 
the charges. 

Tory business managers lat¬ 
er explained that the two bills 
bad to be rushed through in 
order to ensure that secondary 
legislation, related to the bills, 
coukj also be passed by next 
April In addition employers 
had to have enough notice to 
be able to change their com¬ 
puter software so that the 
measures could be introduced 
in time. The business manag¬ 
ers also admitted that, having 
taken soundings, it was clear 
that the bills would not get 
through in tune, unless debate 
was shortened.

BBC given backing 
to continue TV 
licence fee until 2006

THE BBC should continue to 
be funded by the television 
licence fee until 2006, but 
should also be able to apply to 
Parliament for the right to 
take advertising if it wants to 
raise extra cash before that 
date, the Commons national 
heritage select committee has 
recommended. 

The committee has also 
taken steps towards reinforc¬ 
ing the BBC’s independence 
from Government by recom¬ 
mending that it continues to 
be governed by a royal char¬ 
ter. this time lasting ten years, 
rather than an Act of 
Parliament. 

It has also said that the 
Government should not have 
the power to stop the BBC 
broadcasting programmes it 
disapproves of without Parlia¬ 
ment's approval, and that the 
principle of BBC impartiality 
should be written into its 
charter. The committee fur¬ 
ther suggested that the ap¬ 
pointment of the BBC director- 
general should be the sole 
responsibility of the corpora¬ 
tion’s board of governors. 

Launching the report. Ger¬ 
ald Kaufman, the committee’s 
chairman, praised the BBC’s 
management for its efforts at 
modernisation, to improve eff¬ 
iciency and tackle competition 
from commercial television. 
He said, however, that the 
greatest challenges lay ahead. 

Mr Kaufman said the world 
was standing on the threshold 
of “an extraordinary techno¬ 
logical revolution’’ in which 
the television set would pro¬ 
vide not only an almost unlim¬ 
ited quantity of entertainment 
through hundreds of channels 
but would also become, for 
millions of people, the work¬ 
place, the shopping centre and 
perhaps even the polling 
booth. 

Given such a scenario, 
which he said could become 
reality within 15 years, the 
BBC’s forecasts that it would 
have a 30 per cent share of the 
television audience by the year . 
2000 was “wildly optimistic”. 
Eventually, he said, as the 
BBC’s audience share drop¬ 
ped below 10 per cent the 


principle of funding through a 
universal' licence fee would 
become untenable. 

For the immediate future, 
however, the committee rec¬ 
ommended retaining the li¬ 
cence fee “with great 
reluctance” Direct advertis¬ 
ing was rejected on the 
grounds that it would harm 
the profitability and survival 
of ITV and Channel 4. and 
malting the BBC a subscrip¬ 
tion service was rejected 
because it would bear heaviest 
on the poor. Should the BBC 
change its opposition to 
advertising, however, it 
should be allowed to ask 
Parliament for the right to sell 
advertising air time providing

it could prove it was not 
adversely affecting other 
broadcasters or abandoning 
its role as a public-service 
broadcaster. 

By recommending that the 
new charter lasts for ten years, 
from the date of the expiry of 
the BBC's existing charter in 
1996. Mr Kaufman said the 
committee was giving the 
corporation a period of cer¬ 
tainty and security that it 
should use to find a role and 
structure that would enable it 
to compete in future. 

The committee's findings 
represent a vindication for 
John Birt. the BBC’S director- 
general, who this year has 
steered the corporation 


through reforms designed to 
cut costs and increase 
efficienty. 

Mr Birt welcomed fee 
committee’s support for the 
licence fee and acknowledged 
its concern about the ability of 
people on low incomes to pay 
fee £83 annual charge. 

The committee asked the 
BBC to explore ways of 
helping poorer people to pay 
the licence fee and of improv¬ 
ing its collection. It urged the 
corporation not to prosecute 
those who could demonstrate 
feat they had not paid their 
licence tee through reasons of 
genuine hardship. It further 
urged the BBC to explore ways 
of extending fee reach of fee 
licence tee; such as the possi¬ 
bility of introducing a car 
radio licence, and asked fee 
BBC to report bade to it on all 
fee efforts it made in this area. 

As a means of reducing die 
cost of a television licence 
without diminishing the 
amount of revenue it raises, 
fee committee also recom¬ 
mends that fee Government 
consider introducing an addi¬ 
tional. lower-cost licence for 
households wife more than 
one set 

The committee also recom¬ 
mended that fee present "tan¬ 
gled skein of complaints 
bodies” for viewers and listen¬ 
ers. which includes the Broad¬ 
casting Standards Council, fee 
Broadcasting Complaints 
Commission and the Radio 
Authority, should be replaced 
fry a single body. The cross- 
party committee also rejected 
suggestions from die commer¬ 
cial radio sector that the BBC 
be forced to hand over some of 
its FM radio frequencies to the 
private sector. 

The committee heard evi¬ 
dence from 40 groups of 
witnesses including Mr Birt 
and Marmaduke Hussey, the 
BBC chairman, some ITV 
companies, advertising repre¬ 
sentatives and - consumer 
groups.

Champagne reformists give voters 
free pies and half-baked ideas

CHAMPAGNE so cialism, 
scorned as the prerogative of 
Western fellow travellers, has 
finally reached the Russian 
provinces, thanks to one small 
parly which has dedded that 
ctioneering goes down bet¬ 
ter with the older voter when 
accompanied by a drop of 
bubbly. 

Yuri Tyulin. who is stand¬ 
ing for me Alliance for Digni¬ 
ty and Charity in the dty of 
Tver, 100 mOes north of 
Moscow, is dispensing a bot¬ 
tle of Russian Shamponskoye 
for 1,000 roubles (75pk a thud 
of die retail price, to 40,000 
pensioners and veterans. 
“The new year Is coming up 
and everyone should have a 
bottle to celebrate it, however 
stretched their budgets,” said 
Mr TVulin. a former army 
officer. 

The alliance, nicknamed 
Grandads’ Party”, describes

itself as “the home for small 
boats in a big river which in 
the turbulent stream of life 
today are unable to find a 
mooring". It is out to capture 
votes from those Russians 
who feel that the prosperity 
promised by the r eformer s is 
p assing them by — the elder¬ 
ly, retired soldiers, unem¬ 
ployed and disabled. 

By far the politest and least 
effective of the contenders, the 
movement's pr o gramm e is 
difficult to determine.

Mr Tyulin. “A lot of us were 
Co mmunis t Party members, 
but we don’t like the aggres¬ 
sive stance of that bunch 
today. We are pro-reform but 
stand up for file interests of 
those who are suffering in the 
process and against factory 
closures.” 

There is a refreshingly 
home-baked air about his 
campaign. Voters who pop 
into the office to enquire 
about the bloc's platform are 
given a hot pie by MrTyulin’s 
wife, Galina, and told to wrap 
up well against the cold as 
they leave. They can buy 
apples and cakes on fire way 
out “This is a society where 
people are used to being 
looked after, and since the 
changes they fed that no one 
cares about their basic needs.” 
said Mr Tyulin. 

He steadfastly refuses to 
rubbish his opponents in 
Tver, the name of which was 
changed by the Communists 
to Kalinin in honour of the 
early Bolshevik who estab¬ 
lished Soviet rule in Central 
Asia and was President until 
1946. “If there is one tiring 
history should have taught us 
here, it is that conflict brings 
destruction and unhappi¬ 
ness.” Mr Tyulin added. “I 
don't understand why politi¬ 
cians can’t co-operate like 
normal human brings.” 

But like many provincial 
industrial centres, the dty 
faces hard choices which no 


amnimi of cheap champagne 

or goodwill can bluzr. Many 
factories have had to intro¬ 
duce shorter hours to survive 
and the region is unable to 
house military personel who 
have returned from Eastern 
Europe and the Baltics. 

“People laugh at us as the 
pensioners’ party.” said Mr 
Tyulin. “but we will have 
more and more ‘pensioners* 
in tins country in their thirties 
and forties, and they deserve a 
voice.” 

He denies that the hue of 
champagne and bargain 
shopping is a cheap tactic to 
hire votes: pork-barrel politics 
is ingrained in the provinces 
and few people object to an 
unexpected treat “I’d rather 
go home with a parcel in my 
band titan an earful of prom¬ 
ises,” said one old woman. 

During the sham elections 
of the Soviet era. local candi¬ 
dates offered cheap groceries 
and vodka for safe on polling 
day to encourage voters to 
turn out early, so that they 
could achieve an apparently 
enthusiastic participation lev¬ 
el by lunchtime. This year the 
Co mmunis ts' reduced budget 
means that they are offering 
only butler and tea to people 
who turn out for hustings in 
file villages, while one inde¬ 
pendent business man stand¬ 
ing in the town of Lytkarino. 
south of Moscow, has helped 
get his message across by 
offering to fund an extra bus 
route, an aviation museum 
and restore half a dozen 
churches. 



Hopes fade 
for peace 
in Bosnia

THE threat of mass starvation 
in Bosnia this winter in¬ 
creased yesterday when the 
Muslim-fed government eff¬ 
ectively halted the peace 
process. 

The Muslim side said it 
would take no further part in 
negotiations unless Serbs 
promised to give back land 
they have conquered and 
abandon an attempt to make 
Sarajevo a divided city — 
concessions the Serbs are un¬ 
likely to make. 

Talks planned to be held in 
Salonika. Greece, on Sunday 
between Serbs, Croats and 
Muslims as part of the 
Geneva negotiations have 
now been abandoned. Lower 
level discussions in the Bosni¬ 
an capital have also been 
scrapped. The latest collapse 
of efforts to end the fighting 
was announced in London by 
Mohamed Sadrbey, Bosnian 
envoy to file United Nations. 

The demise of the plagued 
peace talks bodes badly for the 
survival chances of an already 
weak population. The fete of 
civilians will be doubly peril¬ 
ous if Western aid is reduced 
next year. Many Western 
countries, including Britain, 
have indicated that they can¬ 
not continue to bear the huge 
financial and human cost of 
providing Mid protecting aid 
convoys with no peace deal on 
the horizon.

“Therefore, I wasn’t even able 
to celebrate my birthday in 
September. I am a year older 
and i didn’t notice.”

1 
certainly lost nothing in the 
year and acquired a lot, in- 
duding file capacity to think 
before acting.” 

He added: “I thought about

Christopher 
lures Syria 
and Lebanon 
back to talks

WARREN Christopher, die 
American Secretary of State, 
yesterday claimed a break¬ 
through in the Middle East 
peace process when he suc¬ 
ceeded in enticing Syria and 
Lebanon back to the negotiat¬ 
ing table with Israel. 

Speaking in Damascus, the 
American envoy added that 
President Clinton will meet 
President Assad of Syria in 
Geneva next month, in what 
was regarded as a reward to 
the Syrian leader far agreeing 
to resume dialogue with the 
Israelis. 

“With a resumption of nego¬ 
tiations in January. I believe 
that genuine progress can also 
be made on the Syrian and 
Lebanese tracks," Mr Christo¬ 
pher said. He described the 
mim-summh as "a vital cor¬ 
nerstone in our efforts to build 
a comprehensive, just and 
lasting peace". 

According to Mr Christo¬ 
pher. the heads of the Israeli 
and Syrian delegations will 
meet in Washington in the 
first week of next month, die 
Geneva summit will, take 


place in mid-January, and full 
talks will then resume by die 
beginning of February. 

The move was seen as the 
latest softening of Syria's pos¬ 
ition towards Israel after Da¬ 
mascus unilaterally offered to 
help locate seven Israeli sol¬ 
diers missing in Lebanon and 
agreed to let hundreds of 
Syrian Jews emigrate by the 
end of this month. In return, 
America eased its economic 
sanctions against Damascus 
and allowed Syria to acquire 
three ageing passenger planes 
from Kuwait Nevertheless, 
there were still lingering 
doubts about the depth of the 
change of heart in Damascus 
and whether it would make 
any real difference on the 
ground. 

Although bringing Syria 
back to the negotiating table 
might help improve the atmo¬ 
sphere in the region, it is not 
dear that Damascus will be in 
a generous mood when it re¬ 
sumes talks with Israel The 
two sides have failed to make 
any headway in their negotia¬ 
tions for a land for peace

Four foreigners, 
including Malcolm Vincent, a 
British computer technician, 
have been murdered since fee 
December 1 deadline given by 
fee extremists for 100,000 
expatriates to leave the coun¬ 
try or face death. 


Diplomatic reports yesterday 
said that thousands more 
foreigners were joining the 
exodus of those who have 
already left. Many of fee 350 
foreign companies considered 
vital to Algeria’s ailing econo¬ 
my have begun scaling back 
their activities. 

The campaign to target 
foreigners follows a govern¬ 
ment derision to liberalise 
investment laws in order to 
attract outside capital in a new 
bid to cut the foreign debt 
This absorbs more than 80 per 
cent erf Algeria’s foreign in¬ 
come, virtually all of which is 
derived from oil products.

Astronauts plan to re¬ 
lease the space observa¬ 
tory, designed to peer to the 
edges of the Universe, ear¬ 
ly this morning. 

Story M us grave and Jeff 
Hofrnan made the miss- 
ions's longest space walk of 
seven hours and 21 min¬ 
utes, working to unravel 
the 40ft panels which turn 
sunlight into electricity to 
power Hubble. Motors, 
which should have helped 
unwind the two arrays like 
window blinds, failed and 
the two astronauts were 
forced to tug them open 
before they dropped slowly 
into place. 

The mission, which has 
gone so well that ground 
controllers plan to bring 
back Endeavour a day 
early on Sunday, has set 
several records, including 
the record number of 
American space walks. No 
previous Nasa mission had 
involved more than four 
spacewalks. 

Nasa spent $629 million 
(£422 million) on the repair 
mission, the first of several 
planned service calls for 
Hubble.

Burundi bloodshed turns Eden into Hades

G entle hills quilted 
deep red and green 
by cultivation stretch 
as far as the eye can see from 
Mbuye, a village in the heart 
of a country blessed with 
fertile soils and abundant 
rain. Until seven weeks ago it 
was an Eden, but after a wave 
of unparalleled ethnic vio¬ 
lence. which pitted brother 
against brother, it has been 
turned into a Hades of burnt 
buddings and rotting bodies. 

Anatole Mbanzi, 56. his 
wife, a nurse, four dysentery 
patients, and his three child¬ 
ren are now the only people 
left in the village. The others 
fled or were murdered in an 
orgy of violence organised by 
his younger brother. 

The brother, whom Mr 
Mbanzi refused to name, had 
been the principal of die local 
college. But on October 21 — 
when President Ndadaye. 
Burundi's first democratical¬ 
ly elected head of state and a 
member of the Hutu tribe, 
was killed three months after 
his election in a failed mili¬ 
tary putsch led by Tutsis — 
the headmaster turned into 
flic leader of a murderous 


rampage. “The rule was kill 
Tutsis or be killed. I am 
married to a Tutsi woman 
and many of them are my 
friends and neighbours, so I 
did not join in toe revenge of 
the President,” 1 said. Mr 
Mbanzi, who was beaten 
unconscious and woke to find 
that he bad been slashed 
across the stomach with ma¬ 
chetes. “I was lucky, they 
thought 1 was dead," he said. 

In the nearby refugee 
camp, Tutsis cower behind 
razor wire under toe protec¬ 
tion of toe army because 
Hums continue to loot and 
kill at night David Ndikama, 
45, who lived dose to Mbuye. 
said that 36 members of his 
family, including his three 
children, had been killed in a 
few hours. 

His wife, who was heavily 
pregnant, was disem¬ 
bowelled. “1 don't understand 
what happened. These people 
were my friends, neighbours. 
We shared beer and food 
together,” said Mr Ndikama.

killin gs in Ruyigi province on 
the Tanzanian border, ac¬ 
cused toe educated middle 
classes of inciting toe 
violence. 

"All over toe country we 
could see the bidden hand of 
the civil servants. local busi¬ 
nessmen. toe educated people 
organising crowds of young 
people and ignorant peasants 
into killing mobs. The Hutu 
were told: They [the Tutsi] 
have killed toe President Kill 
(hem before they loll you.’ So 
people were terrified and they 
did. Those who refused were 
also killed. Then toe army 
came and took revenge," be 
said.

Taking pride of place: the king of the animals resting 


H uddled in blankets against a 
chilly Namibian night I 
watched toe elephants mill¬ 
ing in slow motion, like boulders 
come to life, around the floodlit water- 
hole. Elephants are amazingly light 
on their feet, and the only sound was 
the rumbling of an enormous be By or 
the gurgling of a 20 litre trunkful of 
water on its way to quench a 
gargantuan thirst. 

Okaukuqo Camp is one of a 
handful of camps and game lodges 
within Namibia’s Etosha National 
Park, a vast area of scrub and mopani 
woodland surrounding a great dry 
sea. the Etosha Pan. It is a dead flat, 
80 mile expanse of sun-blasted mud 
and salt In the January rains, the pan 
becomes a shallow lake providing 
drink and fodder for 2*500 elephants, 
countless antelopes, and their preda¬ 
tors —Kon, leopard and hyena. When 
the dry season starts in March, 
animals Dock to water-holes and are 
easier to sped. 

In one day's drive through Etosha 
we saw 60 or more elephants plus a 
pair of rhino, which cantered parallel 
to our vehicle at a galumphing 20 
miles an hour. We watched giraffe 
amble past, lumbering wildebeest 
drink with unicorn-like onyx, and

had seen so many smaller antelopes, 
springbok and impala that we were 
starting to get blase. 

Etosha is about six hours drive 
from the capital, Windhoek, through 
a landscape of thorn trees, low rocky 
hills and a blinding, cloudless sky. 
The road is as straight as a billiard 
cue from horizon to horizon. 

Harsh though it is, the thorn 
scrubland is an Eden compared to the 
Namlb Desert, a 1.000-mile stretch of 

betwem^toe coast aiuf^e inland 
plateau. It is hard to believe that 
anything could live here but some 
plants survive on toe merest hint of 
waten contorted quiver-trees, smears 
of lichen and the welwitschia plant, 
like mutant cabbage. 


Seen from the Namlb, the coast is 
an endless glowing band of peariy 
white fog, and the region’s wily town, 
Swakopmund, is perpetually soaked 
by it The street names recall the glory 
days of Germany’s short-lived African

There are other traces of Kaiser 
Wilhelm’s era in Windhoek, where 
Herero women attend century-old 
Lutheran churches in foil ankle- 
length skirts, multicoloured layers of 
shawls and elaborate turban-tike 
headgear inspired by the garb of 
nineteenth century German mission¬ 
ary wives. 

No settlers have made much of a 
mark on the empty badlands of 
southern Namibia, where the dunes 
of the southern Namib meet the great 
abyss of the Fish River Canyon. Only 
the Grand Canyon is longer and 
deeper than this 161km long, 550m 
deep chasm. But unlike the Grand 
Canyon, Fish River has no souvenir 
stalls, no lines of tour coaches, motor 
lodges or sightseeing aircraft buzzing 
overhead. It is still one of toe great 
empty places of Africa.

South Korea and stirred unease in Japan

DESPITE a collapsing econo¬ 
my. North Korea signalled to 
America yesterday that there 
will be no further talks on 
access to its nuclear facilities 
unless its latest offer is 
accepted. 

Telling Washington to ap¬ 
proach the offer “prudently". 
President Kim 0 Sung's re¬ 
gime said there would be no 
improvement on the offer to 
opei a number of non-con tro- 
versiai nuclear sites because of 
the “low level of confidence" 
between the two countries. 
North Korea still refuses to 
open for inspection the key 
suspect site at Yongbyon. 

In the perverse logic of the 
North — in which its belliger¬ 
ence increases with its desper¬ 
ation — the statement comes 
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after the first offidai North 
Korean admission of the dire 
state of its economy and a 
series of personnel changes 
which reflect increasing ner¬ 
vousness in Pyongyang. 

Most striking is die surprise 
re-emergence of Kim Yong Ju, 
President Kim’s younger 
brother, from 18 years in the 
political wilderness. He was 
elected to the Politburo and 
central committee in a confus¬ 
ing signal which could mean 
not only that Kim Jong D. sen 
of the “Great Leader ."is losing 
favour as his anointed succes¬ 
sor but that the political 
fissures within the first family 
are becoming more acute. 
President Kim's wife is be- 
Iieved to oppose any role far. 
his younger brother. 


The extent of the economic 
disaster became dear after a 
meeting of the central commit¬ 
tee under President Kim. Re¬ 
moving Kim Dal Hyon, die 
key economic policy-maker, as 
State Planning Commission 
chairman, and the man who 
been responsible far the cau¬ 
tious open-door policy, the 
gathering cast aside die usual 
pretence that all is wen in the 
“people’s paradise" and issued 
a blunt communique. Pyong¬ 
yang claims economic growth 
rates averaging 5.6 per cent in 
recent years, but in reality it is 
believed the economy has 
shrunk for three years. The 
statement exposed the failure 
of huge sections of the econo¬ 
my, with industrial output 
sagging, power and steel pro¬ 
duction poor, and serious 
problems in farming. 

The leadership ordered up 
to three years of economic ! 
readjustment during which 
priority must be given to 
boosting agriculture, light in¬ 
dustry and foreign trade. 
“This has not only caused 
serious damage to our eco¬ 
nomic construction, but has 
also made it inevitable to 
adjust the pace and balance of 
our overall economic develop¬ 
ment and made rt impossible 
to fulfil the third seven-year 
plan as scheduled." rite state¬ 
ment said. It was an unprece¬ 
dented public acknowled¬ 
gement of the hardships of 
ordinary people, who are re¬ 
plied to be suffering food and 
power shortages. 

The South Koreans are keen 
to go slow on threatened UN 
sanctions, for fear of provok¬ 
ing the final coDapse of the 
regime. President Clinton'S 
warning that North Korea's 
refusal to allow full outside 
inspetSons of its nudear facil¬ 
ities could turn into “a full¬ 
blown crisis", have been re¬ 
ceived with dismay by Japa¬ 
nese diplomats and leaders. 
They fear that America could 
be provoked into taking Hi- 
conceived military or econom¬ 
ic initiatives in North Korea 
which could trigger recrimina¬ 
tions. threatening Japan.

Christian opposition group, said the 
ruling State Law and Order Restora¬ 
tion Council (Store) had received a 
letter from the rebel umbrella organis¬ 
ation, the Democratic Alliance of 
Burma (DAB), seeking a formal 
invitiation to begin talks. 

“Store has received our fewn r and 
we hope that they will reply soon, 
because we really want to go to these 
peace talks," Mr Em said in a 


telephone interview. The letter was 
signed by General Saw Bo Mya, the 
Karen leader, who is chairman of die 
DAB. Khin Nyunt, secretary of Store 
and Burma's intelligence chief, has in 
the past two months offered peace 
talks to rebel groups. 

“At this point we do not demand 
anything We want them to answer 
officially." Mr Em said. “Thai we can 
begin." The letter asks Store “to make 


a response for a dearer understand¬ 
ing of its position" 

Many of the rebel groups have been 
fighting for autonomy from Rangoon 
virtually from the time Burma won its 
independence from British colonial 
rule in 194S.

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An apple a day keeps the bank at bay 

Take a big bite 
for Britain 


I SOLEMNLY swear I shall 
never again let a foreign apple 
pass my lips between August 
and the end of April. After 
listening to the woes of the 
English apple growers, 1 know 
that a French Golden Delicious 
or a Chilean Granny Smith — 
pretty tasteless at the best of 
times — would turn to ashes in 
my mouth. And as for apples, so 
for mushrooms and the whole 
gamut of British-grown produce. 
Please join me, ladies and gentle¬ 
men. in file foodie-xenophobic 
crusade that is. I am certain, the 
only way the green and pleasant 
bits of this land have a chance of 
surviving the dratted GatL 

So much Official propaganda 
have we had about the despica¬ 
ble cWen-m-the-manger attitude 
of the French farmers, spoiling 
the free trade fun for the rest of 
us, that the average punter could 
be forgiven for thinking French 
farmers are the only 
ones with anything to 
worry about. Well, let 
me tell you the apple 
story, the 1993, pre- 
Gan apple story, and 
you can judge for 
yourselves. 

A cousin of mine, a 
small Somerset grow¬ 
er, rang me up in a fine 
old lather after a deep¬ 
ly gloomy meeting of 
local growers, several 
of whom, after two 
years of bumper crops and rock 
bottom prices, are now nose-to- 
nose with the wall. They had 
been swopping dismal tales: 
reported sightings of Kentish 
Cox’s being flogged at 5p a 
pound, an average retail price of 
38p to 49p (compared with 75p 
three seasons ago). The boss of 
Home Grown Fruits, the biggest 
of the growers* co-operatives, 
wringing his hands because the 
growers had unaccountably mis¬ 
calculated and landed him with 
twice as many apples to shift this 
year as he was expecting, and 
how come the research boys still 
hadn't come up with a way to 
store Cox’S so that they don’t 
deteriorate? Nasty, tasteless but 
cheap foreign apples every¬ 
where, and yet you can’t buy an 
English apple in Fiance or 
Germany for love or money... 

In short, who’s to blame and 
what’s to do? By telephone I 
rounded up the usual suspects — 
supermarkets, wholesalers, a 
French grower or two. the Minis¬ 
try — and have to report first, 
that there is no single villain and 
second, that the only fifing to do 
is to turn Britain into a nation of 
foodie-xenophobtcs. Fast 
It is ironic that this crisis 
should come in the year that 
Sainsbuiy’s is stocking nearly 
forty varieties of English apples, 
varieties such as Blenheim Or¬ 
ange, D’Arcy Spice and Michael¬ 
mas Red that ten years ago no 
one ever thought to see on a 
British grocer's shelves again. 
Allan Cheesman, the chief pro¬ 
duce buyer, has been pushing 
them like mad, and this is the 
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first year he’s sold more British 
apples ttian French. All those 
little Union Jack stickers with 
the name of the variety on each 
apple have paid off, as did his 
apple tasting, arranged like a 
wine tasting, that sent die 
food writers into adjectival 
ecstasy. 

Nevertheless, supermarkets 
have a price war of their own 
going on. and Mr Cheesman ad¬ 
mits his prices are too low to 
keep the growers going — 25p to 
32p a pound to the suppliers, 38p 
to the customer. Growers are 
not kidding when they say “Use 
us or lose us”. 

• The fact that French growers 
are losing E1.500 a hectare for the 
second year running, and that 
800.000 tonnes of French apples 
are being picked up at the 
intervention price of 3p or 4p a 
pound is small comfort We 
know the French public buys 
over 90 per cent 
French apples, while 
the British buy under 
40 per cent British, but 
it can’t be attributed to 
chauvinism alone. Mr 
Cheesman says his 
French supermarket 
colleagues admit to 
being too scared (o 
stock English apples, 
“irs the rule of the 
fanner’s gun and 

_ boot,” he says. “They’ll 

have all their windows 
broken if they do.” 

As usual, the British end of the 
playing field is full of bumps. 
Germany’s techniques for keep¬ 
ing British produce out may be 
subtler, but they also work. 
There are irritants like the fact 
that file Dutch government is 
handing out grants to build cold 
stores while ours isn’t For years 
the European Community min¬ 
isters would solemnly swear 
they weren’t making illicit 
grants to the industry. Not 
nationally, they weren’t but 
Britain was alone in not doing so 
through regional mechanisms. 
How else does one imagine 
small French family growers 
managed to acquire their com¬ 
puterised stores? 

HOWEVER, it is pointless to 
pick nits in the context of the 
massive worldwide over-produc¬ 
tion we are now seeing. David 
Browning, a Kentish grower and 
vice-chairman of English Apples 
& Fears, is too realistic either to 
try special pleading with the 
Government or to expect any¬ 
thing of some generalised Gatt 
anti-dumping dause once the 
minimum import price into the 
European Union is dropped and 


So there will be tears, but we 
can reduce them (not to mention 
the half of our trade deficit 
accounted for by imports of food 
ami drink) by resolutely buying 
British, and demanding that 
supermarkets flag British pro¬ 
duce and itemise it all as British 
in our till receipts.

Reasons why I hate you 






Colin Ferguson is led away by police for arraignment on murder charges. Notes found jn his apartment reveal the paranoid obsessions of a mind beyond recall 


W hen Colin Ferguson 
boarded the 533 train 
from Manhattan to 
Fort Jefferson he was 
carrying a 9mm Ruger semi¬ 
automatic pistol, more than 100 
rounds of ammunition in a canvas 
bag and a series of handwritten 
notes stuffed into the pockets of his 
jacket 

Dole over half an hour later four 
people were dead (a fifth would die 
later), more than two dozen were 
wounded and Ferguson was in 
police custody, accused of one of the 
most systematic and brutal mass- 
murders. even by the standards of 
America’s recent bloody history. 

The notes carried by Fbrguson, a 
35-year-old black man born in 
Jamaica, and other documents 
found in his Brooklyn apartment 
were written in an odd. looping 
scrawl, a testament to a mind fervid 
with perceived injustice! “Reasons 
for this: ..begins one scrap of 
paper; “Additional Reasons for 
this:..begins another. 

Ferguson’s rage, to judge from 
his scribbles, ran deep and wide. 
He railed against whites and 
Asians, “Uncle Tom Negroes", 
New York's Governor Mario 
Cuomo, the police, civil rights 
leaders, his Brooklyn neighbours, 
“Corrupt ’black’ attorneys who not 
only refuse to help me but tried to 
steal my car", and many more. 

There was disjointed fuiy here, 
but there was also calculation. 
Ferguson travelled to California 
last May to buy his gun for $400, 
and he dutifully waited the re¬ 
quired 15 days before collecting his 
purchase. 

“NYC was spared", he wrote, 
“because of my Respect for Mayor 
David Dinkins... Nassau County 
is the Venue." The burly black 
gunman, once a student at Adefphi 
College in Long Island, had appar¬ 
ently waited until the train left New 
York City and entered the white 
suburbs of Nassau County before

opening fire because 
he.did not want to 
embarrass the outgo¬ 
ing black mayor of 
New York by commit¬ 
ting mass slaughter 
on his turf. 

Hie day after file 
massacre, as Fergu¬ 
son was charged with 
lour counts of mur¬ 
der. police displayed 
his jottings with 
something dose to re¬ 
lief. The notes, they 
proclaimed, explained 
the hitherto inexplic¬ 
able: Ferguson was 
motivated tty racial 
hatred. 

That is an easy ex¬ 
planation for Fergu¬ 
son'S stream of vitriol. 

The charge of racial 
discrimination runs 
through all the notes: 
from “the false All 
irons Against me 
the filthy Caucasian 
Racist Femak on the 
#1 line" to “that Chi¬ 
nese racist Mr Sue 
who will never put me 
to shame again with¬ 
out Cause." 

A particular source 
of fuiy seems to have 
been his arrest for Ji 

harassment in Febru- 
ary 1992. In a long, 
rambling letter to 
Police Commissioner Raymond 
Kelly, Ferguson laid out a suing of 
reasons why his treatment by the 
“racist Caucasian police officers” 
had been "particularly viscous [sic] 
and racist" 

Nothing could be more natural, 
of course, than the need to explain 
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the motives of an individual who 
would enter a train and begin file 
casual murder of complete strang¬ 
ers. But Ferguson’s “Reasons for 
this" are not reasons at all, still less 
explanations. Someone who would 
commit mass murder might do so 
because of toothache, or a parking 



ticket or because they 
don’t like Mondays. 
But these are not rea¬ 
sons. any more than 
“God told me to" 

The danger, of 
course, is that in the 
search to make sense 
of an event so 
and grotesque as 
week's mass murder, 
we are only too ready 
to seek and accept 
explanations for be¬ 
haviour that can only 
be rationalised by a 
mind already twisted 
beyondrecalL 
Every time we 
“make sense" of such 
a massacre, as the 
author Luc Sante 
wrote yesterday in 
The New York Times, 
“we accord it a place 
in the rational order" 
— A rather than the freak 

status it deserves. 
With each successive 
causal explanation, 
slaughter becomes a 
more accepted, even 
understandable ex¬ 
pression of griev¬ 
ances, a rational 
statement rather than 
a hideous crime. 
Ferguson dearly 
.. •; V ' - seems to have thought 

• -f. he was acting within 

reason, but he may 
also have believed he was acting on 
precedent Recently he threatened 
police lawyers, referring to a mass 
murder at a law firm in California. 
That episode was “explained" by 
the fact that the gunman, who later 
shot himself, was angered by a 
failed real estate deal 


For 12 hours after last Tuesday’s 
shooting police refused to release 
the name of the suspect, or a 
possible motive. The killer re¬ 
mained faceless, nameless, incom¬ 
prehensible and terrifying. New 
Yorkers are sleeping easier tonight 
in die belief that Ferguson acted out 
of simple racism, for that is 
something they understand and 
live with every day.' The sheer 
horror of the killing has already 
been diluted by file decision to 
prosecute the case as a crime of 
racial bias. 

When Ferguson was taken in 
handcuffs from the Long Island 
courthouse on Wednesday, a re- /fa 
porter asked him if he hated white 
people.“lrs a tie." he replied. 

Perhaps he spoke the truth, for a 
dose reading of Ferguson’s scrawls 
and his rambling, splenetic letters 
does not reveal a racist, but a 
paranoid madman. He hated, ami 
felt he was victimised Ity, everyone: 
workers’ compensation beards, 
politicians, the elderly woman 
whose apartment he rented, his 
neighbours f*I hate them with a 
passion”). Even “the sloppy run¬ 
ning of fiie #2 line" raised his fury. 

Despite his endless repetition of 
the charge of racism, bos written 
words are really a deranged combi¬ 
nation of resentment, attention- 
seeking and revenge. Those filthy 
swine that live at 226 Martense St. 
Bklyn. are not my friends." he 
scrawls. “Once they hear of this 
they will loot all tile evidence in my 
room.. 

When he walked down the aisle 
of the Long Island Rail Road train, 
the gunman aimed with deadly 
precisioQ. shooting to right and left, 
one witness recalled, “as if he was 
collecting tickets”. The jottings of 
Colin Ferguson, however, are scat¬ 
ter-shot a tantrum at anyone and 
everyone who had offended him. 

He chose to call this racism, but 
there is no reason why we should, 
just for our own peace of mind. ^

Where did French films go wrong? 


Don’t tell the Parisians... but their 
new patriotic blockbuster is a turkey. 
One of many, says Charles Breamer 
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Bruce Forsyth and find! 
Laurence Olivier and 
Sting crooning a corny duet, 
followed by a government 
minister who blesses the effort 
as high art The French equiv¬ 
alent could be witnessed a 
couple of days ago when 
Gerard Depardieu sang with 
the balladeer Renaud on Sacn* 
Soiree, one of those kitschy 
shews where everyone fondles 
huge phallic microphones. 
Depardieu, who has replaced 
the Louvre as the national 
monument, and Renaud 
Gallic Dave Span are 
stars of Germinal . Claude 
Beni’S Zola epic which is not 
so much a film as flagship of 
the campaign against Gatt. 

Film-makers may not yet 
need state approval to make a 
picture without le G£rard 
National, but he has rarely 
been off the stage in recent 
weeks as Jacques Toubon, the 
culture minister, has rallied 
the defence of the Gallic soul. 
The patriotic juices have posi¬ 
tively boiled this week as five 
Americans, under pressure 
from Jack Valenti, boss of the 
Hollywood lobby, have fought 
harder than expected against 
France's demands to preserve 
Europe's subsidies and broad¬ 
cast quotas. 

The French argument is 
simple. “The American cine¬ 
ma is constructed tike a war 
machine.” says Depardleu. 
The European cinema is in 
mortal danger." President 
Mitterrand says the Ameri¬ 
cans are trying to impose 
"totalitarian" dominion over 
the minds of the world. 

Thanks to an 11 per cent 
ticket tax and other levies. 


Fhance has preserved an in¬ 
dustry that turns out 150 
features a year, compared 
with 30 or so in Britain. Berri. 
one of the heavy-weight 
luwies who have been ham¬ 
mering the Gatt case, notes

Few dare utter the anathe¬ 
ma in public, but all that 
subsidising might just be the 
reason why French films are 
now so feeble. Since the Mit¬ 
terrand administration began 
pouring money into the “cine¬ 
matic arcs", a pail of political 
correctness has descended on 
the auteurs and pro du cteurs. 

The secret that dares not 
speak its name is chat Germi¬ 
nal is a terminally tin^id 
turkey. Among official think¬ 
ers, only Bemard-Henri Levy, 
the celebrity philosopher, has 
pointed out five fact as cinema- 
goers have gone dutifully to 
this tale of woe in the Victorian 
pits. When American critics 
ridiculed Germinal this week, 
the French saw it as a further 
example of the Jurassic 
conspiracy. 

According to the French 
thesis, America and the world 
would lap up such French 
oeuvres if it could only get to 
see them. The problem, they 
say, is simply market access. 
Hollywood and the distribu¬ 
tors reply that the real reason 
is that French films are just 
boring. Too often they are 
exercises in navel-gazing, or 
historical literary pageants. 4 
la Jean de Florette and Ma¬ 
dame Bovary. or good comic 
concepts buried in obscure 
dialogue. The last category is 
often successfully repackaged 
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Jeanne Moreau and Oskar Werner in Jules etJimx but where is the new Truffaut? 


by Hollywood, as in the case of 
Trois Hommes el Un Couffin, 
Americanised into Three Men 
and a Baby. 

One Jongs for the days when 
there was excitement over the 
latest Truffaut, when the youn¬ 
ger Scorsese, Altman and 
Coppola looked to Paris for 
tips.

T he latest effort by 
Claude Lelouch — Tour

A typical speci¬ 
men of the over-wrought prod¬ 
uct is Andre Techinc’s Ma 
Saison Preferfe, France's en¬ 


try in the last Cannes festival, 
starring Catherine Deneuve 
and Daniel Auteufl. What 
should have been a pleasure 
was the umpteenth replay of 
that favourite theme, the bour¬ 
geoisie agonising over family 
relationships. 

While American films have 
kept static at about 60 per cent 
of the French cinema for the 
past decade, the audience for 
French-made films has ban 
sagging. The trend is starting 
to worry the beneficiaries of 
the state hand-outs. Claude 
Sautw. whose Un Coeur en 
Hiver is doing quite well 
abroad, grumbled the other 
day that the cinema has divid¬ 
ed into two sterile camps — 
high-minded introspection on 
a literaiy theme and a popular 


product of local interest The 
best example of the latter is Les 
Visiteurs, a comedy which has 
broken French records. A vul¬ 
gar Pythonesque spoof on the 
Middle Ages, it is hilarious at 
mocking Gallic foibles, but 
would stand no chance in an 
American multiplex. 

The thinking classes heard 
some home truth last week 
from Mario Vargas Llosa, the 
K-nivian writer and franco¬ 
phile.

— and the failure of the Church leaders to take a moral stand 


"THAT preposterous 
archdeacon, doesn't he 
make you want to vomit? 

His fatness, his smug¬ 
ness ..." A chorus of 
reproachful voices si-- 
meed the historian 
\7avid Starkey's insults 
hurled at the The Venera¬ 
ble George Austin. Arch¬ 
deacon of York, during Radio 4’s 
The Moral Maze yesterday, and it 
was Ken Livingstone who sprang 
to his defence: “The archdeacon is a 
character." he said, “and says what 
be thinks, and that adds to the 
gaiety of the nation — and at least 
makes people think," 

Like most hisses, it had begun 
casually. The archdeacon was just 
dropping off to sleep towards 
midnight on Monday when GM- 
TV roused him: would he come in 
at dawn to talk about the Prince of 
Wales? He went, but there was a 
technical hitch. This made the 
archdeacon rather cross, so when 
rte Today programme rang in- 
ssSid he gladly made “friendly, 
light-hearted remarks" about the 
prince's unfitness to become king. 
“I said nothing 1 haven’t said 
before," he says, "but all hell broke 
loose. 

"My wife tells me there are 58 
messages on the answering mach¬ 
ine... reporters outside the house 
...” In fact the archdeacon was in 
London having his hair cut (“my 
barber has just shown me a copy of 
The Sun *1 before meeting me at his 
hotel for a glass of Bailey’s Irish 
Cream liqueur. 

He is a congenial cove absurdly 
boyish at 6£ a ringer for Gerald 
Campion playing Billy Burner. He 
told me two very jolly funeral jokes 
and an apposite one about the ten 
commandments. Moses comes 
down, and says: “Do you want the 
good news or the bad news? The 
good news is I’ve knocked Him 
down to ten. The bad news is that 
adultery’s still in." 

If he had set out to cause an 
uproar, he would never have 
picked this week, when he was 
actually with the two archbishops 
(roars of laughter) at Synod policy 
meetings. Yet Canterbury had - 
beamed at him across the table, 
“and York was very friendly. After 
aU, be appointed me, knowing my 
views, to a position of leadership, 
^here my voice would be heard". 


The Archdeaconry of 
York is. in fact, no more 
important than any oth¬ 
er, “but sounds as though 
it is." he chortles. He was 
once flying to Australia 
with his archbishop, and 
the chief flight lieutenant 
asked what was the dif¬ 
ference between the two. 
“I said ‘well, it's a bit like you and 
the captain of this aircraft: he 
thinks he’s flying it but you know 
you are’. 1 told John Habgood that 
He has a very good sense of 
humour. And an outstanding 
mind. He cannot be pigeonholed, 
like some. He has no predictable 
views. 1 think dissent is a plus —* as 
in marriage." 

TfeU me about your marriage, I 
said. After all. everyone has beat 
flinging "Let him who casts the first 
stone ..." and “Let him who is 
without sin among you..." at him. 
“Well, I have never been unfaithful 
to my wife." he said, “and 1 could 
not conceive of hurting her in that 
way. If I did 1 would lose my 
family, my home and my job. We 
are each other's best friend.” Ro¬ 
berta. “Bobbie", now his secretary, 
is even more against women priests 
than he, though at home they keep 
off churchy matters. They met 
when he was a curate in Dunstable 
and she was teaching in a school 
next to the crematorium. He called 
cm her after a funeral tftqr were 
engaged within six days. Yes, it was 
the greatest hick to be married to 
someone whom you want to cleave 
wily unto. 

M is second fove'.is food — 
"We all have ourAdiii- 
les’ hed“ — and cook¬ 
ing is his hobby. A 
typical Austin dinner party: arti¬ 
choke and Martini soup (whizz up 
tin of artichokes with chicken stock, 
add Martini); smoked salmon with 
poached egg and cream; beef 
studded with smoked oysters; 
Welsh rarebit with Lancashire 
cheese, as his mother used to do it 
“It is making me very hungry”, he 
said, “just talking about it" 

His title is The Venerable; people 
call him Dr Austin but he is a mere 
BA from St David’s. Lampeter. IBs . 
father was a wholesale tobacconist 
in Bury, which stopped young 
George ever having his first fag. He 
is amenable to the press, he says.

because bishops treat reporters as 
enemies, while his wife tells him to 
“think of Jeremy" (their only son. 
senior reporter on the Watford 
Observer). 

What strikes him as odd is that 
only a week ago the Church was 
befog accused of faffing to take a 
moral lead. “Yet now they say the 
Archdeacon of York shouldn’t be 
saying these things — and I agree: 
ft should not be me. it should be the 
bishops, guardians of the faith. We 
have some dergy who deny every 
article of the Christian faith —yet I 
am declared by the Bishop of 
Norwich to have ‘eccentric views’.” 

It was the sermon he preached 
from York Minster in 1988 after his 
friend Canon Gareth Bennett’s 
suicide following his Crockford’s 
preface that pitched him into the 
public eye. 

“That sermon — about the accep¬ 
tance of homosexuality, feminist 
liturgies, the attack on traditional 
doctrines—got such stick from the 
hierarchy, but it's all happened: a 
service in Manchester Cathedral 
where God was called ‘Mother', 
and the bishop supported it lay 
celebration of the eucharist, which 
the evangelicals want — women 
priests is a minor issue compared 


with what’s beginning to show up 
like prairie dogs." 

His archbishop, you recall, lik¬ 
ened him to the Fat Bqy in 
Pickwick. Had he minded? “No, 
because I know his twinkle. He had 
originally just quoted the Dickens 
line, 1 wants to make your flesh 
creep'. The reporter said his editor 
would make him read through all 
of Dickens for the source. So he 
said, it's the Fat Boy. And of course 
in cold print ft sounded dreadful — 
an archbishop descending u> per¬ 
sonal abuse — but I know that 
twinkle. He does tease me about 
. my size." 

The archdeaconry itself aston¬ 
ished him: he had just written in 
the Daily Mail about befog content 
to remain a parish priest for ever,. 
since someone of his views would 
never be promoted by the liberal 
establishment “Then John Hab- 
good’S letter came. We had our 
public difficulties — after all, I had 
said he should not be Archbishop of 
Canterbury — hut I said in his 
favour, if he can offer me this job, 
he’s a roan 1 can work with." Now 
he thinks it the best job in the 
church, emulating Robertson Hare 
in All Gas and Gaiters. He has 236 
parish churches, two-thirds of them 


listed, steeped in history, with here 
a chalice inscribed 1663. there the 
marks of arrows from the Wars of 
the Roses... 

But the truth is. tiie archdeacon is 
having difficulty in keeping his 
Sundays special. Invitations to 
preach at parish churches, with 
Sunday lunch apr&sat the vicarage, 
have almost dried up. because of 
his opposition to women priests. 


C T ormally." he says, 
|\ I “my diary would by 
I now be quite full 

*1. ^ until next July. But I 

find that I have 17 vacant Sundays 
..." He can’t just turn up uninvited 
at a church; he may end up 
celebrating the eucharist at his own 
kitchen table. 

“1 get on very well with women 
deacons in our diocese — one of 
them said ‘George will come round, 
he’s so sympathetic*. But I won’t. I 
respect them in the diaconate. I 
treat them no differently from men. 
But I could never be present at the 
ordination of a woman, nor take 
part in their priestly acts ol the 
eucharist because that is not the 
place to make demonstrations." 

The Times, having memorably 
declared in fts leader that “A king 


need not be a model husband" had 
asked him how he could defend his 
own vow of allegiance to tiie Queen, 
her heirs and successors? The 
archdeacon points out that the next 
phrase is “according to law". 
“There is much to be said for 
getting rid of tiie oath of allegiance, 
a relic of adulterous Henry VTITs 
political relationship to Rome." 

He can sympathise with the 
Prince of Wales, cajoled into a 
marriage at 31 — the age at which 
he. too, married, having been in 
love several times — downed from 
the start So would it not be more 
loving and Christiike to be gener¬ 
ous? “If he publicly renounced his 
past ... Someone with public 
responsibilities has to be more 
harshly treated than anyone else, 
because of the trust involved. If 1 
was found with my hand in the till I 
could repent but I would have to 
resign.” 

He recognises the prince’s kingly 
qualities of social concern and 
public-spiritedness. “Yes. He has 
ideas, and ideals. The best of us are 
a mixture. But the fact that 2 do 
good things does not excuse my 
sinfulness. I still have to be penitent 
before God. The parable ends, ‘Go 
and sin no more’. The trouble with 


the Church today is it doesn’t say 
that” He would not bless a second 
marriage; he has dedicated “new 
relationships"—“but I don’t like it 
and always regret it Christian 
morality is not just the perverse¬ 
ness of a difficult divine being. 

“In tiie ten commandments God 
produced the best plan for society: 
not to kill, not to steal. You don’t 
adapt morality to fit in with the 
breakdown of society. But a lot of 
liberal clergy want precisely that. 
’Meeting people where they are’, is 
how they put it." 

Yet he is wedded to a C of E he 
sees crumbling around him. “I still 
feel the bereavement of last Novem¬ 
ber, when the Church I loved and 
served was taken away from me, 
and would never be the same, not 
only because of women priests. It 
may seem irrational but that is how 
it feels. We are in a kind of schism." 

He wakes in the night with stress 
headaches, which will please 
priests who say he is an ass with no 
more relevance than the bishop 
whose admonitory sermon preced¬ 
ed tiie Abdication but whose name 
is widely forgotten. Monarchs have 
ways of doling with turbulent 
priests: but there are gender sol¬ 
utions than murder in the minster.

These claims are simply ludi¬ 
crous.” said her mother, Kath¬ 
erine Jackson. 

It is certainly not the first 
time LaToya, 36. has blown 
the lid on her family’s cereal- 
box image as America’s an¬ 
swer to tiie von Trapps. 

The world saw an all-sing- 
fog. aD-dandng team of smil¬ 
ing, curly-haired brothers, all 
devout Jehovah’S Witnesses; 
LaToya, meanwhile, describes 
a home life made miserable by 
a domineering father, who 
ruled his children through 
emotional, physical and, in the 
case of his daughters, sexual 
abuse. Her mother, she 
claims, made no attempt to 
stop him. “We lived in the kind 
of house which made you feel 
you want M kill yourselfshe 
has said. “She always lies." 
Joe, her father, said yesterday. 

It is these experiences, she 
says now. which make her 
determined to speak out 
against her brother. “T haye 
been hurt by it too. My father 
molested me sexually and I 
don’t like it” she said. 

Any family might be under¬ 
standably miffed by such alle¬ 
gations. but the-Jacksons, it 
seems, have taken things a 
step further. According to 
LaToya, her famil*-are so 
determined to stop the fruth 
coming out that they have 
tried to sabotage her shows, 
have made several kidnapping 
attempts and have tried to 
assassinate her. Her auiofotj- 
raphy LaToya Jackson reads 
the script of a James Bond 
movie, with scenes of treacher¬ 


ous bodyguards dying to 
snatch her away, dramatic car 
chases and imprisonment 
plots. 

While such wild allegations 
are hone chilling, many of 
LaToya’S outbursts are hilari¬ 
ous. When Michael wept on 
Oprah Winfrey's shoulder, 
telling of his rare skin disease 
that was turning his black 
skin white, the world felt for 
fom. Until his sister hit back. 
“1 have never heard erf a skin 
disease in our family. I don’t 
iHmk he’s ever had one. I think 

it’s very heavy makwip. 

Somebody should say to Mich¬ 
ael: ‘Its a bit too bright’." 

LaToya has mocked ru¬ 
mours that she and Michael 
are the same person, a story 
supported by their resem¬ 
blance to one another, their 
identical high-pitched voices, 
the fact that there are almost 
no photographs of them to¬ 
gether and that they have both 
had their noses pared to 
chicken-bone dimensions by 
plastic surgery. Michael, she 
claims, “stole her face", de¬ 
manding surgeons to mould 
him in her image. 

C entral to .LaToya’S ac¬ 
tions appears to be her 
husband, whom she 
always refers to as Mr Gor¬ 
don. According to LaToya, he 
has been her saviour, the man 
die married in order to escape 
die threats of her family. She 
refuses to sleep with her 
husband because of the abuse 
she allegedly suffered, and 
they talk happily in front of 
each other about how they 
long for the day they divorce. 

The Jacksons, however, 
describe Gordon as a Svenga- 
li-Ukc figure who manipulated 
their daughter into making a 
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LaToya Jackson accused Michael of‘crimes against children' 


string of profitable accusa¬ 
tions. Here, too, the faid 
descends into farce. Last sum¬ 
mer, Janet Jackson accused 
Gordon of brainwashing her 
sister. Gordon hit back by 
saying Janet’s bottom was “so 
huge it takes up two chairs". 

LaToya’S habit of granting 


interviews for nothing less 
than a six-figure sum has dote 
little to aid her credibility. But 
Michael’s “whacko" image 
has done him no favours 
either. Nor has die list of 
testimonies from boys ad¬ 
mitting to having [innocently) 
shared a bed with the singer. 


So which of these obviously 
eccentric siblings are we to 
believe? Maureen Orth, an 
American journalist who has 
written a 15-page article on the 
Jackson case for this month’s 
Vanity Fair, thinks LaToya 
may have a case. "lt*s true that 
LaToya and Michael stayed at 
hone longest with their moth¬ 
er. so she certainly knows 
Michael very, very well," she 
says. “1 think some of the stuff 
she says can be credible." 

J, Randy Taraborrelli. the 
author of Michael Jackson : 
the Magic and the Madness, 
an unauthorised biography,

disagrees. “1 have lost a lot of 
respect for LaToya. through 
this. In the past, I have 
interviewed her and thought 
her stories of abuse seemed 
credible.

She 
hasn’t talked to Michael for 
five years. She’s as bad as all 
the bodyguards and chauf¬ 
feurs who are rushing to cash- 
in on Jackson’s misfortune." 

Whatever the truth, nobody 
has emerged well from this 
mystery. “I don’t think you can 
take any of the Jacksons at 
their word," Ms Orth says. 
“They have been manipulat¬ 
ing the media since Michael 
was a tiny boy." 
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■ Bashful Bowdler is 
being blunted; by and by he 
will blush at our boldness 


B lessed are die pure, for they shall 
inhibit the earth. I sat up with a jerk 
when Iheard the Controller of Radio 3 
refer three times to a bowdlerised text in 
his talk about Purcell. Thereafter, references 
to bowdlerisation polluted reviews of The 
Purcell Experience in the posh papers, such 
as "Anon’s bowdlerisation of Midsummer 
Night's Dream". So what is going on here, 
dear Controller? Rude puns buried fathoms 
deep in Dido and Aeneas; previously unsus¬ 
pected lubricities in the Ode for St Cecilia’s 
Day? I had never before considered Purcell 
as the rap composer of his day. giving his 
singers sly improprieties to warble. 

Then l twigged. The word “bowd/erisat- 
ian" was being used to mean a heavily cut 
and mutilated (ext with no hint of expurga¬ 
tion, sparing maidenly blushes or cutting out 
the dirty bits. Perhaps there was a subcon¬ 
scious Spoonerist echo of disembowelling. 
So the whole point of Dr Bowdler was being 
forgotten, and a precise dagger of a word 
was being turned into blunt instrument 
There may still be time to save the precision 
of a useful word, by remembering how 
Bowdler joined die tend of eponyms who 
have left their names to die language. 

Bowdler claimed to love Shakespeare, 
except for the rude bits — a big exception. 
His Family Shakespeare, deleting anything 
that could be considered sexy, came out 
much shorter. He cut Juliet’s speech of 
longing for Romeo, “Gallop apace, you fiery- 
footed steeds..from 30 lines to IS. He 
reduced Lear’s speech, “Let copulation 
thrive", with the distressing behaviour of the 
small gilded fly. from 22 lines to seven. Some 
characters, such as DoU Tearsheet were 
completely removed. Bowdler washed his 
hands of doing anything to purify Measure 
for Measure, and decided that the whole of 
Othello was “unfortunately little suited to 
family reading", recommending a transfer 
“from the parlour to the cabinet". This was 
as hypocritical as asking a jury whether they 
would let their wives or servants read Lady 
Chatterieys Lover. 

Bowdler had sex on the brain — a bad 
place to have it But his bowdlerisation was 
popular. Just before his death he finished the 
Herculean job of cleaning Gibbon's Decline 
and Fall, excising jokes about religion and 
the licentious passages glossed in the chas¬ 
tity belt of a learned language. His agenda 
was so to purify Shakespeare and Gibbon 
that they could no longer “raise a blush on 
the cheek of modest innocence nor plant a 
pang in the heart of the devout Christian". 


T he complete works of Shakespeare 
used by leader writers at The Times to 
verify references and add a touch of 
class to an otherwise arid argument has been 
bowdlerised by a puritanical epigonus of 
Thomas Bowdler. who has pencilled out all 
references to such beastliness as mothers 
milk, virgins, and all bodily functions. AH 
efforts to clean up Shakespeare are as futile 
as trying to desalinate the ocean. AH human 
life is in there, and sex was an important pan 
of life, then as new. 

But to take BowdleTs name in vain for any 
kind of editing is to forget his life's work, and 
to erode a sharp meaning. Bowdler was in 
business simply to remove sex. bodily 
functions and irreligion from his texts, 
nothing more. Of course words travel on 
from their origins. The Times extended 
Bowdlers brief in 1990: "Male, modern, 
madia When The Taming of the Shrew was 
staged in New Yorks Shakespeare festival 
this summer, it was bowdlerised to dilute the 
bard’s misogynist sentiments.” Perhaps that 
was an early sign of Bowdlers slippage. 

This change follows the slipshod extension 
of a word such as alibi, now used as any old 
excuse or defence, and also, bizarrefy. as a 
verb: and decimation, used for wholesale de¬ 
struction rather than reduction by one in ten. 
which the word's form declares. This blunt¬ 
ing of precision spoils foe language. It is 
ironic that Bowdler. who devoted has life to 
removing offence for puritans, should now 
be offending purists who like precision in 
language. His is a good word going to the 
bad. But it is damnably hard to stop such 
slippage. For the present, let us try to 
remember Dr Bowdler properly. In the long 
run. gird up your smite and i***h, 
well aH be in Bowdlerland. by and by. 
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Appeasement lives on 


M y devotion to foe cause of 
my beloved Hong Kang 
has been frequently aired 
on this page; I think recent 
developments require another airing. 

On Wednesday of this week there was 
a session of foe House of Commons 
foreign affairs committee, which was 
devoted to Hong Kong. Inevitably, the 
actions of foe present Governor. Christo¬ 
pher Patten, were discussed at length. 

Now most of the time 1 have thought 
well of the present Governor; he has 
been more cautious than I could have 
wished, but it has been dear that he is 
doing the right thing — that is. being as 
conciliatory as possible when faring 
Chinese demands, but standing very 
firm when Hong Kong’s fundamental 
needs and safeguards (particularly safe¬ 
guards) are in question. 

But I could not be sure: foe slow pace 
towards democracy, the finessing rather 
than rejecting of Chinese threats, foe 
inevitable yearning to go home — these 
and other such shadows made me un¬ 
easy, and I had to ask myself the ques¬ 
tion that would not leave roe: was Patten 
really right? 

Then, in the improbable venue of the 
Commons’ foreign affairs committee, it 
was found that at a single stroke all 
doubts had disappeared, the shadows 
had fled, my unease turned to certainty, 
and I knew that Patten was not only on 
the right lines, but could be trusted to 
forge ahead with fresh confidence in 
hastening the pace of democratic self- 
rule. And whence came this new and 
exciting atmosphere? Why, when called 
to give the committee his opinions. Sir 
Percy Cradock denounced the whole 
action in thunderous tones — saying 
“... lasting confrontation... a tragedy 
for Hong Kong... dangerous and reck¬ 
less policy... do much more harm to 
Hong Kong... putting at risk the 
increase in democracy in Hong Kong to 
which China had agreed..." — and 
when Sir Percy Cradock says that it is so 
and thus, we may all breathe easily in 
foe absolute certainty that it is neither 
thus nor so. 

Mark: Sir Percy doesn’t tell lies, nor is 
he even stupid, arid he certainly doesn't 
take bribes; he is just wrong, indeed, you 
can set your watch by his wrongness. 
But that is not some land of whim at his 
part, or a fetish that he cannot shake off. 
His problem was dramatically demon¬ 
strated in a little-noted passage in his 
lecture to foe committee-, he rejected as 
an “extraordinary and ignorant distor-

tion" foe suggestion that "British policy 
on Hong Kong had been directed by 
Sino-centric officials at the Foreign 
Office such as himself’. 

And there you have it; not even I could 
improve on what those words portend, 
though for me the Foreign Office ranks 
only very slightly higher than the Home 
Office, and it is well known that my 
regard for that noisome place and its 
occupants is such that 1 have repeatedly 
called for it to be burned to the ground 
and the ruins sown with salt.

all he has got from them is seventeen 
headaches.

through many decades, run like an iner¬ 
adicable poisoned stream, and it is im¬ 
possible to cleanse it and make it safe. 
The reason for foe obstinacy of foe fatal 
matter is that the Foreign Office, more 
than any other department, chooses its 
intake with immense care. Though the 
actual words may not be in use, their 
meaning cannot be mistaken: is he one 
of us? And if he is. he is certainty not go¬ 
ing to break with the tradition of giving 
in. Don't teD me that all those stories 
(tied in the ancient past along with 
Hitler; you only have to recall the FaJk- 
lands to recall also foe Foreign Office's 
attitude— 1 Thatcher practically had to go 
over and beat them over the head. 

With that in mind, let us see what Sir 
Percy Cradock. having calmed down (if 
indeed he is not still raging) would 
advise in this locking of horns. First 
though, we must take cognisance of the 
fact that Patten has suffered seventeen 
sets of talks on the disputed subject, and

Dent make waves. In truth Sir Percy 
is only an instrument, albeit a noticeable 
one. The culture of appeasement was 
not devised by him, and he cannot 
singlehanded dismantle it. even if he 
wanted to, which he plainly doesn’t 
Getting things wrong is the lot of all 
humanity, and Governor Patten is 
subject to it as weH as Sir Percy and even 
me. And we shall not go to war with 
China over Hong Kong. But the 
betrayal is still there, and foe Governor 
is absolutely right to push out inch by 
inch, the boundaries of democracy — at 
feast he is right to do it after 17 wastes of 
time. For his part Sir Percy constantly 
repeats his nonsensical mantra, which 
goes "if foe Chinese are displeased by. 
the Governor they-will dismantle any 
democracy when they takeover”, which 
is nonsensical because when they take 
over they will do what they like anyway, 
and the Government at home will turn 
foe other cheek, heedless of the fact that 
it is others’ faces that will get slapped 

The late David Bonavia. for many 
years the 7Imes correspondent in China, 
said: "While Britain's attempts to be¬ 
stow on her colonies what was best in 
her own institutional heritage had not 
always been successful, at least she had 
tried to do foe right thing. Not so in 
Hang Kong, where foe British have 
failed to live up to their own ideals." 

It is true. And there is something else 
that is true. It is that when the then 
Prime Minister went to Hong Kong in 
1982, she said these words; “I have 
been at pains to stress that the Bri¬ 
tish Government has a dear responsi¬ 
bility for foe people of Hong Kong. As 
leader of the Govemmait, what matters 
to me is that we discharge our moral 
duty to them.” 

Where is that moral duty now? 

Or, to put it another way, what exactly 
is meant by “a dear responsibility? 
Thai Prime Minister and he - successor 
now know, even if they did not before 
(they did. Of course)- that no promise 
made by the Chinese authorities could 
have any worth, nor any signature from 
foe same quarter. If foe moral duty is to 
have any meaning, it must in some form 
give foe people of Hong Kong a lifeline, 
in the form either of a right of nation¬ 
ality (after all. they had that right until 
the British government stole it from 
them), or of a British-organised global 
asylum. And no, a lecture from Sir Percy 
Cradock will not suffice instead.

disestablishment 


bv the back door 


T he last time a savior churchman 
expressed public doubts about foe #. 
moral suitability of a member of ^ 
foe royal family for the high and sacred 
office of king, it fed to the abdication 
crisis of 1936. But the opinion of George 
Austin, foe Archdeacon of York, that if 
Prince Charles has broken his marriage 
vows he cannot be trusted to keep his 
coronation oath and would therefore be 
ineligible to be king, looks more likely to 
tooH disestablishment of the Church 
of England than to the dethroning of a 
future monarch. 

Fbr times have changed. In 1936, the 
Prime Minister stood behind the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury, wide behind (or 
rather, slightly ahead of) the Prime 
Minister, public opinion was united in 
its detestation of divorce. Most impor¬ 
tantly. foe public also practiced what w 
wanted preached: divorce was a scan- ‘ 
datous rarity and illegitimacy rates 
were low. 

In 1993. things could scarcely be more 
different the Archbishop acknowledges 
that divorce can be spiritualty creative, 
while the Prime Minister, so indulgent 
to wayward ministers, can hardly turn 
stem moralist with the Prince of Wales. 
Above ail. the rigid sexual codes of foe 
1930s have collapsed, both in practice 
(British rates of divorce and illegitimacy 
are among the highest in Europe) and in 
theoiy (a growing proportion of people, 
now almost half, endorse the “permis¬ 
sive society"). 

Whether you support Church or king 
depends essentially on your attitude to 
these changes. If you recognise that the 
Sixties brought gain as well as loss, and 
if you want me spheres of privqffi 
morality and public life to be separated, 
you support Charles; but if you detest 
the Sixties and yearn for a single 
morality and the monarch as head of it 
you root for foe Archdeacon. 
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Y et the Archdeacon — I think 
involuntarily— is only a front for 
larger political forces. Behind 
him stand “Back to Basics" and a 
campaign to “remoralise" society. This 
morality, whatever its proponents may 
say, has almost nothing to do with 
religion and everything to do with social 
confroL In tins respect, it is true to foe 
historical mission of the established 
Church. Christ, as 20th-century libera¬ 
tion theology rediscovered, had "a bias 
to foe poor. The Church of England 
preached social subordination: foe con¬ 
gregation sat hierarchically, with the 
rich at the front and foe poorer the back, 
and it heard Cranmers “Homily on 
Obedience", sang The rich man in his 
castle, tiie poor man at his gate", and in 
foe 20th century was described as foe 
Tory party at prayer. 

The sexual code enforced by Church 
and State was just as socially utilitarian. 
Christ said “Let he who is without sin 
cast the first stone"; foe Church, al¬ 
though it did nor stone adulterers, 
stripped them to their shirts and smocks 
and exposed them to public humiliation, 
while the mothers of bastards were 
flogged at the cart’s tail. But it was only. 
poor adulterers and unmarried mother# 
who were thus punished. This gives the 
game away: it was not about saving 
souls but about saving the soda! security 
budget of the parish. 

This is not very pretty, but in the early 
modem period it was at least economi¬ 
cally effective. In foe "golden age" of foe 
British family, from the 1920s to foe 
1950s, the balance of the account is far 
less favourable. In these decades, tiie 
virtues of family life were blessed by the 
Church and symbolised and exemplified 
by foe Royal family: stiffly by George V 
and Queen Mary and more humanely 
by Gauge VI and Queen Elizabeth. . 

B ut these were the years, however* 
high our moral standards, in 
which our relative economic per¬ 
formance plunged. One fashionable ex¬ 
planation for this decline is that the 
bourgeoisie aped the economic useless¬ 
ness of their betters.

In their zeal to deny M Delors the chance 
to play Father Christmas, however, British 
ministers have come close to ridiculing foe 
entire thrust of the white paper. That is less 
than wise, for two reasons. Britain has as 
much interest as its partners in being seen 
by foe public to take today’s summit debate 
on jobs and growth seriously. The report is 
verbose, some of its prescriptions are 
dubious and its publication was absurdly 
late. But the Commission’s analysis of the 
challenges facing Europe provides the 
clearest evidence to date that the balance of 
argument in the EU is indeed, as Mr Major 
loves to claim, swinging his way. 

Gone, for a start is M Delors* passion for 
a Social Charter to regiment labour mar - 
kets. Indeed, he now denies that he ever 
harboured such an ambition, and EU social 
legislation is being firmly put on hold. The 
new emphasis is on job-creation, and the 
watchwords are competition and flexibility. 

The paper firmly identifies government- 
erected barriers to hiring as a main reason 
for Europe’s poor record in creating jobs. It 
argues that regulation has priced unskilled 
labour out of world markets, and that non¬ 
wage costs must be overhauled — even if 
that means lower wages and less job security 
for many. Hans to create three million jobs 
by providing home helps for foe elderly and 


helping children with homework bear the 
old hallmarks of “social economy" engineer' 
ing, and there is some contradiction between 
the paper's insistence that fiscal deficits 
must be cut and its stress on much higher 
spending on training and education. But the 
Commission’s dismissal of systematic job- 
sharing to cut dole queues is realistic. And 
its robust defence of open markets, world¬ 
wide as well as within the EU, should be 
music to British ears. 

Above all, foe paper challenges European 
governments to face up to the inevitability of 
a continued, steep decline in the share of 
manufacturing in total employment, and to 
make the most of the productivity gains of 
the “multimedia world". This is precisely 
where debate needs to be joined, particularly 
in Europe, where governments still tend to 
rate "industrial policy” high and hanker for 
the production of “real" goods rather than 
the promotion of service industries. 

Although the Commission, rightly stresses 
the need to invest in foe broad capacity 
“information highways" that are revolution¬ 
ising American business, most of the solu¬ 
tions will be found at national level M 
Delors does his “new deal” no good tty 
putting up ministers’ backs with projections 
of £434 billion in EU spending on transport, 
telecommunications, energy and foe envi¬ 
ronment, particularly since he foiled to run 
his sums past finance ministers ahead of the 
summit Even Mr Clarke says that he fav¬ 
ours new infrastructure networks across 
Europe, but when the European Investment 
Bank is awash with funds for infrastructure 
projects, M Delors’ proposed Union bonds 
look like empire-building by Brussels. 

Yet the summit need waste little time 
arguing about bills most governments have 
no intention of paying. This paper could 
spark a proper debate on free-market 
strategies for longterm adjustment to foe 
post-industrial world, and Britain should 
grab the opportunity with both hands.

How to create truly independent pensions advice

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In the society of foe 21st century, with its 
greater emphasis on personal responsibility 
and self-reliance, foe most important de¬ 
cision people make in their working lives 
will be how foey provide for their retirement 
Those who are now under 45 can expect to 
live longer than their parents; but they can¬ 
not rely on a state pension to support them in 

• their lengthy old age. Even if it still exists by 
' the time they retire, the basic state pension 

will be virtually worthless. Membership of 
an occupational or a private spheme is ndt a 
luxury now: it is a necessity. 

Yet the world into which they are being 

• thrust is full of horrors which they are iU- 
. equipped to avoid- Occupational pension 

schemes have been tarnished by the ease 
with which Robert Maxwell plundered his; 
the government has yet to put in place foe 
legislation that might make such theft har¬ 
der in future. And now it appears that many 
At people who were persuaded to leave their 
•v company schemes for private plans will be 
worse off as a result The insurance compa- 
' nies involved are being asked to compensate 
then with hundreds of millions of pounds. 

People seeking pension advice are in as 

• weak a position as those seeking medical 
help. Pensions are complex, almost impos¬ 
sible for most people to understand. Just as 

. ■ nobody would expect a patient to educate 
himself to deal as an equal with his doctor. it 
is vain to hope that more information could 
equip somebody buying a pension to 
challenge an expert’s advice. When it occas- 

4 tonally transpires that a drugs company has 
offered financial inducements to a doctor to 
prescribe its products, the result is a scandal. 
Yet that is exactly how pensions are sold- 
The people who sell pensions can be 
employed directly by an insurance com¬ 
pany. they can be self-employed but “tied" to 


that company’s products; or they can be a so- 
called “independent financial adviser" (IFA), 
able to sell any products. All earn com¬ 
mission for each pension they sdL The IFA 
badge lends an cmiy spurious reputation for 
independence since advisers still make 
money each time they sell a product If foey 
were to advise someone to stay in a company 
scheme, foey would earn nothing at afl. 

Some may hope that the new compensa¬ 
tion that insurance companies will be forced 
to pay will put a stop to advisers working 
against their customers’ interests. For a 
short time it may do so. But the practice of 
self-regulation is being subjected to almost 
unbearable tension. Insurance companies 
are supposed to regulate their own sales¬ 
men: yet both foe companies and foe sales 
staff also want to maximise the number of 
pensions sold. They will always be tempted 
to sail as close to foe wind as they can. 

If the government wants to encourage 
private provision and personal responsi¬ 
bility, it has a corresponding duty to ensure 
that consumers are protected against abuse. 
The only way to do so is to make pensions 
advice truly independent That will never be 
the case while those who advise also stand to 
benefit from foe decisions their clients take. 

At foe moment a few advisers charge fees 
for their consultations but split the commis¬ 
sions with their clients. They will never 
thrive while others proffer their advice 
“free". If it were made illegal for insurance 
companies to pay commission, all advisers 
could operate on equal terms, charging fees 
to customers. The pensions themselves 
would be correspondingly cheaper as the 
commission element was stripped away. 
Only then would consumers be able to trust 
their financial adviser as much as their 
doctor to have their best interests at heart.

until 1870, a year after foe canal opened — 
there can be little doubt that the Khedive 
intended the grandiose production of Aida 
in December 1871 as a cultural tribute to the 
engineering achievement of the canal. 

An opera or symphony to celebrate foe 
link between England and France might 
appeal to some tastes; yet it could scarcely be 
relied upon to spark popular enthusiasm. A 
more useful precedent is provided by the 
opening of the Thames Tunnel in 1843. 

Like the Channel Tunnel, Britain’s first 
underwater link encountered fierce resis¬ 
tance in the 17 years Marc Brunei and his 
son Isambard spent building it Called “the 
Great Bore" by The Times, the Rotherhithe- 
Wapping tunnel claimed 12 lives, suffered 
repeated floods and was always in financial 
trouble. Yet its opening 150 yearsago was a 
triumph of popular celebration. Flags flew, 
chureh bells rang, fun-fair stalls did a brisk 
trade, and a grand procession including the 
Lord Mayor marched into foe tunnel before 
feasting at the London Tavern. In its first 15 
weeks, a million people visited foe Brunels’ 
creation, which the Duke of Wellington 
declared, with more enthusiasm than aes¬ 
thetic sense, “foe greatest work of art ever 
contemplated". The Channel Tunnel has yet 
to earn such plaudits. But a grand opening 
in May — pitched at citizens as well as 
statesmen — might persuade foe British that 
foe tunnel is a great European wonder. 


Implications of revising divorce law

Sir, The Green Paper for the reform of 
divorce law (details. December 7} has 
missed a golden opportunity to dimm¬ 
ish the real acrimony often manifest 
oo the breakdown of a marriage. 

It is all very well attempting to force 
counselling on a couple who can no 
longer stand the sight of each other, 
often to satisfy some sort of stated 
ideal of supporting traditional, Vio- 
tnrian-style family values. We all 
know that there used to be fewer 
divorces, but there was just as much, 
if not mare, adultery and violence. 

The real issues to be addressed are 
those relating to financial settlements 
to ensure that both parties and any 
children are financially secure after 
foe divorce. In the main, and I speak 
from experience, the courts give only 
as much time to the issue as to appear 
to have made a fair judgment 
Perhaps a divorce should not be 
allowed until such issues have been 
property agreed with the full wright of 
the law behind any settlement 
As shown by your report (Decem¬ 
ber 8) of a father who lost his test case 
in the High Court after his “dean- 
break" divorce settlement was over¬ 
turned by the Child Support Agency, 
the Child Support Act is undermining 
court judgments already made. Any 
reform of foe law should safeguard 
settlements entered into in good faith 
between two parties agamst sub¬ 
sequent legislation. 

The Green Paper sanctions the em¬ 
ployment of mediators. Are these 
mediators going to be properly quali¬ 
fied financial advisers who Mil safe¬ 
guard the interests of all parties 
involved, or will couples merely be 
required to go through the motions 
with Relate, however good the motives 
of that agency?

Our experience is that, at a time of 
distress and confusion, divorcing 
couples are crying out for the relative 
calm and practicality of mediation as 
opposed to the legalistic rigidity of the 
courts. 

Mediation is not necessarily a route 
to prevention of divorce, but it is a 
short cut to resolving the practical 
problems in a nan-adversarial setting. 
We know mediation works either in a 
domestic or business context and I be¬ 
lieve what foe Green Paper does is to 
give the public a dear message that 
traditional law is not the only solution 
open to them.

B. Livingstone 
Sir, The obituaiy of Rear Admiral 
Erroll Sinclair (December 2) mentions 
his command of HMS Antelope dur¬ 
ing Operation Harpoon in June 1942, 
aimed ai relieving Malta, but states 
that only two out of 17 merchant ships 
reached harbour. 

I served ot HMS Liverpool, tor¬ 
pedoed in foe first major attack on the 
convoy (being later taken in tow by 
HMS Antelope), and am quite dear, 
my view being from Liverpool’s 
bridge, that we had only six merchant 
ships in our convoy, accompanied by 
32 escort vessels of various sizes. 

It is correct that only two out of 
those merchant ships reached har¬ 
bour but to report that only two out of 
17 did so suggests a disaster on a scale 
similar to that of the later ill-fated 


PQ17 on foe Russian run. Operation 
Harpoon, with six merchant ships, 
was timed to run from Gibraltar to 
Malta at the same time as Operation 
Vigorous, m come from Alexandria 
and foe eastern Mediterranean, with 
11 merchant ships. Perhaps that is 
how the writer obtained a figure of 17. 

Operation Vigorous was not a suc¬ 
cess and had to turn back to Alex¬ 
andria.

The degree of fiscal tightening that he 
proposes is unnecessary and counter¬ 
productive. 

What is more depressing is foe way 
in which foe economy is, yet again, 
being subjected to violent policy 
changes. Over the past decade or so, 
the Conservative Government has 
gone from M3 monetarism (then ab¬ 
andoned) to foe ERM (then aban¬ 
doned) and from the tax cuts of the 
Hiatcher-Lawson years to foe massive 
tax increases of foe Lament and 
Clarke chancellors hips. 

Is it any wonder that Britain's econ¬ 
omic performance leaves a lot to be 
desired?

Growth, Competitiveness, and 
Employment in the European Com¬ 
munity. which recommends a polity 
of deregulation in Europe similar to 
foe one it has itself fallowed with such 
zest 

An analysis of foe paper by a group 
of Labour MEPs shows that 14 years 
of deregulation in Britain have re¬ 
sulted in the loss of ova 2.9 million 
full-time jobs, while only 1.4 million 
part-time jobs have been created in 
their stead. This represents a net loss 
of tiie full-time equivalent of more 

Than 2J2 million. 

The way to expand the market is not 


to deregulate, but to redistribute in¬ 
come to power regions and people, 
and to generate employment to re¬ 
place declining industries. 

It is also important to reduce the 
time people are compelled to spend at 
work to earn a living. Britons work 
the most overtime, enjoy foe lowest 
holiday entitlements and possess one 
of foe lowest levels of skills in the 
European Union. Meantime, three to 
four million of foeir fellows are with¬ 
out any work. 

If we shorten foe waking year and 
give people many more opportunities 
far education and training throughout 
their working life, this will make 
room for those excluded from working 
life altogether.

disease. He was born in Belfast 
. on February 10.1926. 

■ TWICE Footballer of the Year in his 
thirties and capped 56 limes by 
.Northern Ireland. Dannv Blanch- 
fkwer lacked pace, his legs looked 
£ deceptively frail, he was not a Arm 

* ' tackier and nor was he even a great 

long passer of the ball. But he 
controlled games with his intellect, 
the ball seeming to home in on him 
constantly to be dispatched by his 
. probing passes in the direction where 
it would do most damage. A player of 
great wit and resource on the Geld, he 
was equally fluent off it. whether 
' arguing for new tactics in the 
dressing room or pointing out the 
ineptitude of soccer’s rulers in his 
newspaper column. 

Blanchflower began his career 
with GJemoran in Northern Ireland 
. before joining rough-hewn, second 
division Barnsley in 1949 after a spell 
in the RAF. which also took him, 
r A briefly, to St Andrews University. 
v^The first of his 56 international caps 
followed quickly in 1950, but Barns¬ 
ley was not an ideal place for his 
talents; asking for a ball in training 
as a change from the endless run¬ 
ning. he was told that if players didn’t 
.. see it during the week, they would be 

more hungry for it on Saturdays. 
Blanchflower’s reply, that he might 
not recognise it on Saturdays, only 
added to his reputation for being too 
clever by half. 

His next move, to Aston Villa, a big 
chib but apparently in a state or 
terminal dedine, also offered little 
scope for his intelligent passing. 
Finally a move to London, his 
spiritual home, was more rewarding 
as—disregarding a bid by Arsenal— 
Blanchflower joined Tottenham for 

• 4p30.000 in December 1954. 

' v Even that proved not to be easy, 
however. The health of Arthur Rowe, 
the great manager of the 1951 
championship side, was declining, 
and he was soon replaced by his 
assistant Jimmy Anderson, who was 
unwilling to give Blanchflower carte 
blanche as his captain, and at one 
stage even left him out of the side. 

Fortunately, there was consolation 
with Northern Ireland as Peter 
Doherty, a hero to Blanchflower’s

generation, took over the national 
side. With Blanchflower as an essen¬ 
tial aide-de-camp, and a sudden 
flowering of fine players in the 
province, including Jimmy Mcllrqy. 
Danny's younger brother Jackie, 
Peter McParland and Billy Bingham, 
and a brave goalkeeper in Harry 
Gregg. Doherty made Northern Ire¬ 
land a force to be reckoned with, 
beating England at Wembley in 1957 
and going on to reach the quarter¬ 
finals of the 1958 World Cup. 

That year, with Tottenham also 
having a good season. Blanchflower 
won the Footballer of the Year award 
for die first time. There could no 
longer be any doubt about his 
inspirational qualities as a midfield 
general and as captain, and as he 
entered the twilight of his career, his 


club career blossomed into vibrant 
colourful life after Bill Nicholson 
replaced Anderson in 1958. 

- Blanchflower"s partnership with 
Nicholson is sometimes portrayed as 
a love match made in heaven. It was 
never that the dour Yorkshireman 
not always understanding the loqua¬ 
cious Irishman, and certainly not 
sharing his romantic vision. But after 
a prickly start in which 
Blanchflower was dropped and 
asked for a transfer, which was 
refused, ft prospered- Nicholson was 
a good enough judge of football to 
appreciate what Blanchflower could 
give to turn a very good team into a 
great one. 

With John White, Blanchftowers 
creative ally. Dave Madcay, Cliff 
Jones. Bill Brown and, in the latter 


period, Jimmy Greaves, they had a 
core of great players, but there was 
no doubt that the presiding genius, in 
what many believe was the finest 
British club side of all time, was 
Blanchflower. The team’s appeal 
transcended the usual barriers and 
Blanchflower, in particular, thrived 
on and off the field, writing a New 
Statesman column and forming a 
friendship with A. J. Ayer, the philos¬ 
opher and Spurs supporter. 

In 1960 Spurs just missed the 
championship, but in 1960-61 they 
became the first team this century to 
win the League and Cup double, 
Blanchflower’s contribution to this 
double-triumph being recognised by 
his choice as Footballer of the Year 
for the second time. 

Hie following season, with the 
addition of Jimmy Greaves, they 
again won the Cup and were desper¬ 
ately unfortunate to lose to Benfica in 
the semi-finals of the European Cup. 
A year later that was partially 
rectified as they won the European 
Cup Winners Cup. becoming the first 
English side to win a European 
competition, with an exhilarating 
display, beating Atietico Madrid 5-1 
in what was to be Blanchflower’s 
swansong at 37. 

For a time he stayed at Spurs as 
assistant manager, but he found little 
to do and a sinecure had little appeal 
to his questing nature. Instead, he 
went into journalism, initially with 
The Observer and subsequently with 
the Sunday Express, a paper to which 
he lent distinction with his passion 
and satirical humour for nearly 25 
years. 

It was a sad reflection an football 
that it had no nicbe for his outstand¬ 
ing talents inside the game, in 1973, 
when Bill Nicholson resigned as 
manager and Tottenham sank to the 
bottom of the first division, the idea of 
rebuilding his great love fired 
Blanchflower’s romantic imagina¬ 
tion. and there were suggestions' that 
he and John Giles would take over as 
a duo. It was too threatening a 
combination for a backward-looking 
board, however, and it failed to 
materialise. 

Instead. Blanchflower finally re¬ 
sponded to the call of Northern 
Ireland, taking over in 1976 as his 
country plumbed the depths in the 
mid-1970s. If the players were some¬ 
times bemused by his team talks, 
they responded to his enthusiasm, 
and in his four years he began the 
recovery which was carried on so 


successfully in the I9S0s by Bill) 
Bingham. 

His belated move into club man¬ 
agement came in December 1978 at 
Chelsea, then in severe financial 
trouble. It was not a success. 
Blanchflower failing to save the team 
from relegation. After nine months 
he resigned, devoting himself to 
journalism, and his passion for golf, 
until reaching retirement age. That 
coincided with the arrival of a new 
sports editor who. to Bfanchflowers 
sadness, made no attempt to eaend 
his contract 

By then the death of his second wife 
had taken a lot out of him and. with 
arthritis restricting his movement, he 
lost a lor of his sparkle and from that 
point on led a surprisingly reclusive 
existence. 

Danny Blanchflower may not have 
been the greatest attacking wing-half 
of all time, although there were not 
many better, bur it is hard to think of 
a more influential footballer, as both 
a controlling midfield organiser and 
as an inspirational captain. His 
feeling for football was summed up 
in his most quoted aphorism: “People 
think that football is about winning. 

It isn’t. It’s about glory.” A romantic 
to the core, he had a tangled, , 
sometimes unhappy, emotional life, 
but as a sportsman and as an 
articulate spokesman for football he 
had few equals. 

At times his taste for paradox and 
sheer love of words themselves led 
him into untenable positions, and he 
occasionally indulged in sentimental 
whimsy, but his ability to prick 
pomposity and hypocrisy was at the 
heart of his journalism, which did not 
endear him to officialdom any more 
than his outspokenness had during 
his playing career. 

The wit and dazzling rhetoric hid a 
deep passion for the game and its 
values. Much cleverer than most of 
the people he came into contact with, 
including most football dub directors 
and managers, Blanchflower retired 
behind the shelter of satire to hide the 
deep hurt and frustration at being 
hidebound and constrained by tittle 
men and blind prejudice. 

Danny Blanchflower was married 
three times. He had been living with 
his daughter Stacey in Stan well. 
Middlesex. For the past three years 
he had suffered from Alzheimer’s 
disease. After entering hospital for a 
check-up he fell over and broke his 
hip. His condition deteriorated until 
he fell into a coma. 


SIR DESMOND LEE 


Sir Desmond Lee, 
Headmaster of 
Winchester College. 1954- 
. 6& died on. December 8 
aged 85. He was born on 
August 30.1908. 

DESMOND LEE was an 
outstanding figure in the field 
of education, whose academic 
career began and ended in 
Cambridge but which also 
included the headmasterships 
of two great public schools, 
Cfifton and Winchester. A 
conservative by nature and a 
conformist by instinct — he 
was a notable opponent of the 
« recommendations of the Lab- 
.v our Party’s Public Schools 
Commission in 196S — he 
nevertheless reflected the pre¬ 
dominantly cautious mood of 
the independent schools of his 
time, twice serving as chair¬ 
man of the Headmasters' Con¬ 
ference. 

Henry Desmond Pritchard 


Lee was the son of Canon 
Henry Lee and spent his early 
life in a vicarage, deriving 
from his upbringing the unob¬ 
trusive but methodical reli¬ 
gion which pervaded his life. 
He was educated at that most 
Anglican of public schools. 
Repton. where both his head¬ 
master. Geoffrey fisher, and 
his fagmaster. Michael Ram¬ 
sey, were to go on to be 
successive Archbishops of 
Canterbury. From Repton, 
where he was a scholar, he 
went to Corpus Christi Coll¬ 
ege, Cambridge, again as a 
scholar, taking firsts in both 
parts of the Classical Tripos. 

A tall and striking-looking 
undergraduate, he was one of 
Wittgenstein’s earliest and fa¬ 
vourite pupils, even staying 
with the philosopher at his 
home in Austria. (He was to 
discharge his debt by publish¬ 
ing as ius last book in 1980 an 
edition of Wittgenstein’s lec- 






tunes.) There followed two 
years in industry in the north 
of England before he returned 
to Corpus in 1933 under the 
mastership of Sir Will Spens, 
a powerful influence on Lee’s 
character and career. Within 
two years he was college tutor. 


a post he hdd until 1948. He 
also became a university lec¬ 
turer in classics. 

During the war Spens. as 
Regional Commissioner for 
the Eastern Region, appointed 
Lee. who was medically unfit 
for active service, as a special 
assistant. Although the work 
involved seemed to him a 
somewhat pallid substitute for 
Greek philosophy. Lee ac¬ 
quired administrative skills 
which would later serve him 
in good stead. On returning to 
Cambridge in 1945. he became 
a member of the Council of the 
Senate and in 1948 — as 
happened quite often with 
dons in those days — was 
appointed Headmaster of 
Cfifton. 

In 1935 Lee had married the 
daughter of an army colonel. 
Elizabeth Crockenden, whose 
intelligence and administra¬ 
tive drive resembled his own. 
but whose vivacity and con- 
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suming interest in people off¬ 
set in him a certain shyness 
and lack of small talk. (Even 
his children on winning a 
prize at a Festival of Britain 
sideshow in 1951. were delight¬ 
ed to discover that the doll they 
had been given was named 
“Dismal Desmond” — a nick¬ 
name they pro m ptly bestowed 
on their father.) 

The late 1940s were not an 
easy period at Clifton which 
had been evacuated during 
die war. For all his slightly 
forbidding exterior. Lee's calm 
and measured administrative 
approach and his passion for 
accuracy in detail were very 
much what was needed in 
planning the college’s future. 

The metamorphosis of the 
don into the schoolmaster had 
been almost achieved when 
Lee was appointed to succeed 
Walter Oakeshott at Winches¬ 
ter in 1954. The change came 
at a difficult moment. 
Oakeshotrs personal charm 
and versatility as a scholar 
and aesthete had won many 
hearts, but centrifugal forces 
had been allowed to exert 
excessive pressure. Lord 
Simonds, the warden, and 
Oakeshott as headmaster, 
were known often to be at 
loggerheads, and a serious 
dispute had recently erupted 
over the resignation of a 
housemaster. . Additionally, 
many elements of the school’s 
administration were far too 
rusty to cope with the educa¬ 
tional innovations which were 
soon to revolutionise even the 
most ancient of foundations. 

Initially. Lee’s abruptness of 
manner with strangers and 
reluctance to mix freely in the 
intimaie, if critical, circle of the 
Common Room did not bode 
particularly well. But within a 
year or two both he and his 
wife had won universal confi¬ 
dence which was to deepen 


into admiration and affection. 
His relentless zeal for admin¬ 
istrative detail sometimes 
filled housemasters with ap¬ 
prehension at the prospect of 
meetings in the headmaster's 
study, but they often emerged 
from .them considerably 
professionalised. 

Over the 14 years of his 
headmastership at Winches¬ 
ter, immense changes were 
effected in buildings and the 
organisation of the curricu¬ 
lum. During these years Lee. 
who was knighted for services 
to education in 1961, was a 
member of the Anderson com¬ 
mittee on student grants, 
chairman on two occasions of 
the Headmasters’ Conference 
and an indispensable expert 
on secondary examinations. 
Nor did he neglect his classical 
scholarship. His 1955 transla¬ 
tion of Plato’s Republic (re¬ 
vised in 1974) has been, 
deservedly, one of the most 
popular of the Penguin 
Classics. 

After 20 years altogether as 
a headmaster he returned in 
1968 to Cambridge as a fellow 1 
of what is now Wolfson Coll¬ 
ege. commissioned to under¬ 
take a detailed study of the 
relation between the academic 
level of successful entrance 
candidates at Oxford and 
Cambridge and their subse¬ 
quent performance. Although 
this was useful work, meticu¬ 
lously handled, he was under¬ 
employed and became 
noticeably happier as presi¬ 
dent of Hughes Hall, a post 
which he held from 1973 to 
1978, thereafter becoming an 
honorary fellow and. to his 
great pleasure, also being re¬ 
elected to a fellowship at 
Corpus after a gap of 20 years. 
He continued to live in retire¬ 
ment in Cambridge. 

His wife, one son and two 
daughters survive him. 


Viscount Simon, CMG. 

3 former chairman of (he 
Port of London 
Authority, died on 
December 5 aged 91. He 
was born on September 2, 
1902. 

LORD SIMON’S 13 years as 
chairman of the Pon of 
London Authority saw ihe 
start of a technological revolu¬ 
tion which was to re-shape 
and refurbish London’s docks. 
He presided over the first 
changes brought about by 
containerisation and the 
growth of large bulk carriers, 
which were eventually to shift 
the centre of operations to 
Tilbury and other deep water 
terminals down river. Few’ 
could have been better quali¬ 
fied for the task. Not only was 
Simon an authority on ship- 
fang but his informal ap¬ 
proach and liberal views well 
equipped him for coping with 
the social issues. 

He made a point of touring 
the docks every weekend, 
meeting workers and listening 
to their concerns while his wife 
“Jimmy”, a former ballet 
dancer, entertained staff in 
their flat at St Katharine's 
Dock. Their pet dog had a 
unique special pass which 
enabled mm to “go walkies" 
around the moat at the Tower 
of London. 

When he finally retired as 
the PLA’s last full-time chair¬ 
man in 1971. Simon took the 
unusual step of printing his 
Devon address in the staff 
journal. “Drop in if you hap¬ 
pen to be passing” ran the 
invitation to his 9.000 employ¬ 
ees, some of whom did. 

John Gilbert Simon was the 
only son of the first viscount. 
Lord Chancellor in Churchill's 
wartime coalition and a lead¬ 
ing. if notoriously chilly, fig¬ 
ure in British politics for half- 
a-century. But his mother died 
when he was bom and Gilbert 
(as he was usually known 
though sometimes called “J” 
by his family) spent much of 
lus childhood in Pembroke¬ 
shire with grandparents. 

He won scholarships to 
Winchester and Balliol. where 
he read chemistry — because, 
he said, he had hardly been 
taught it while at school. His 
interest in scientific research 
was to stay with him. 

But he entered ihe business 



world on leaving Oxford, join¬ 
ing the trading combine 
Mackinnon Mackenzie and 
being sent out to India as a 
manager. He stayed there 
until 1938, travelling through¬ 
out the Middle and Far East, 
before moving to P & 0. 

Simon spent the war work¬ 
ing for the Ministry of War 
Transport, from which he was 
appointed CMG in 1947. It 
was not until the same year 
that he returned to P & 6 as 
their managing director. He 
was made deputy chairman 
four years later and continued 
with them until 1958. when he 
left for the Port of London 
Authority. 

On succeeding his father in 
the viscountey in 1954, Simon 
sat in the House of Lords as a 
cross-bencher. After retiring 
from the PLA, however, he 
took the Liberal whip and 
became an active participant 
in debates. He spoke frequent¬ 
ly on shipping and related 
matters, including energy and 
oil pollution, and often acted 
as deputy speaker—sitting on 
the woolsack which his father 
bad once occupied. He trav¬ 
elled to Westminster two or 
three times a week until he 
was 85. when illness first 
stopped him. But he still had 
order papers sent on to him, 
while his wife read him Han¬ 
sard aloud until the day before 
he died. 

Lord Simon met his wife 
when she sailed to Calcutta to 
teach ballet and they celebrat¬ 
ed their diamond wedding 
three years ago. He is survived 
by her and by one daughter 
and a son Jan — who now 
succeeds his father as the third 
viscount 


HUGH MOORE 


Hugh John Moore. 
Commander of the City of 
London Police, died on 
December 4 aged 64. He 
was born on November 
28.1929. 

COMMANDER Hugh 
Moore died only II days after 
being involved in a violent 
struggle in the street with a 
man he was attempting to 
arrest for suspected criminal 
offences. Although the post 
mortem showed he died from 
heart failure, he never recov¬ 
ered from the injuries he 
received in attempting to 
make the arrest He had 
served for 38 years in the City 
of London Police and was one 
of its most outstanding 
officers. 

His quiet manner and slow 
speech often disguised to the 
less discerning Jib sharp mind 
and phenomenal memory for 
detail. His courage and sound 
judgment in pursuing compli¬ 
cated criminal enquiries made 
him a very effective investiga¬ 
tor. He joined the police 
service in 1955 after National 
Service with the RAF and the 
RNVR. Once in the City of 
London Police, he rose rapidly 
through the CID ranks and 
served for periods in the Fraud 
and Regional Crime Squads. 

The professionalism shown 
by the City Police in recent 
years in investigating lengthy 
and exceedingly complex 
international frauds, often us¬ 
ing informants and undercov¬ 
er officers in difficult 
circumstances, was largely 
due to the guiding hand of 
Hugh Moore. He was in 
charge of many famous cases, 
including the mysterious 



death of Roberto Calvi. who 
had been known as the 
“Pope’s Banker", and was 
found hanging under 
Blackfriars Bridge in 19S2. 

It was Hugh Moore who 
directed the planning and 
implementation of the anti¬ 
terrorist policies To combat the 
recent terrorist outrages in the 
City, and he did this in his 
own characteristic meticulous 
manner. 

Although he did not enjoy 
good health in recent years, he 
often worked long hours in a 
condition in which many less¬ 
er men would have given up. 
This was particularly evident 
at the scenes of the massive 
bombs at St Mary Axe and 
Bishopsgate. 

On 11 occasions he was 
commended by successive 
commissioners and judges for 
outstanding police work. In 
1992 he was awarded the 
Queen's Police Medal for dis¬ 
tinguished service. 

He leaves his widow and a 
son.

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Ministers seek reform of newspaper sales

THE Government yesterday an¬ 
nounced “fundamental reforms" to 
the supply of national newspapers 
after an official enquiry found that a 
complex monopoly operates in fa¬ 
vour of newspaper wholesalers 
against the public interest 
At the same time, however, the 
Government signalled that it would 
welcome voluntary proposals from 
the industry aimed at increasing 
competition, and talks will take 
place shortly between newspaper 
publishers, wholesalers and the 
Department of Trade and Industry. 
Neil Hamilton, corporate affairs 


nunister. said that it was “evident 
from the report from the Monopo¬ 
lies and Mergers Commission that 
“the relationship between wholesal¬ 
ers and retailers has certain ineffi¬ 
ciencies which are detrimental to 
both publishers and some consum¬ 
ers by restricting the availability of 
newspapers". 

More than 12 million copies of 
national newspapers are des¬ 
patched each night by publishers 
and distributed by more than 80 
wholesalers to retailers for sale. 

Because newspapers are supplied 
on a sale-or-retum basis, the MMC 
said, their retail was virtually “risk¬ 
free", which prompted many people 
to seek to sell them. However, 


wholesalers traditionally refuse to 
supply wouki-be retailers where 
they claim an area is adequately 
served. Sixty per cent of current 
applicants to sell papers are refused 
by wholesalers, leading to many 
complaints, which prompted the 
year-long MMC review. 

The MMC concluded that this 
system constitutes, under the Fair 
Trading Act 1973, a complex monop¬ 
oly that operates against the public 
interest, and recommended that, in 
order to ease supply restrictions 
without either pushing up prices or 
having sales outlets close, retailers 
should be allowed to pass papers to 
other outlets or to subretailers. 

In advice to the Government on 


the report. Sir Bryan Carsberg, 
Director-General of Flair Trading, 
underlined the MMC’s view that 
this single recommendation might 
prove insufficient to remedy the 
problem, leading the Government 
to propose more fundamental 
reform. 

The planned talks seem likely to 
centre cm setting a minimum news¬ 
paper order size, which would ease 
publishers’ and wholesalers’ fears 
that supplying any-sized retailer 
would be uneconomic. 

The MMC found, too, that while 
the newspaper publishers’ display 
of cover prices and the setting of 
common retail margins also formed 
a complex monopoly under the Act 


it was not one which was against the 
public interest 

In addition, the commission iden¬ 
tified a scale monopoly in the case of 
WH Smith, the wholesaler, and 
News Internationa], publisher of 
The Times and other newspapers, 
but in each case, the MMC said 
that these monopolies were nor 
against the public interest 

Newspapers and wholesalers 
broadly welcomed the MMC report 
and the Government move — espe¬ 
cially WH Smith and News Interna¬ 
tional. which welcomed the MMC 
finding on their own marker shares. 

WH Smith said that it did not 
believe that the MMCs findings 
would have a significant effect on its

wholesaling, and that it would work 
with the Government to find appro¬ 
priate voluntary arrangements. 

While welcoming the MMCs 
report, David Macicay, ma nagin g 
director of John Menzies, said that 
his company was “disappointed" 
that the Government and the OFT 
felt that reform was necessary. 

John Dux, general manager of 
News International, said that it was 
pleased that the Government had 
endorsed the MMCs findings that 
newspaper publishers’ practices 
were, in general, not against the 
public interest, and said that the 
report would “allow us to move 
forward to meet the needs of 
increasing change in the industry".

Ferranti receivers 
announce first 
630 redundancies

FERRANTI International’s re¬ 
ceivers yesterday announced 
that more than 630 workers 
are to be made redundant at 
the struggling electronics 
group, and gave warning that 
more are likely to follow. 

Die job losses — some of 
which will take effect today — 
were signalled yesterday 
when receivers from Arthur 
Andersen, the accountancy 
group, met union leaders. Die 
present wave of jobs losses 
affect 11 Ferranti sites around 
the country, with the worst-hit 
at Oldham, where 298 employ¬ 
ees will be made redundant 

In a letter to workers, the 
receivers said the redundan¬ 
cies would be implemented 
today to reduce the workforce 
to levels that management 
believe are “appropriate to 
existing levels of business". 

The receivers, who were 
called in last week after GEC 
withdrew its offer to buy 
Ferranti, said that further job 


losses were likely: “Whether 
further redundancies will be 
required will depend on the 
level of support received from 
our customers. We cannot 
continue work on loss-making 
contracts. In such cases, if 
terms cannot be re-n ego ti at ed 
or there is some other reason 
work cannot continue, this 
will have an impact on future 
headcount levels.” 

The receivers insisted they 

had no other choice; if the 
redundancies were not imple¬ 
mented, the company would 
not be able to trade in receiver¬ 
ship and would have to dose 
with the loss of all the jobs. 

The job cuts drew angry res¬ 
ponses from unions. Paul Gal¬ 
lagher. of the Amalgamated

Ghana gets the gold bug 

From Colin Campbell, mining correspondent, in accra 


THE phrase “gold bug” has 
taken on particular relevance 
for Ghana's Ashanti gold 
mine, one of the world’s 
richest deposits. 

Ashanti has been in contin¬ 
uous production since 1897 in 
a 120 sq mile concession, 
centred on Obnsai. and con¬ 
ventional technology long ago 
replaced bucket and spade 
methods. But the mine is now 
adopting biooxidation (Biax) 
a technology patented by 
Genaxr, the South African 
mining group. 

In many deposits, gold par¬ 
ticles are trapped in pyiitic 
minerals, and mere grinding 
will not release them. Biox, in 
simple terms, employs cul¬ 
tures of naturally occurring 
bacteria that “ear nick. 

The microscopic beasties 
have been “trained" to liber¬ 
ate gold contained in tough 
ores in four days. Biox is 
environmentally friendly and 
its use makes the handling of 
arsenic snbstances. associated 
with extraction, much safer. 

Ashanti has spent US$1 
million proving bug technol¬ 
ogy works under Ghanaian 
conditions ‘and John Clarice, 


consulting metallurgist, says 
he is now totally convinced. 
Ashanti's Biox plant comes 
into foil production in early 
1994 and is the largest of its 
kind in the world. 

The “gold bugs” replicate 
themselves and need special 
care. They should not eat too 
much (or they give up work¬ 
ing). they require a constant 
35 to 40 degrees centigrade 
temperature and need strict 
acidity levels. 

Ashanti is cagey about bow 


the beasties arrived- on site. 
The first beaker was probably 
baby-sat on an plane from 
Johannesburg Dr Clarke 
said the bugs arrived inert 
and had to be“ woken up”. 
Ashanti now has to ensure 
that they “keep on jumping 
high”, he added. 

Out of Africa there is al¬ 
ways something new; bug 
technology should ensure 
Ashanti realises its target of 
becoming a 1 milli on ounoe-a- 
year producer by 1996.

North West Water joins 
£1.5bn Malaysia project

NORTH West Water is to take 
part in a £1.5 billion project to 
upgrade Malaysia's sewerage 
system over the next 25 years. 
The deal signed yesterday by 
the Warrington-based com¬ 
pany, is its largest internation¬ 
al sewerage project. 

North West which also 
announced a 6 per cent rise in 
interim pretax profits to £138 
million, is already participat¬ 
ing in projects in Mexico, 
Australia, the Bahamas, Thai¬ 
land and Macau. 

The company is putting up 
an initial E6 million for a 25 
per cent stake in the project 
alongside leading Malaysian 
pension funds, the Malaysian 
conglomerate Berjaya Indus¬ 
trial Berhad, and AIMS 
Worldwide. Only 46 per cent 
of Malaysia's population of 17 
million is connected to the 
sewerage system. North West 
will provide design and opera¬ 
tional services as well as 
taking an equity interest in the 
project The system is expected 
to generate revenues of £6 
billion over the next 28 years. 

A16 per cent surge in North 
West's earnings per share to 
393p underpins a 7.6 per cent 
rise to 7.67p in the half year 
dividend. Sir Desmond Pitch¬ 
er, chairman, said that the 
utility business had performed 
strongly in the six months to 
September 30. with a 16 per 
cent rise in operating profit to 
£168 million. Turnover from 
the water and sewerage busi¬ 
ness rose 7 per cent to £370 
million after a rise of about 8 


per cent in bills to customers 
last year. A change in ap¬ 
proach to bad debts, which 
totalled £8 million at the end of 
September, led to SO discon¬ 
nections, compared with 500 
for the whole of last year. 

Sir Desmond said beexpect- 
ed the successor to Bob Thian, 
who resigned as chief execu¬ 
tive last month, to be appoint¬ 
ed in six months' time. Sir 
Desmond said there had been 
a dash of management styles 
with Mi Thian, who favoured 
a highly centralised approach. 

He said that imposition of a 
lower “K" factor next year (the 
amount by which bills can rise 
ahead of inflation) could put 
pressure on the regulated 
business. Expansion of the 
non-regulated side was aimed 
at making up the shortfall m 
earnings growth. "We want 
the non-regulated businesses 
to generate 10 per cent of the 
profits over the medium to 
long term,” he said. 

In the half year, profits from 
the non-regulated businesses 
more than halved from £7 
millio n to £33 million because 
of a fall in sales of process 
equipment in America.

Hartstone tumbles 

HARTSTONE Group, the troubled leather goods and 
hosiery company, said a refinancing deal should be in 
place before a debt standstill agreement runs out on 
January 16. A combination of write-downs and a high 
interest bill saw Hartstone’s pre-tax profits in the six 
months to September 30 collapse to £428.000 (£105 million). 
Earnings fell to 0-3p (6.7p) a share, and the interim dividend 
is being passed tiLSp). Debts during the period rose to £92 
million (£67 million), as new management sorted out the 
finances. Interest charges rose to £5.4 million (£33 million). 

Fine Art advances 

A SHARP fall in interest payments to £2.9 million from £4.8 
million increased profitability at the hallway stage for Fine 
Art Developments, the Bradford mail order and greeting 
cards company. In the six months to September 30. pre-tax 
profits rose 11 per cent to £53 million (£4.95 million}, and 
earnings per share 7 per cent to 437p. The dividend 
increases from 3p to 33p. Keith Chapman, chairman, said 
sales dipped slightly in both the mail order and card and 
paper products divisions, but added that sales gains in the 
second half should more than offset the setback. 

Rees to leave Lasmo 

LORD Rees, right chair¬ 
man of Lasmo. the oD 
exploration company, is to 
stand down at the compa¬ 
ny's annual meeting in 
May. His derision follows 
the departure of finance 
director Michael Plavia, in 
October. Lasmo shares are 
suffering from the decline 
in crude oil price and the 
company's high level of 
borrowings. Lord Rees 
joined Lasmo in 1985 and 
in 1991 it acquired 
Ultramar in a £1.1 billion 
takeover.

□ AFTER all the political excite¬ 
ment about changes in Sunday 
trading law. the studied lade of 
reaction on the stock market 
yesterday looked strange. Deal¬ 
ers reasoned that most bis 
supermarket and DIY chain? 
were opening on Sunday where 
they wanted to anyway. But the 
one certainly is that the likely 
change in the law will change 
shopping patterns substantially. 

Whatever was said in the heat 
of political battle, the drive to 
Sunday opening was not based 
on the big chains thinking it was 
a zero-sura game — that the 
same total sales would be spread 
over seven days rather than six. 
The increasing annoyance of 
law-abiders, such as Marks and 
Spencer and John Lewis, was 
testimony to that Some strong 
advocates of liberalisation, such 
as Boots and Dixons, have ai $n 
not generally been opening. The 
supermarket openers have gain¬ 
ed by building sales at existing 
outlets as an alternative to costly 
new openings in ever smaller or 
more saturated, catchment areas. 
But that market share has been 
won at sane expense in double 
pay for staff, which would be¬ 
come a burden if general open¬ 
ing pegged back local gains. 

Economists have assumed 
changes in opening hours would 
not affect total retail sales. This 
may not be entirely true. In the 
non-food sectors, for instance.

big chains have lost potential 
sales to non-specialists, to mar- 
car boot sales and other 
unofficial” traders that have 
taken some spending the shops 
regard as their due. Retailers 
could also gain at the expense of 
other more overt leisure provid¬ 
ers. If total sales rise only 
insignificantly, however, some¬ 
thing else has to give. Either 
some shops gain ana others lose 
or, when everyone is free to open.

malls. Many of these have not 
opened at ail on Sundays. In 
future, almost all will arid any 
retailer with outlets in those 
malls would be foolish to keep its 
shutters down on what will 
surely become the second biggest 
shopping day of the week. 

In die short-term, mar g in s are 
likely to come under further 
pressure.

Still sliding on 
the slippery slope 

□ RIGHT from the start, 
shareholders in Lasmo rued the 
day, more than three years ago, 
that the oil explorer bid H2 
billion for Ultramar, an ailin g oil 
distribution and production 
group. Its own shares sagged 
under the weight Once it had 
won. mainly because Ultramar 
shareholders were so desparate 



for an exit it started a long 
period of asset sales and debt 
reduction that is still contintuing. 

The great idea of Chns 
Greentree, then Lasmo’s dy¬ 
namic chief executive, was to 
create Britain's leading specialist 
exploration and production com¬ 
pany. So Ultramars pains¬ 
takingly built r efinin g and 
distribution business had to go. 
But these were unfashionable 
businesses at the time, so prices 
obtained were not the best. If 
shareholders still had any faith, 
it was undermined by an un¬ 
expected — if necessary — 
accounting change that wrecked 
the profit and loss account. 
Dividends fell. Then oil prices 
fell back as the world failed to 
come out of recession. Soon there 


was a tired joke about Lasmo. 
What do ypu get if you put two Cl 
billion companies together? An¬ 
swer One £1 billion company. 
After the further slide in Lasmo 
shares following a brief recovery 
this year, shareholders would be 
delighted if their company were 
still valued at £1 billion. 

Mr Greentree departed more 
than a year ago. The group's 
finance director went in October. 
Yesterday, Lord Rees, the chair¬ 
man. followed this well-trodden 
route. Would that this could 
finally draw a line under the 
disaster story of what was once 
the North Sea's brightest winner. 
But it is not over yet. When the 
oil price was hanging around $16 
a barrel, Joe Darby, who has the 
depressing job of being Lasmo’s 
chief executive, admitted that 
exploration budgets might have 
to be cut if things did not 
improve by the spring. Now 
Brent crude trades well below 
$14 a barrel. 

Lasmo still has a future, rising 
production and some good gas 
assets and prospects. But it is a 
shadow of its former self. Lesson 
one: in the sophisticated world 
oil business, you have to have a 


little genius to outguess all the 
big boys and win by putting all 
your eggs in one basket. Lesson 
two has been learnt expensively 
by many and should be learnt in 
time by a new generation. Man¬ 
agers build by small successful 
acquisitions then think they can 
do belter by going for the really 
big one: it often proves the leap 
too far. Had Lasmo not won 
Ultramar, it might have been 
vulnerable to a takeover. Its 
shareholders can only dream 
that history could be replayed.

□ THE attempt by John Porter, 
son of Dame Shirley Porter, and 
Stephen Morris, a financier with 
a controversial history, to ac¬ 
quire indirect control of Inter¬ 
national Communication & 
Data, on the bade of “borrowed” 
votes, duly failed. 

Yesterday’s EGM. 

requisitioned by PSB, brought 
inevitable polls in respect of the 
latter's proposals that chairman 
David Cicurel. along with two 
other directors, should exit in 


favour of PSB’s chairman Robin 
Kingsland, deputy chairman 
Jonathan Self and Porter. Votes 
favoured the board on the basis 
of 58 per cent/42 per cent 
Cicurel who presided over the 
EGMMGM with not a little 
panache, pointed out that more 
than 80 per cent of “indepen¬ 
dent” shareholders, on ICD's 
register prior to the revelation of 
FSB's involvement on September 
9, had supported the board.

Patrick Cannon, a solicitor 
acting on behalf of the PSB 
camp, attempted (unsucces fully) 
to make much of ICD's decision 
to disenfranchise a 900,000 
share block held, under nomi¬ 
nee, by BHF-Bank. Cicurel's 
challenge: “Disclose the 
shareholder’s identity and we 
will enfranchise the shares." No 
disclosure was forthcoming. 

Porter alluded to the possibil¬ 
ity of purchasing further stock, 
while Cicurel reiterates that 
other suitors are knocking on the 
door.

dividend

CHRISTIAN Salvesen, the 
distribution, specialist hire 
and manufacturing group, 
saw its profits exduding ex¬ 
ceptional items increase try 1.7 
per cent to £41.1 million in the 
half year to September 30. 

Dr Chris Masters, the chief 
executive, described the figure 
as “a creditable achievement" 
given the impact of recession 
on its main businesses. 

Pre-tax profits including ex¬ 
ceptional items fell from £53 
million to £41.1 million. Last 
time, the firsthaif figures 
were given an exceptional 
£126 million boost from the 
sale of an oilfield technology 
business. The dividend has 
been increased by 3 per cent 
from 32p to 33p. 

In the distribution business, 
a strong US performance off¬ 
set more difficult trading in 
Europe. Operating profits 
rose 7.1 per cent to £18 million. 
Dr Masters said that, in 
sterling terms. US profits were 
37 per cent higher; in dollar 
terras they were up 12 per cent 
He said the acquisition of 
Swift, which specialises in 
distribution for industrial cus¬ 
tomers, will add to the compa- 
ny's other distribution 
business, whose customers 
are mostly retailers. 

The specialist power plant 
hire business had “a reason¬ 
able performance”. Dr Mas¬ 
ters said. Its profits were 26 
per cent lower at £15 million, 
but he said last time's figures 
had been distorted by a signifi¬ 
cant contribution from the 
Barcelona Olympics. 

Food services, where Chris¬ 
tian Salvesen processes 30 per 
cent of all UK frozen vegeta¬ 
bles and packs 40 per cent 
was hit by poor summer 
9ft weather.

Pilkington keeps pressure 
on debt despite profits rise

PILKINGTON, the glass 
manufacturer, is pressing 
ahead with further disposals 
to cut its heavy borrowings 
despite more than doubling its 
profits in the six months to 
September 30.

The ‘bull in 
a china 
shop’ market 


F irst, an apology. It is 
always a prime error 
to overlook the form 
book, even for a moment but 
that was the error implicit in 
a column giving the Chan¬ 
cellor the benefit of some 
post-Budget doubts. Now his 
crass comments on the Brus¬ 
sels proposals for European 
public investment have re¬ 
minded us what we should 
never have forgotten: “Good- 
folia” Clarke is still the 
ignorant buffoon who 
causal such chaos in his 
previous posts. His only 
active rival in the butterfin¬ 
gers stakes lives next door 
and there are few past chal¬ 
lengers. Anthony Barber, 
perhaps; Shirley Williams; 
and (except when he was 
soberi George Brown. Other 
nominations gratefully 
received- 

Does this seem a churlish 
comment on tiie man who 
proved that you can. after all. 
tax and be loved? It is meant 
to be. For consider Clarke’s 
comments on the Ddors 
programme — which is just 
tike die Japanese one that 
was loudly applauded; and 
what those comments reveal 
about his factual ignorance 
and his underlying thinking. 

First he says that experi¬ 
ence proves that debt-finance 
investment cannot create 
employment What experi¬ 
ence? The New Deal? The 
Marshall Plan? Private-sec¬ 
tor expansion? In fact, the 
only notable failures are 
speculative follies like Ca¬ 
nary Wharf and Euro Dis¬ 
ney. Then he adds that it 
would only drive up interest 
rates, despite the fact that the 
two great official borrowing 
binges of modem times, 
mounted by Reagan and 
Major, have gone with fall¬ 
ing rates. Or take his claim 
that there is no need for a 
Euro-initiative, because be 
got there first with his pri¬ 
vate-sector infrastructure 
programme. If this ever hap¬ 
pened, it would presumably 
just drive up rates. 

There are two doctrines 
which could make some 
sense of what he has said: 
that markets are ruled by 
crowding-out and that you 
can usefully push on a 
string. Crowding-out theory 
has its devotees, though it is 
nonsense. I prefer to call it 
the lump-of-money fallacy: it 
ignores the fact that spend¬ 
ing generates income and 
saving, or in the fine Ameri¬ 
can phrase, that what goes 


around comes around. That 
is why the Major and 
Reagan deficits did not push 
up rates. What they did do 
was to push up financial 
markets, and here, at least. 
Clarke can claim to be an apt 
pupil. His forecast of falling 
deficits depends on wishful 
growth projections, so the 
markets assume he will h? 
forced to cut rales to make 
them come true. Allied with 
E7 billion of underfunding 
this year, it has driven 
markets up smartly. 

In short, be is seeking to 
offset a fiscal squeeze by 
priming money for the mar¬ 
kets. His hope seems to be 
that a bull market is enough 
to turn the economy round; 
or that if he can make capital 
cheap enough, investment 
will take off. as it has done in 
the US. The trouble is that 
US investment rose only 
after two years of devalua- 
,tion and ultra-cheap money. 
At length, this started a solid 
recovery, and it was only 
then that the investment 
spending followed. 

T he idea that cheap 
rates alone will per¬ 
suade businessmen to 
expand in a depressed goods 
market is what Keynes 
railed pushing on a string. If 
the Chancellor wants to 
know what can be accom¬ 
plished simply by pumping 
money into tiie securities 
markets, he should make a 
study tour of the country 
where it has been tried: 
Japan. What Tokyo shows is 
that you can fool some of the 
markets some of the time, 
but no more. When you stop 
pumping, bonds stay up. but 
equities don’t- 
Perceptive City commenta¬ 
tors on this bull-in-a-china- 
shop market are warning 
that history may already be 
repeating itself. As Peter 
Warburton, of Flemings, 
puts it this week: -For those 
who cling to the gfl^equity 
yield ratio as their principal 
valuation measure, the cur¬ 
rent ratio is flashing a green 
light ... And yet the over¬ 
valuation in terms of physi¬ 
cal assets or realistic 
earnings projections is al¬ 
ready disturbing. Add 
another 10 to 15 per cent to 
today's level, which is quite 
feasible on a yield valuation 
basis ... and the odds on a 
1987-style reversal next year 
are shortening.”

Tunnel visionaries lay on 


train trip into the future 


C ar commuters hammering in 
and out of London on me of 
the capital’s arterial roads 
have recently been treated to 
an eye-catching but stomach-churning 
advertisement. A motorised billboard, 
yawning groggiiy in a manner queasily 
reminiscent of bad sea crossings, 
proclaims: “Next year there'll be a 
smoother way across the Channel." 

Today, for the first time, a small 
sample of the British public will be able 
to gauge how true that is. A train 
carrying an assortment of business 
leaders. City figures and journalists 
will pass through the portal of the 
Channel tunnel and head out under the 
sea for France. 

The beano takes place to mark this 
morning's formal handover of the 
tunnel by its builders, the Anglo- 
French consortium Transmanche 
Link, to hs operators, Eurotunnel. The 
handover marks the completion of an 
extraordinary industrial endeavour 
and is a key step towards the start of 
services in three months’ time. 

Pubtidy. Sir Alastair Morton, for 
Eurotunnel, and-Neville Simms, for 
TML, will stress the sheer achievement 
of the tunnel's construction. Privately, 
though TML will continue to be at the 
tunnel site in the final phases of 
commissioning, both men will be 
heartily glad that this stage has been 
reached and that one of die most 
tempestuous commercial relationships 
in recent business history is drawing to 
a dose. 

At many points since the govern¬ 
ments of Britain and France an¬ 
nounced, almost exactly eight years 
ago. their formal support for the tunnel 
scheme. todays train trip looked about 
as likely as — or a good deal less likely 
titan — putting a man on Mars. 
Dogged by delay, abuse, threats and 
legal action, the relations between 
TML and Eurotunnel have taken cm 
the characteristics of a business lead¬ 
er's nightmare. 

Sir Alastair, in particular, has won 
an almost unmatched public reput¬ 
ation for aggression and difficulty, yet 
even those with grudges against him as 

a result (and they are many) aocept that 
a project as exceptional as the tunnel 
could probably not have been complet¬ 
ed without someone of his unswerving 
drive. A measure of his achievement is 
his coopting by the Treasury — one of 
numerous institutions to have felt his 
lash — to head Kenneth Clarke’s task 
force on generating private funding for 
large-scale infrastructure projects. 


The tunnel’s saga of disputes cannot mar 
its builders’ achievement says Philip Bassett 


A fixed link between Britain and 
mainland Europe has been both a 
dream and a joke for centuries. The 
first attempt at a tunnel was begun 
more than 100 years ago, but work on 
the Beaumont tunnel as it was called, 
was abandoned in 1882 after two year? 
because Britain feared being invaded. 
(That tunnel, still there, had to be 
partly dismantled and filled in. to 
enable the modem tunnel to be built}. 
Another start in 1975, was also 
aborted. 

In June 1988, the first drive of the real 
tunnel was started in Fr ance; in 
Britain, work began a couple of 
months later. On December 1, 1990, 
PhOlipe Cozette, a French miner, and 
his British counterpart Graham Pagg, 
with national flags in their hands for 
the cameras, broke through to join up 
the 15.618 metres of the French part of 
the service tunnel and the 21,770metres 
of the En glish portion. 

The figures' for the project are 
astonishing.

The skills 
of IT specialists are highly prized in 
the voluntary sector, where the 
chief alternative is to employ expen¬ 
sive consultants. 

Marco Piantino is die prelect 
manager for human resources sys¬ 
tems at Grand Metropolitan In¬ 
formation Services (GMIS).

&vait Fire Brigade is the first 
Branch of the service to use computer 
technology to make this info rmation 
available at a fire. It has a Geograph¬ 
ic Information System (GIS) — a 
computerised map an which large 
quantities erf data, not necessarily 
cartographic, can be overlaid. 

Gas companies use GIS to sched¬ 
ule maintenance work on under- 
gound conduits and local authorities 
use it to monitor traffic flow on their 
busiest roads. For the fire brigade. 

. die idea is to get useful information 
mto the computer and let its speed 
and accuracy provide the firemen 
with the information they need". Mr 
Glossop says. 

Among other duties, fire hrigades 
are obliged to visit premises to check 
on fire safety, to log where hazardous 
materials are stored and to know 
where the access points and water 
supplies are. The gathering of this 
data — known as “1 (1) (d)", from the 
relevant section of the Fire Services 
Act, has been a statutory obligation 
on fare brigades since the big dty fires 
of the Blftzin the Second World War.

The second level drills down to 
a more detailed street map and not 
only locates the burning property but 
also what hazards there are in the 
immediate vicinity. 

JFbr example, if there is a fire at 
night al a warehouse where there is a 
danger of exploding chemical 
drums, the school around the 
comer and the nearby office 
block are unlikely to present 
risks of personal danger 
because the pupils left at 
330pm and the office work¬ 
ers went home two hours 
later. But the neighbouring 
hospital may have to be 
evacuated. 

“If he doesn’t know the 
area, the senior officer at the 
fire has a very quick picture of the 
scene. Senior officers are generally 
based at headquarters. They dixit 
know the local area as well as those 
on the ground," Mr Glossop says. 

The third Ievd of computer detail 
ma g nifi es a plan of the preanises on 
fire to show fee water supplies, anH 
where and what fee hazards are. 
“There is already a computer-aided 


mobilising system at brigade head¬ 
quarters on which staff receive emer¬ 
gency calls and allocate the 
appropriate resources. But a comput¬ 
erised repository of all the informa¬ 
tion we need at a major incident, 
available there at fee scene, provides 
far greater command and control. It 
will also improve the safety of fire 
fighters." 

There is. however, a for 

information beyond that offered in 
tiie basic GIS. The Gwent brigade is 
developing a system which builds 

photography into CIS’s rimaHac* , so 
that fee fighters can identify, for 
example, a critical valve at a burning 
chemical plant, or a priceless 
painting to be salvaged at a country 
estate. 

A video playback facility is also 
being planned, where an officer 
would be able to “walk through" 
footage of the scene. This may be 
particularly useful, for instance, to 
study access routes to fee remote 
parts of fee local railway: the Severn 
tunnel, for example, lira within the 
Gwent Brigade area. “Most impor¬ 
tantly. fee system should shave 
precious minutes off fee making of 
decisions." Mr Glossop rays.

This means find¬ 
ing similar types of residential 
Mocks, a small industrial site, 
a typical Hungarian high 
street and other urban and 
suburban environments. 

The new system has im¬ 
pressed the Hungarian Tfele- 
communications- Company 
(HTC). Scientific Generics has 
secured about £400,000 from 
fee EC for trials, which will 
take place over the next few 
months. The company has 
also co-opted a number of 
European tetecommunkatiwi 
operators and manufacturers 
into the project, including BT. 

They wifl undertake a vari¬ 
ety of scientific and subjective 
tests of fee speech quality of 
the equipment; calculations to 
find fee maximum distance 
fee handsets can be used away 
from a base station: mid the 
potential difficulty of fee tefe- 
communication signal pene¬ 
trating thick concrete wails - 
a common feature mi many 
Hungarian apartments. They 


will also assess the economic 
feasibility of establishing a 
network in a typical Hungar¬ 
ian town.. 

As there is no existing 
commercial network in Brit¬ 
ain, the consortium has ac¬ 
quired a special licence from 
fee Home Office to use the 
new andnon-licensed telecom- 
munkafion equipment- 

Dr Rashidzadeh says that 
the trial wifi allow the group to 
asses a variety of set ups. 
These indude haying individ¬ 
ual mini receiving stations 
placed an the roofs of every 
name or business. Hus has the 
advantage feat each receiving 
station could be up to one to 
two kilometres from the main 
base station. Individual homes 
and offices could still each 
have several handsets which 
could be inter-connected. 

One other possibility is to 
use more powerful DECT 
handsets which would com¬ 
municate directly wife .fee 
neighbourhood base station. 
Thus, every user could make 
and receive calls anywhere 
within a 200 -metre radius of 
fee base station. 

Dr Rashidzadeh argues that 
DECT is a much less complex 


technology for small-scale res¬ 
idential and business pur¬ 
poses than the GSM cellular 
telecommunication systems 
that are being introduced 
throughout Europe, wife the 
idea that mobile phone owners 
will be able to use their 
handsets anywhere across the 
Continent- 

Additionally, he says. 
DECT handsets have a great¬ 
er in-built intelligence. Specifi¬ 
cally, this means they can 
choose between 60 channels to 
provide the user wife the 
clearest reception, a facility 
which is not available on 
GSM handsets. DECT can 
also accommodate faxes and 
ISDN lines. 

At present, the main draw¬ 
back with this system is the 
price. The cost of a mini 
receiving station and a single 
handset is estimated to be 
between £200 to £300, a large 
expenditme for a low-income 
family in Eastern Europe. 
However, prices should drop 
once demand increases. 

Once the British trials are 
completed early next year, the 
Systan will be demonstrated 
in Hungaiy. After that Dr 
Rashidzadeh is hopeful feat a 
commercial system could he in 
place within fee next few 
years.

Although a court was obliged to be 
vigilant to ensure that a claim of 
public interest immunity should 
only be mised in appropriate 
circumstances and with sufficient 
particularity, where an appro¬ 
priate certificate, signed by a 
secretary of stats, claiming immu¬ 
nity from disclosure of material on 
the ground of national security 
was before the coin it should not 
exercise its right to inspect that 
material. 

The Court of Appeal so held in a 
reserved judgment dismissing the 
appeal of Andrew Balfour from the 
dismissal by the Employment 
Appeal Tribunal (Mr Justice Knox, 
Mr A. Ferry and Mr K. Hack) (77if 
Times February ft [19931 ICR 663) 
of his appeal from the refusal tty a 
chairman of a London industrial 
tribunal in January 1992 of his 
application for disclosure of docu¬ 
ments in relation to his claim that 
his employers, the Foreign and 
Commonwealth Office, had dis¬ 
missed him unfairly. 

Mr Robin Allen and Mr An¬ 
thony Bradley for Mr Balfour: Mr 
Christopher Kaifcowski for the 
Foreign Office. 

LORD JUSTICE RUSSELL, 
giving the judgment of the court, 
said mat the appellant, who began 
his career in 1960. was posted to 
Dubai as vk&coosui and visa 
officer in 1986. 

There he dealt with a man called 
Ansari, providing him in 1989 with 


the number of a bank account in 
the name of the appellant's 
brother-in-law in the United King¬ 
dom. He issued Ansari with a visa 
in April 1989 and in May, Ansari 
transferred £5.000 into die 
account. 

After disciplinary proceedings 
began against the appellant, the 
disciplinary board in September 
1990 found that offences contrary 
to Diplomatic Service Regulations 
had been committed, and his 
dismissal was recommended- His 
appeal to the appeal board failed. 

In the course of submission of 

written material to the industrial 
tribunal the Fbreign Office ob¬ 
served that Mr Balfour had 
included certain material of a 
secret nature in his arguments, tbe 
disclosure of which it alleged was 
contrary to the public interest and 
would be resisted. 

In amended grounds of applica¬ 
tion. the appellant contended that 
the United Kingdom Security Ser¬ 
vices requested him id maintain 
contact with Ansari and that the 
transfer of the £5.000 was a 
legitimate business transaction be¬ 
tween Ansari and his brother-in- 
law. 

Three certificates, two signed by 
the Foreign Secretary and one by 
the Home Secretary, were issued 
on different dates daiming public 
interest immunity and objecting to 
the production of any evidence, 
documentary or otherwise, about 
the organisation of the Security 
and Intelligence Services, their 
theatres of operation or their 
methods. Express reference was 
made to foreign powers and terror¬ 
ist organisations and the threat to 
national security of disclosure. 


In his bass: submission that the 
court should direct die industrial 
tribunal to inspect the material so 
that the tribunal could thereafter 
rule on its admissibility, Mr Alim 
refereed to a large number of 
authorities.

The courts view was that, even if 
it was not constrained by au¬ 
thority, that was contrary to prin¬ 
ciple and to good sense. The court 
had not abdicated its responsibility 
in (he present case; but it had 
recognised the constraints placed 
on it by the terms of the certificates 
issued by the executive. 

The importance of the present 
case to the appellant was rec¬ 
ognised. but the uninhibited 
prosecution of his daim for unfair 
dismissal could not prevafl.

The House of Lords so held in 
allowing an appeal by the defen¬ 
dant, Eastern Counties Leather 
pic, against a decision of the Court 
of Appeal (Sir Stephen Brown. 
President. Lord Justice Maim and 
Lord Justice Nolan) (The Times 
December 29, 1992) which in 
allowing the appeal of the plaintiff, 
Cambridge Water Company, 
against a decision in favour of 
Eastern Counties by Mr Justice 
Ian Kennedy (The Times October 
23,1991) who had hdd that Eastern 
Counties was strictly liable in 
damages for contamination of 
water available for abstraction at 
Cambridge Water's borehole at 
Sawston Mill near Cambridge.

The water so contaminated at 
Sawston Mill bad never been held 
to be dangerous to health, but.

The judge dismissed the cla im s 
against Eastern Counties in nui¬ 
sance and negligence because be 
held Eastern Counties could not 
reasonably have foreseen the dem¬ 


on die rule in Rjdands v Fletcher 
because he held that The relevant 
operations of Eastern Counties 
constituted natural use of the land. 

There was no appeal against the 
judge's findings in negligence and 
nuisance. Cambridge Water pur¬ 
sued its appeal to the Court of 
Appeal relying only on the rule in 
Rylaruis v Fletcher . The Court of 
Appeal allowed Cambridge Wa¬ 
ters appeal on the ground that 
Eastern Counties was strictly li¬ 
able for the contamination of the 
water percolating under Cam¬ 
bridge Waters land on the au¬ 
thority of Ballard v Tomlinson 
(fl885) 29 ChD 115). 

As his Lordship read the judg¬ 
ments in Ballard v Tomlinson they 
did not conclude that a defen da n t 
could be held liable for damage 
which he could not reasonably 
have foreseen, as the point had not 
arisen in the case. 

Quite apart from the indications 
to be derived from the judgment of 
Mr Justice Blackburn in Rylaruis v 
Fletcher ((1856) LR J Exch 265,279- 
280) itself, the historical connection 
with the law of nuisance had now 
to be regarded as pointing towards 
the conclusion dial foreseeability 
of damage was a prerequisite of 
tbe recovery of damages under the 
rule. Mr Justice Blackburn himself 
did not regard his statement of 
principle as having broken new 
ground. 

Accordingly, since following the 
observations of Lord Reid in Pie 
Wagon Mound (No 2) ({1967] 1 AC 
617,640) the recovery of damages 


in private nuisance depended on 
foreseeability by die defendant Of 
the relevant type of damage, it 
would appear logical to eoend the 
same requirement to liability 
under the rule in Rylands v 
Fletcher. 

Even so. the questm coukl not 
be considered sdety as a matter of 
histMy.lt could be argued that die 
rule in Rylands v Fletcher should 
not be regarded simply as an 
extension of the law of nuisance, 
but should rather be treated as a 
developing principteof strict liabil¬ 
ity for damage caused by ultra- 
hazardous operations, on the basis 
of which persons conducting such 
operations might property be held 
strictly Habte for me extraordinary 
risk to others involved in such 
operations. 

However, there were serious 
obstacles in the way of tbe dev¬ 
elopment of the rule in Rylands v 
Fletcher in dm way. 

Fust of all if it was so to develop, 
it should logically apply to liability 
to all persons suffering injury by 
reasons of ultra-hazardous opera¬ 
tions; but the derision in Read vj 
fjwns 8 Co Ltd 319*7) AC 156). 
which established that there could 
be no liability under the rule except 
in circumstances where tbe injury 
had been caused by an escape own 
land under the control of the 
defendant, had effectively pre¬ 
cluded azty such development 

Even so. (here was much to be 
said for the view that the courts 
should not be proceeding down the 
path of developing such a general 
theory. In paragraphs 14-16 of the 
Report of the Law Commission on 
Civil Liability for Dangerous 
Things and Activities (Law Com 
No 3Z) 1970 the Law Commission 
e xp resse d serious misgivings 
about tbe adoption of any test for 
the application of strict liability 
involving a general concept of 
“especially dangerous*' or “ultra- 
hazardous" activity, having regard 
to the uncertainties and practical 
difficulties of its application. 

If tbe Law Commission was 
unwilling to consider statutory 
reform on that basts H had to 
follow that judges should, if any¬ 
thing, be even more rductam 10 
proceed down that path.

In committal proceedings under 
the Extradition Act 1969 and tbe 
European Convention on Extra¬ 
dition Order (SI 1990 No 1507) a 
magistrate was not entitled to 
admit evidence on behalf of die 
person whose extradition was 
sought 

Tbe Queen's Bench Divisional 
Court so held in a reserved 
judgment dismissing an applica¬ 
tion for habeas corpus by Terrence 
Evans, who was co mmi tt e d to 
custody on March U tty the Chief 
Metropolitan Stipendiary Mag¬ 
istrate to await his return to 
Sweden an four charges of theft 
and one charge of foiling to keep 
company accounting records. 

Section 9 of the 1989 Act pro¬ 
vides: "(4) Where — (a) the extra¬ 
dition request is made by a foreign 
sane: and (b) an Order in Council 
... is in force in relation to that 
state, there is no need to furnish 
the court of committal with evi¬ 
dence sufficient to warrant tbe trial 
of the arrested person if the 
extradition crime had taken place 
within the jurisdiction of the 
court” 

Mr James Lewis for the ap¬ 
plicant; Mr Paul Gariick for 
Sweden and the Governor of 
Brixton Prison. 

LORD JUSTICE ROCK, giving 
the judgment of the court, said that 
die applicant had sought his 
discharge from tbe committal 
order on the ground that the 
magistrate's ruling that he was not 
entitled to call evidence with 
regard to Swedish law was wrong 
in law. 

The purpose of the evidence 
which the applicant had wished ta 
call was to lay the foundation for a 
submission that the facts relied 
upon by die Swedish authorities 
did not amount to breaches of 
Swedish criminal law. 

Mr Lewis had pointed out and 
Mr Gariick had conceded tint he 
was correcr in that that the 
practice under the Extradition Aa 
1870 had been for the magistrate to 
hear evidence if the person 
arrested wished to give or call such 
evidence. 

Mr Gar Heirs submission was 
that the 1989 Act in conjunction 
with the 1990 Order bad brought 
fundamental changes in the extra¬ 
dition procedures, particularly in 
the function of the committal court. 


The manifestation of Par¬ 
liament's intention was discem- 
able in section 9(4) of the 1989 Act 
Permitting the person claimed to 
call evidence would frustrate the 
intention of Parliament that-evi¬ 
dence in the traditional sense 
should no longer be required, 
because it would become necessary 
for tbe requesting state, in tbe light 
of evidence given or called by the 
person arrested, to seek an 
adjournment so as to call evidence 
in rebuttal. 

The purposes of acceding to the 
Convention and introducing leg¬ 
islation both primary and SKond- 
ary to implement its terms was 
(bar tbe-contracting parties ac¬ 
cepted that the courts of the other 
contracting state would provide a 
feir trial for die person riatmeri, 
both with regard to the resolution 
of issues of fact and with regard to 
the proper application of the law of 
the requesting state. 

In his Lordship’s judgment, tbe 
function of the committal court in 
Convention cases was now con¬ 
fined to the following matters: 

1 Consideration whether the de¬ 
tails of the conduct erf the person 
claimed, set out in tbe supporting 
documents and foe request, 
amounted to an extradition crime, 
foal was m say disclosed conduct 
in foe territory of foe foreign state 
which, if it occurred in the United 
Kingdom, would constitute an 
offence here. The magistrate, 
knowing the criminal law of 
England and Wales, was the 
appropriate person to determine 
that matter. 

2 The magistrate bad to be 
satisfied that foe offence would be 
punishable here with a term of 12 

months imprisonment or some 
greater punishment 

3 The final matter on which foe 
magistrate had to be satisfied was 
that undo 1 the foreign law foe 
conduct would be punishable by 12 
months imprisonment or some 
greater penalty. To perform that 
task foe mamstnue would have foe 
*—’ description of foe conduct 

'. a reference to foe relevant 
provisions and a copy of the 
relevant enactments where that 
was possible or if that was not 
possible a statement of foe relevant 
law. 

In a Convention case, if foe 
magistrate admitted evidence on 
behalf of flte person claimed he 
would be embarking on an 
examination erf the sufficiency of 
foe evidence and would be acting 
beyond his powers.

In deriding whether a registered 
medical practitioner was “ap¬ 
proved' under section 12(2) of the 
Mental Health Ad 1983 to make 
medical recommendations to 
admit a patient 10 a mental 
hospital, foe Secretary of Stale for 
Health, a- his delegate, was en¬ 
titled to have regard <0 the fitness 
of foe particular practitioner for 
the task in hand; so that his 
special experience in the diagno¬ 
sis or treatment of mental dis¬ 
order was nonhe sole regard. 

Mr Justice Potts so held in the 
Queen's Bench Division <si 
November 9 dismissing foe 


application of Henry Benedict 
Anton Somaratne for an order of 
certiorari 10 quash the refusal by 
Trent Regional Health Authority 
on July 12 10 approve him under 
section 12(2| of the 1983 Act. 

MR JUSTICE POTTS said that 
section 12 did not identity or limit 
the matters foe secretary of state, 
or his delegate, bad to have regard 
to. Nevertheless, foe quality of 
advtoe in the recommendations 
supplied tty foe practitioner was of 
crucial importance as it concerned 
foe liberty of the subject:

Balancing interests

Regina v Kingston upon 
Thames Justices, Ex parte 
Martin 

A defendant who applied to a 
magistrates' court for the adjourn¬ 
ment of a property con sutured 
haring should be alive to foe 
convenience of his opponent and 
foe interest of foe court in foe 
timely despatch of business. 

The Queen’s Bench Divisional 
Court (Lord Justice Simon Brown 
and Mr Justice Buckley) so stated 
held on October 13 dismissing an 
ex parte application by way of 
judicial review try Peter Martin 
against foe decision of foe Kings¬ 
ton upon Thames Justices to 
uphold a daim in dvil debt 
brought against him. 

LORD JUSTICE SIMON 
BROWN said that whether or not 
an adjournment should be granted 
to any of foe parties in a matter

Why image beats out talent t ;o 


Caitlin Moran takes 
a disapproving view 
of the importance 
. of being glamorous 



I f you start playing that marvel¬ 
lous boardgame. Being A Rock 
Star, you are given a small plastic 
counter in the shape of an iron- 
dog Fender Stratocaster: a Get Into Jail 
on Minor Drugs Charges card: and 
two dice — one marked Talent", and 
the other marked “Image". You get to 
throw each one once, to detennineyour. 
standing in each category. Lucky 
people will score two sixes. However, 
some players chuck away the first dice, 
as it’s ruining the line of their trousers. 

In times of recession, we look to our 
pop stars to jazz things up a little Pretty 
boy-girl things draped in glittery boas, 
and teetering around in shoes built to 
cripple, are more fun to look at than 
endless graphs pointing down, and pie 
charts all coloured in black. This is 
why so many soap stars release records 
—they know how to make spending 17 
hours freezing in a bikini during a 
video shoot look/im. They know how to 
fake glamour, and they’re used to 
having their eyebrows ripped out by 
sadistic makeup women. HeEL they're 
pros. Their eyes won’t even water. 

However, the ability to wear a six- 
inch pout and still mime to playback is 
severely over-rated. It has devalued the 
music business to such an extent that 
pop stars now get too old to appear in 
their own videos. Tina Turner, the Bee 
Gees. Aerosmith and Phil Collins are 
all artists who have recently only 
played cameo roles in their own. 
extremely expensive, videos — while 
younger actors and models frolicked 
on beaches, threw their clothes around 
with abandon, and argued silently as 
Phil or Tina or Barry sang on a 
television in the comer. 

But these people still have Images — 
Una Turner wfll be wearing micro¬ 
dresses and staggering around like an 
anaesthetised cart-horse until she is 
106. What happens if you score a 
veritable 12 in Talent, but have no 
Image at all? 

Mark EttzeL from San Francisco’s 
American Music Chib, is possibly the 
most critically acclaimed singer-song¬ 
writer in the world today. Voted 
Songwriter of the Year by Rolling 
Stone magazine in 1992, he has seen 
each of his albums greeted by a 
thesaurus of applicable adverbs and 
names. Music journalists tend to break 
down into tears at his gigs, and his 
lyrics are the kind of twistedly bright 
schemes of genius that only Bob Dylan 
has mined before him. 

However. Eitzd has no image. He's 
just this balding guy with sweet brown

eyes who knows how hearts bleed. He 
can’t dance, he hasn’t anything to pout 
with, and he can’t even mime very wrtL 
While music journalists weep into their 
notebooks at his albums, video direc¬ 
tors have hysterics as Eilzd shimps in a 
chair and asks if they have to bother 
with all this “stuff” and can he go home 
as he's just thoughtof a song . - ? 

However, there are ban® who got 
lucky and chalked up a six in both 
departments. Pop saviours Suede, a 
quartet of framed genius, draped 
around in lace and silk, and topped 
. with unfeasibly girly hair, also got the 
Bonus Dice: Gift of the Gab. They can 
spout perfect copy until closing time — 
theyH even give the spelling on tricky 
words. When the time comes for Suede 
to take cameo roles in their own videos, 
tile actors and models will look slightly 
drub compared to the real thing. 

New pop saviours. Pulp, have Style 
Consultants from another planet. Pos¬ 
sibly from another solar system. Singer 
Jarvis Cocker looks like a sexually 
frustrated praying mantis —. with a 
body made out of coathangers and a 
face that looks like a repressed DSS 
counter clerk. Cocker is home to 
anything made from an artificial fibre. 


and. dances like an epileptic kung-fu- 
expert. With each song sounding like a 
cheap box of chocolates, or bright tin¬ 
foil wrapping and peanut brittle tunes. 
Pulp will save 1994 from boredom. And 
clothes that fit properly. 


O f course, the Image that. 
dominates last you 1 , and' 
bought several music people 
large multi-view complexes '* 
in Malibu, was Nirvana person Kurt 
Cobain’s Distressed Lumberjack from 
a Broken Home style — otherwise 
known as grunge — which was copied 
by several other bands (Pearl Jam, 
stand up, go home and change into 
your normal clothes, please) and 
hijacked by the media as a new fashion 
trend. What the fashion industry didn’t 
realise is that people under the age of 25 
have always worn ripped jeans, long 
skirts, ratty T-shirts and jumpers that 
look like an unfortunate accident with 
a plate of spaghetti; and that no one 
over the age of 25 would touch grunge 
with the pointy end of a Versace 
handbag. The day of the fashion 
section three-page grunge spread may 
be over, but the kids an the street still 
look the same... gloriously unironed. 


The award for the greatest image of 
all time ever, however, must go to Kurt 
Cobafrrs wife — Courtney Love, lead 
singer of Hole. She is the music 
industry's first movie, star her deathly 
white sldn glows like it has been 
processed through celluloid before¬ 
hand, and her pout is so large it 
resembles a kkidy^s paddling pool 
doubled over on itself. 

When she makes her grand entrance 
on stage, shivering inside a ripped 
white dress and buckle-up black patent 
leather shoes, complete with ankle 
socks, Courtney looks like a Good Girl 
who got into a bar room brawl, won, 
and converted to the Dark Side. Her 
lime-green eyes have stared out from a 
million magazine covers, bottle blonde 
hair tangled like a hurricane ran 
through the middle of it And with the 
clicking of a thousand cameras, 
Courtney has fallen prey to another 
trap of the Being A Rock Star gazne: 
her Image is easier to market than her 
amazingly visceral talent, and it will be 
very difficult for her to be thought of as 
anything but That Blonde, who some¬ 
times plays guitar.

I saw Bolton play a 
stadium date in London the venue’s 
management felt impelled to turn 
most of the gents’ toilets into ladies’ 
for the evening. The small propor¬ 
tion of men who were in attendance 
had the slightly defeated expression 
more often worn by husbands at a 
Barry Manilow conceit I recall 
much squealing and shouting from 
the hen-party dement calls for the 
singer's jacket, shirt and even 
trousers to be removed — now! 

Bolton listens to this reminiscence 
patiently, but is happier on higher 
ground. “I tend to feel that women 
are generally victims, and are 
treated as secand-dass citizens in 
life," he says gravely. 

With this in mind, he initiated and 
now funds a foundation in his name 
to hdp. victims of physical and 
emotional violence. He is personally 
active too in an impressively exten¬ 
sive range of other charitable en¬ 
deavours — it is as if, having 
realised how something as simple as 
a song can be a life-support system 
for a given individual at a given 
time, he now wants to get as close as 
he can to the root of their problems. 

“I fed I have an obligation bom out 
of my experience of meeting people 
who’ve been affected by my music in 
certain ways," he says. “And they’re 
very specific about those ways when 
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*1 have a tremendous connection with women,” Michael Bolton says. “1 speak with them at length wherever and whenever I can" 


they talk to me. It keeps me on my 
toes, reminds me of what I have to 
live up to." 

When I suggest that a more 
cynical performer might gauge 
which topics strike the deepest 
chord with his audience and men 
write accordingly — an endless 
number of songs about maltin' ft 
thru’, for example, as with mid¬ 
period Manilow — he becomes 
suddenly stem. “I’m not sure cynical 
would be the right word for that 
Clinical? Or even calculated? What¬ 
ever. there’s no roam in my music 
for such negative tr ai ts. 1 see them 
as personality flaws. There’s too 
much hardship in most people’s 
lives to take such an approach." 

Which is why his lyrics work, of 
course. A cynical or clinical or 
calculated performer would end up 


exploiting his audience, mocking 
them for their weakness. Bolton 
writes and sings as a man who has 
been there, and does not discount 
the possibility of finding himself 
there again. It works every time. 

“My first priority is always to 
have great songs," he says of the 
recording process. “You’ve got your 
hands foil there to start with — but 
I’ve no intention of delivering an 
album with just one great track on 
ft. And the idea is to assemble the 
sort of lyrics that people are going to 
be able to relate to at various stages 
of their Lives. 1 can only do that with 
any conviction if I’m speaking from 
a position of personal experience. It 
takes intelligence and wisdom then 
to put together an LP that is going to 
have a long life." That upwards of 
nine million record buyers a time 


buy into the Bolton worldview 
speaks for itself. 

In the past his skill in articulating 
feelings that women in particular 
can relate to led such artists as 
Barbra Streisand, Cher and Laura 
Brannigan to cover his songs (now 
he sells more records than any of 
them, so is liable to keep his best 
compositions to himself) and fooled 
some detractors into thinking him a 
softy. But Bolton was brought up in 
a jock-orientated household, and is 
well-versed in the principles of 
competitive play. 

As a recreational athlete who 
regularly pounds the tennis court 
with celebrity pals like Andr6 Agassi 
and Vitas Geralaitis. he knows how 
to pace himself for the long run. 
Time, he believes, will render irrele¬ 
vant the often cruel words of his 


critics. “My statistics mil speak for 
themselves." he says, in the same 
intimate tones paraded on the 
phone-in line a day earlier. “I hope 
one day to be able to look back on a 
career that is the musical equivalent 
of Babe Ruth’s. I’ve affected millions 
and millions of people's lives posi¬ 
tively. That'S an ongoing and grati¬ 
fying fact that's very meaningful to 
me.” 

Tall talk, his detractors would 
say, but Bolton knows differently. 
“The fans who embrace my music as 
something beyond just entertain¬ 
ment have created another dimen¬ 
sion to my life,” he maintains, sage 
of die suffering, the man who listens 
to women and then translates their 
experiences into a power ballad. 
"My career is now about a whole lot 
more than just ringing."

doctors graduate with honours

Homt Telly Groove 
(Epic 72896) 

LIVE Jbuirn these days rare¬ 
ly rev al anything more than 
an ars ability to canter 
throu h its best-known songs 
withe it making mistakes, and 
live Ibums by bands with 
only 1 re studio album to their 
nam< seem an especially su- 
perfl .cus sort of indulgence. 

Wih Homebelly Groove , 
Spin Doctors have pushed 
their lick even further Three 
of tifest recordings — “Sweet 
Widow", “Stepped On A 
Crack” and “Yo Mama’s A 
Pajami” — were included in 
identic! form as “bonus" 


tracks on the European edi¬ 
tion of their six million-selling 
debut Pocket Full Of 
Kryptonite. 

Most of the other trades are 
simply live versions of songs 
we have already loved to death 
on Kryptonite. although “Two 
Princes", their first big hit is 
conspicuous by its absence. 
And. to cap it all, these are not 
even recent performances; 
some of them date back to 
September 1990, before the 
band even had a recording 
contract 

On paper, then, it’s a 
disaster. And yet Homebelly 
Groove is still an entertaining 
album, if only for the highly 


unusual c om binat ion of tech¬ 
nical expertise and flat-out 
fun. In previous decades any 
band capable of playing as 
well as this would have made 
that expertise a principal fea¬ 
ture of its appeal; indeed, 
some of the wilder passages of 
extemporisation, in “Sweet 
Widow" for example, recall 
the free-fall complexity that 
became Cream’s calling card 
in the 1960s. 

And yet the humour in 
Chris Barron’s vocals and the 
underlying discipline which 
binds the set together as a 
whole is the mark of a group 
for whom technique is genu¬ 
inely a means to an end. It’s a 
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heady concoction, but this is 
still a collection which should 
be approached with caution. 

THE OTHER TWO 
The OtherTwoB You 
(CentreDate/London 520028) 
THE Other Two are New 
Order’s drummer Stephen 
Morris and keyboard player 
Gillian Gilbert — the Darby 
and Joan of dance-rock—and 
basically their debut album 
sounds like New Older with 
foe drums and keyboards 
shoved up a bit in the mix. 
Although the reedy voice of 
Barney Sumner is replaced by 
Gilbert's tentative tones, and 
the trades are written by the 
Other Two. they have tended 
to stick with the tried and 
tested rather than take advan¬ 
tage of their freedom. 

With Morris sounding un¬ 
cannily like a drum machine 
throughout and Gilbert sup¬ 
plying everything else bar a 
scrap of backing vocals and 
one acoustic guitar contribu¬ 
tion, they balance convention¬ 
al pop numbers like “Movin’ 
On” and “Selfish" — where 
they could be the missing link 
between the Human League 
and the Bet Shop Boys — with 
more raver-friendly material 
like “Ninth Configuration" 
and the mildly ambient 
“Night Voice". 

Co-produced by Stephen 
Hague (also New Order’s 
producer), this is a cosy collec¬ 
tion, the sound of electro as it 
might be preferred in the leafy 
lanes of the suburbs rather 
than amid the shuffle and 
bump of the dancefloor. 

THE VERLAINES 
Way Out Where 
(Slash/London 828 388) 

AN up-and-coming band from 
New Zealand, the Verlaines 
share certain superficial char¬ 
acteristics with that country’s 
most successful rock music 
export. Crowded House. 
There are four of them, they 
dearly have a talent for fum¬ 
ing out literate, hard-hitting 
pop times and they have no 
interest in acting -or playing 
beneath themselves. 

But while the finely crafted 
music and words of Crowded 
House have a broadly accessi¬ 
ble resonance, the Verlaines 
tend to trip over the unneces¬ 
sarily complicated song struc¬ 


tures and florid lyrics of singer 
and guitarist Graeme 
Downes, a man who comes to 
the business of writing pop 
tunes equipped with a PhD on 
the music of Gustav Mahler. 

“Mission Of Love” and “I 
Stare Out" open the album 
with a rush of energy, but 
without sounding either heavy 
or too hard. The lyrics are less 
immediately appealing, their 
rather bombastic qualities 
conjuring an unfortunate im¬ 
age of Donald Sinden in full 
flight “Imbibe your wine/ 
Entwirl. enroll, entwine / 
While fraud engorges all / The 
poor who fall snort” 

Even the gender songs lab¬ 
our under the weight of then- 
overblown lyrical pretensions, 
but there are some beautiful 
touches to "Cathedrals Under 
The Sea" and the album has 
an alert feisty quality that 
bodes well for foe future. 

CHRIS SMITHER 
Happier Blue 

Flying Fish/Demon FIEND 
739) 

CHRIS Smither is an Ameri¬ 
can singer with an authenti¬ 
cally roughened voice, and 
also a nimble picker of an 
acoustic guitar in a highly 
evolved country-blues vein. 
Although his song "Mail 
Order Mystics" was the stand¬ 
out track on John Mayan’s last 
album. Wake Up CalL, he is 
not an especially prolific writ¬ 
er, and thus spends as much 
time bending other peoples 
songs into unfamiliar shapes 
as he does showcasing his own 
work on Happier Blue. 

Among the numbers to 
come in for a thorough remod¬ 
elling are John Hiatt's “Mem¬ 
phis In The Meantime”, which 
Smither turns into a bizarre 
cut-time country rag. singing 
the melody against the rhyth¬ 
mic grain in a way that reralls 
Bob Dylan at his scattiesL He 
takes similarly adventurous 
liberties with Lowell George’s 
“Rock ti’ Roll Doctor" which 
he somehow speeds up by a 
factor of four without losing 
foe plot 

Smither is playing tonight 
at the Troubadour Coffee 
House in Earls Court (071-370 
1434) and it sounds as if the 
joint will be jumping.

parts to Europe’s motor indus¬ 
try alone over the next three 
years. 

Even the most prestigious 
manufacturers, such as Volks¬ 
wagen and Mercedes-Benz, 
have turned their attention to 
the UK where foe shakeouts of 
two recessions have left a 
much smaller but vigorous 
and determined industry with 
low wage costs and high 
productivity. 

Volkswagen is doubling 


component spending in Brit¬ 
ain to £400 miDJon annually 
while Ford of Germany is 
spending almost £550 million 
a year in Britain, about 16 per 
cent of its annual component 
spend. 

But the biggest boost for foe 
industry has come from the 
introduction of the Japanese 
car manufacturers to the UK: 
three companies — Toyota, 
Honda and Nissan — offering 
£15 billion of component con¬ 
tracts. The lion’s share of the

Car makers are becoming 
ever more demanding of their 
suppliers. 

It is not just quality that they 
want but ideas. They need to 
save money constantly on 
every part down to the small¬ 
est washer but they also want 
suppliers to come up with the 
components of foe future. 

In its report on foe British 
automotive components in¬ 
dustry. the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
says research and develop¬ 
ment spending totalled £150 
million in 1991-92. Seventy per 
cent of that was accounted for 
by the six biggest companies 
and even then was only 12 per 
cent of the industry's turnover. 

The best companies 
achieved 2J5 per cent of turn¬ 
over, but that compares with 
research and development in¬ 
vestment of 6 per cent by 
German automotive compo¬ 
nent companies and 33 per 
cent by the French. 

The problem is that the bulk 
of investment in R&D is 
restricted to the top rank of 
suppliers. 

Professor Dan Jones, author 
of the SMMT report, says: “It 
is no good having component 
industry leaders working at 
top efficiency and establishing 
new relationships with the car 
builders if foe jigsaw is not 
complete further down.” 

British automotive compo¬ 
nents makers have stolen an 
admirable lead from their 
competitors in a tough market 
hit heavily by recession. But 
their job is not over and if they 
want to remain in the front 
rank of world suppliers, there 
is much more investment to be 
made, and new products to be 
developed?

Despite this 4 per cent increase in

cutbacks by big continental Euro¬ 
pean original equipment custom¬ 
ers^ Ken Maciver. Lucas Auto¬ 
motive's managing director, is 
under no illusions: “The UK mar¬ 
ket has seen growth for us with the 
build-up of production of new 
models, such as the Ford Mondeo. 
the Japanese transplants and the 
launch of the Rover 600. 

"We have seen positive things on 

the UK production scene, but it is 
the only one to have grown year-on- 
year In Europe. Car sales have 
fallen by 15 per cent in Western 
Europe this year, and it started 
with particular force in Germany, a 
large market, particularly for our 
braking division. 

“We’ve had exposure to the full 
effects of the market, which has

been very painful. It has hw>n very 
encouraging for us to be able to 
declare an increased profit at such 
a tune. 

“We have a strong position on 
some of the newer models, which 
will lead to growth in marker share, 
like the Mercedes, And in car 
diesel, which is continuing to grow 
through the recess i on, we had a 
major programme to improve com¬ 
petitiveness over a three-year per¬ 
iod, which was well in place before 
the recession. We also took short¬ 
term action to reduce costs in places 
like Germany, where we reduced 
the employment leveL 

"Longer term, air programmes 
are mud? more fundamental, in¬ 
volving great changes in our manu¬ 
facturing processes and to our 
supply base. Fbr example in brak¬ 
ing, that will involve halving (he 
number of suppliers we have and 
building our relationships with 
suppliers we know can achieve the 
lowest costs in the long’term." 

One way to check currency 


swings, which hit planning and 
materials costs, has been to change 
the emphasis of Luras plants in 
France, Germany, Spain and Brit¬ 
ain. In the Czech Republic, Lucas 
has a joint venture with VAG. one 
of the first of its kind, at Miada 
Boleslav, to supply rear-axle units 
for the Skoda Favorit. 

The strategic decision to increase 
involvement in Eastern Europe, 
which dales back to licensing 
agreements with ' the former 
Comecon bloc countries, opens the 
door for Lucas to the potential for 
vehicle sales there, as well as a 
. highly useful platform from which 
to supply Western Europe. 

Luc as is making the most of 
growth in America. Lucas 
Sumitomo this year won a $30 
million a year contract to supply 
brakes for the 1994 Ford Taurus 
and Mercury Sable. 

Mr . Maciver says: “Western 
Europe is a mature market, but 
there are larger growth opportuni¬ 
ties in undeveloped markets and 
those such as the United States, 
where Lucas has had a limited 
presence." 

In the Far East Lucas is making 
the most of longstanding relation¬ 
ships with Japanese brake manu¬ 
facturers. Last month the company 
announced an agreement to enable 
Lucas brake parts to be made 
locally for vehicles built in Nanjing 
and Jiangsu. 

"The big area for growth is, of

course, China, where we are look¬ 
ing for further opportunities, gen¬ 
erally working with some of our 
existing partners in the Far East," 
Mr Maciver says. 

“We take a fairly global and long¬ 


term view. We are not simply 
waiting for the recession to end. 
Some of our operations are very 
efficient but that is not universal 
and there is. in my view, un¬ 
doubtedly a performance gap not 


just with the Far East but also with 
North America in some areas.” 

To dose that gap, Lucas is 
drawing on the expertise of its Far 
East and Japanesepartners such as 
Sumitomo. Electrical. Lucas con¬ 


stantly benchmarks its operations 
against its understanding of Japa¬ 
nese best practice, and where a 
performance gap is spotted, manu¬ 
facturing processes are redesigned. 

Not only Lucas benefits from the 
determination to adopt best manu¬ 
facturing practice. The company 
has an in-house operation, Lucas 
Engineering and Systems, used 
internally but which also sells 
its expertise to outside custo¬ 
mers, to improve performance and 
productivity. 

Mr Maciver says: “The idea is 
not new, but you have to keep 
moving or the gap will grow. We 
must not only stop it growing but 
dose it” 

Speaking of Far East competi¬ 
tion, he says: “There is no mystery 
to it, they do nor have fair hands, 
they just have well-organised pro¬ 
duction. There is no reason whatso¬ 
ever why we cannot achieve the 
same thing, particularly where 
there is a favourable economic 
environment, and a free and flexi¬ 
ble labour market, such as in 
the UK" 

As for the future, he says: “This is 
a very harsh industry at the best of 
times. We are confident, yes, but 
you have got to be very wary of 
complacency. Our plan is not to 
assume any early end to the 
recession in Western Europe, and 
my view is certainly that overall we 
will not see significant improve¬ 
ments before the end of 1994.”

T he most enjoyable, odd¬ 
ball present for this, or any 
other festive season will 
leave your car ralfptj fo a 
messy wrapping of mud and slime, 
festooned with the odd piece of 
bracken. On the strength of soaring 
four-wheel-drive car sales has 
grown a holiday market offering 
adventure breaks for off-road 
drivers. 

For the motorist who has every¬ 
thing — or at least a four-wheel- 
drive car — such breaks, 
increasingly popular as gifts, are a 
chance to play seriously with their 
automotive toy. The courses pro¬ 
vide expert tuition and the opportu¬ 
nity to learn what die vehicle is 
capable of. 

If you fancy tearing along a 
privately-owned Scottish beach, 
teetering a ton and a half of off- 
roader on a giant see-saw, or, more 
usefully, learning to cope with 
inclines, trenches, -map-reading

and night-driving, such events turn 
the fantasies into reality. It is part 
of a growing trend, as four-wheel- 
drive or “recreational" vehicles 
assume greater importance in the 
weekend and holiday lives of their 
sporting, outdoor owners. Research 
by Nissan indicates that 55 per cent 
of off-road owners would use their 
vehicle for a holiday at least once a 
year, and 43 per cent of women 
would use their four-wheel-drive 
vehicle for weekend trips at least 
once a month. 

A decade ago only a handful of 
off-road centres in die UK offered 
drivers training on how best to use 
four-wheel-drive cars. Those at¬ 
tending were, for the most part, 
professionals such as foresters, 
seeking expert guidance. Now doz¬ 
ens of such centres have sprouted, 
many offering holiday-adventure 
trips here and abroad. . 

Some supply a vehicle as part of 
the package. At others, such as the

two-day Scottish Tartan Trail run 
by Brian Hartleys Club Off Road, 
that J joined, you take your own 
vehicle. 

The event, based at the 14th 
Century Duns Castle, between 
Edinburgh and Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, began early on Day One as 
Brian and his team handed out 
maps, map co-ordinates and ad¬ 
vice. An hour later the six other cars 
were nowhere in sight and my 
partner and I were dearly lost in 
our test Nissan Terrano. miles 
from where we should have been. 
Eventually we arrived at some 
spectacularly bulldozed and 
betrenched Borders farmland, 
owned by the family of off-road 
guru Ronnie Dale, and from where 
he runs his own driving schooL 


The first challenge here was to 
manoeuvre your car on to a piece of 
a giant’s Meccano set a see-saw, to 
demonstrate dutch control — by 
■ balancing car and see-saw for as 
long as possible. Experts can do 
this for minutes at a time. In my 
case it wasn’t so simple. A millisec¬ 
ond after driving my car on to the 
see-saw, it tilted and crashed down 
the other side: 

The afternoon was spent driving 
through ditches which seemed to 
put the vehide on its side, charging 
up and down deeply muddy hills, 
and showering observers with glu¬ 
tinous sprays of Scottish country- 
side. At night we found ourselves in 
a dense wood, headlights blinding 
more than illuminating, as we 
hunted down specified targets in an 


obscrvaiton-cum-driving test The 
final challenge for the day was also 
the simplest — yet die most 
daunting. 

More a test of nerve than of 
driving ability, the idea was to 
drive across a field towards two 
distant red lamps, with all the car 
lights off, the dashboard illumina¬ 
tion blacked out with masking tape, 
and expecting all the while to crash 
into a ravine. In the black of a Scot¬ 
tish night, one became aware bow 
much difference the little things — 
street lights and a tarmac surface— 
make to motoring. 

Day Two began with more map 
reading, reduced to simpleton level 
to allow for our stunning lack of 
competence, before it was back on 
to private farmland. A shallow 


stream had had its black, miry 
bottom dredged, and the results 
dumped on a nearby field for us to 
charge at and through. The tech¬ 
nique was simple: a long run-up. 
into third gear and then attack the 
stuff flat out As we were dug out by 
elbow-deep helpers it became dear 
that our technique needed honing. 

A short run north brought us to 
the white sand of St Abb's Head, 
north of Eyemouth. The views of 
the beach were breathtaking, as 
was the driving. At 30mph on a 
deserted beach, the feeling of 
freedom and speed is incompara¬ 
ble. Manoeuvring tests on file sand, 
and in between the chance to hit the 
spray, tested our handling ability. 

And for those worried about the 
environmental aspects of such 
jaunts, there is the reassurance that 
because we were driving between 
die low and high-tide marks, the 
evidence would be washed away 
within a few hours. 


Brian Hartley says: “I don’t want 
to convert everyone into off-road 
nuts. But you can have adventure 
off-road without going into jungles 
or deserts, or taking part m rally 
raids and the Camel Trophy. Off- 
roading is all about technique and 
it gives people a lot of satisfaction to 
find they can do it." 

Prices vary from EZ) a day for 
centres offering just somewhere to 
drive off-road, to £270 per person 
for one of Brian Hartley's three-day 
events in your own car. 

Club Off Road is now working on 
trips to Ireland, a Slovakia trek, 
and a Tuareg Trail event in 
Morocco, but it is not the only 
organisation offering such outlets 
to off-road drivers. Most manufac¬ 
turers of four-wheel-drive cars, 
including Land Rover and 
Vauxhall. offer one-day training 
courses at special centres around 
the country.

The service manager explained 
that he had done his best He had 
sat on the bonnet and pleaded with 
the tow-team to see reason, but to 
no avail. Now I owed £105 in pound 
fees, phis a parking ticket, not to 
mention a hefty repair bill (race the 
car was retrieved. 

The next seven hours were spent 
trying to persuade the AA to 
recover my car again — not bad 
considering that 1 had joined the 
organisation less than three weeks 
earlier — and arranging a time 
when we could both be at the 
pound.

The pound staff showed little

The car was towed away 
only minutes after the issue of the 
parking ticket (and even that was 
outrageous}. 

I know traffic wardens treat 
messages on windscreens with the 
utmost cynicism, but the one dis¬ 
played in my sorry locking Peugeot 
was on AA-headed notepaper. Is it 
likely that I would raid the offices of 
the AA to have their notepaper 
readily available for those occa¬ 
sions when I would like to park 
illegally? 

Could they not have cancelled the 
fine as soon as I made my case dear 
at the pound, rather than making 


me pay and then demanding that I 
seek the money back later, after the 
garage and AA had got round to 
writing letters supporting my 
claim. After all, the AA note was 
still stuck on the windscreen. 

Since then I have been telling 
friends my tale of woe and have 
been struck by other people's 
parking misfortunes. One woman 
told me that she returned to her car 
in central London to find the tow 
team in the middle of their work. 

After a heated discussion about 
tiie invisibility of the yellow lines 
that had made her parking unac¬ 
ceptable, she made one more plea. 
Could she remove her golden 
labrador from the back seat before 
the car was removed? 

Could she hecki She looked an in 
despair as the car was hoisted 
beyond her grasp with the family 
pet watching in terror from the 
wrong side of the rear window. 

ftrhaps I shall get some money 
back, but I fed sure that there will 
be no compensation for my ruined 
birthday and the lunch that I 
missed. If reason cannot curb the 
excesses of these firms, regulations 
should.

Gachot starts out on long road back 


B ertrand Gachot sold 
his London Sat soon 
after he was released 
from prison. He lives in Brus¬ 
sels now and happy coinci¬ 
dence has intervened so that, 
today of all days, he is about as 
far away from the English 
capital as it is possible to be. 
Three years ago exactly, at 
Hyde Park Comer, Gachot 
spun off the fast track to 
success. 

If he had dodged the 
London traffic as carefully as 
he picked his way round the 
motor racing circuits of the 
world and avoided a small 
bump with a black cab. he 
might not be in Japan today, 
still seeking the sponsorship 
he needs to clinch a drive with 
Pacific Grand Prix. one of two 
new English teams planning 
to compete in Formula One 
next season. 

In the first half of 1991, he 
established himself firmly as a 
rising star. Some even tipped 
him as a future world champi¬ 
on. He won the Le Mans 24- 
hour race, finished fifth in that 
year's Canadian grand prix 
for the new Jordan team and 
then set the fastest lap in the

Hungarian grand prix some 
weeks later. That was his last 
outing of the season. 

His court case began three 
days after the Budapest race. 
After his collision with toe taxi, 
the driver. Eric Court jumped 
out and remonstrated with 
him. Gachot a French nat¬ 
ional who is an adopted Bel¬ 
gian, said he thought he was 
about to be assaulted and 
sprayed CS gas into the face of 
the taxi driver fironra canister 
which he kept in his Alfa 
Romeo car for his girlfriend’s 
protection. 

After a three-day trial at 
Southwark Crown Court a 
jury found him guilty of 
assault, causing actual bodily 
harm and of possession of the 
canister, an offence in Britain, 
but not in France, Germany or 
Belgium. He was sentenced to 
18 months in prison and a six- 
month concurrent term for 
possession of a prohibited 


weapon. He was led away, 
gesturing helplessly and mut¬ 
tering “for nothing*’. 

Gachot was held in Brixton 
Prison and the High Court 
reinforced the severity of his 
punishment when it refused 
requests for bail so that he 
could drive in his home grand 
prix at Spa the following 
weekend. His absence led to 
the start of another brilliant 
career — his place at Jordan 
was taken by Michael 
Schumacher. 

His case became a cause 
attebre in Belgium where 
demonstrators besieged the 
British embassy in Brussels 
and political commentators 
contrasted his punishment 
with what they considered the 
leniency shown to many Brit¬ 
ish fans in the aftermath of the 
1985 Heysel Stadium disaster, 
which claimed the lives of 39 
supporters. 

He was freed two months 


later after the Court of Appeal 
reduced his sentence, but by 
then his drive with Jordan had 
disappeared and he was under 
pressure to repay a £250,000 
loan he had taken out to secure 
his position. “I am ruined." he 
said on his release. "Being in 
an English prison has cost me 
£1 mflUon." 

His money problems have 
receded but he is still playing 
catch-up with his career. He 
fought his way back into 
Formula One in 1992but had a 
largely barren year with 
Larrousse. 

Last season, he was prepar¬ 
ing for another season with 
the French team but was 
discarded before the first race 
and, as he prepared to fly to 
■die Far EasT yeStenJay, 
Gachot, 30, admitted his expe¬ 
riences had sapped his 
motivation. 

“You think you are working 
hard at something," he said, 
“you invest 100 per cent in a 
prqjecr as I did with Jordan 
and then it gets ruined by 
something that is outside your 
control. That is very 
dispiriting. It makes you won¬ 
der what is the point in trying. 


if that can happen, and wheth¬ 
er it will happen again. 

“1 just force myself not to 
think about where my career 
would have been if the whole 
thing had not occurred. I do 
not want to count out the 
number of things that it did to 
me. There is no point saying I 
would have won this race or 
fiiat race by now, or I would 
have been world champion. 

“I just have to regard h as 
though r had had an accident 
or a disease that had put me 
out of the sport for a long time. 
At the time. I felt my whole 
career was destroyed. It was 
ail so senseless. But the way it 
has turned out, I think I am a 
?ier man now than I was 
i it happened." 

Keith Wiggins, Pacific 
Grand Prut'S owner, has a 
long-standing association with 
Gachot and says he is 98 per 
cent certain be will be driving 
for the team next season. “We 
have always had a successful 
relationship. He is a resilient 
character and that helped him 
to shrug it off. He has been 
involved with new teams be¬ 
fore and without his energy 
and commitment I doubt they 


would have got off the 
ground.” 

Gachot is equally impressed 
with his new partners. "I have 
every confidence in Pacific's 
chances next season because 
they have proved themselves 
at every level," he said. 

Despite his lingering resent¬ 
ment about die affair. Gachot 
professes no bitterness to¬ 
wards the British, just disdain 
to* die legal system and a 
determination to accentuate 
the positive aspects of his 
imprisonment "It was a fan¬ 
tastic human experience.” he 
said. “On my first day in 
prison after they bad taken my 
clothes away from me, I just 
thought Vow, what have T left 
behind?* 

"There were some guys in 
there I had to be careful with. 
But there were others for 
whom life had just taken a 
wrong course, or who were 
there because of an injustice. I 
had about 10,000 letters 
of support and I learned 
that I could get back to 
where I was before, if I 
wanted to. I am bade now, 
but it took all my strength 
to do it" 


How we sailed

All hands 
on deck to grab the 
remnants in the dark. It 
takes 5 minutes to change 
sails and speed drops 
from 20 to 10 knots. That'S a 
mile we have lost to 
Dickson’s Tokio. 

1750: Halyard breaks— 
the fourteenth so far on this 

leg. One man has to shin 
up the mast in the dark to 
replace it A dangerous 
job in these seas. Still 
averaging 20 knots and 
surfing much fester. 

2000: Just covered 111 
miles—5 more than 
Dickson. Cheer goes up.

Frantic league pace 
hides lack of quality 


NEW Zealand play the kind of 
rugby that its public wants, 
although not, one would like 
to think, with the kind of 
cynicism that seemed to per¬ 
vade the last touring party. 
The New Zealand style has 
evolved over the years in its 
national team and is rein¬ 
forced among the country's 
provinces ana dubs. 

There are those who admire 
the uniformity and stability 
that stems from this and go so 
far as to suggest that rugby is 
never quite so strong in this 
country simply because there 
is not the same comprehensive 
pattern that stretches the 
length and breadth of the 
land. Looking at the way the 
English divisional teams 
played this may be something 
that is entering the scheme of 
things. But whether this is 
wise should be a matter of 
debate. 

The point is whether the 
rugby style developing in this 
country is the kind the public 
generally wants. Am I right in 
noticing a certain disquiet 
among the rugby-going 
crowd. Has a gap developed 
between what the public ex¬ 
pects and what h gets? 

The question may be 
thought redundant since it 
appears to be at odds with the 
fact that since league rugby 
began the crowds have, by 
and large, increased. If Eng¬ 
land are a very successful 
team it is what is occurring 
below this level and what 
effect it might have for the 
future, that is of concern. The 
stifling and excessive cTub 
programme, if 1 read the signs 
correctly, and the lack of 
individual vision that this 
breeds, have allowed other 
countries to steal a march on 
us in the British Isles. 

Does the tension and the 
urgency of the league contest 
divert attention from the lack 
of quality. 

There is a knife-edged ex¬ 
pectancy that makes enor¬ 
mous demands on nervous 
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energy. There is movement 
within limited parameters and 
plenty of power. Increasingly, 
these matches encourage a 
hardened competitiveness. 

Incidentally, nothing 
showed England's resolve 
more than that occasion at 
Twickenham when Rob An¬ 
drew was forced three times to 
drop our from his 22 metre 
line. Twice he kicked long into 
the AH Black half. Twice the 
Ail Blacks, who will contrive 
always to play the game 
beyond the opposition's ten 
metre line, kicked h back to 
force another drop out from 
Andrew. 

By this time, being the nice 
guy he is, he might have felt 
that he was letting the side 
down, perhaps the whole of 
England if he continued re¬ 
peating this tedious tactic. 
After alL the crowd had paid 
good money in the hope of 
better things. However, not to 
be fazed. Andrew, for the third 
time, kicked it long and ap¬ 
proximately to the same place. 
He succeeded in frustrating 
the opposition and ended up 
with a set piece in New 
Zealand's half, England were 
not going to give an inch, 
psychologically or otherwise. 

All this is to the general 
good. There is vigour, yes. 
There are thrills, too. Fitness 
levels are higher. Are skills 
nowadays superior? To what 
extent does it explore the 
players’ and the teams' poten¬ 
tial? 

Regrettably, a dub in need 
of league points does not have 
the luxmy of spending much 
time philosophising in this 
way. There are, they will 
insist, more pressing matters, 
like survival, on their minds. 


If rugby is about winning it 
is about many other things, 
too. It is also about coming to 
terms with losing. And a 
youngster wishing to take up 
the game must recognise and 
understand the requirements 
that anend both of these. 
Encouraging youngsters to 
want to take up the game is 
what rugby is, also, 'about'. A 
sport avoids this obligation at 
its peril. Using docs not deter 
them, and winning is not the 
reason why they keep on 
coming back for more. The 
fundamental reason is that 
they enjoy tbe game. 

The trend in the British 
game is to follow New Zea¬ 
land’s pattern and to 
emphasise the physical as¬ 
pects at the expense, it seems, 
of individual enterprise. Tac¬ 
tics are narrow. Australia, in 
fact, would present a better 
example to follow since they 
are not so inclined to negative 
tendencies. 

This is where the gap exists. 
If in New Zealand young 
players are happy to follow 
their country's traditions it is 
doubtful that we, with a 
different temperament and 
sets of rugby values, should be 
encouraged to follow their 
fashion. Youngsters are happy 
with a physical game, but only 
if it is balanced with plenty of 
running in spaces. This. I 
would vouch, is true of the 
wishes of spectators also. Ten¬ 
nis is not so attractive if based 

on a power save. Nor is rugby 

if based solely on muscle. The 
test for the future is whether 
the best of what is thought to 
be British, and exemplified to 
a certain extent by the Barbar¬ 
ians, can be turned to mare 
winning ways. 


Getting to grips 
with Ballesteros 


n WAS not the best of years 
for Nick Faldo and it was not 
the best of years for golf books, 
either. There was nothing to 
compare with Lome Ruben- 
stein’s cerebral offering, Links 
(Stanley Paul, £12.99) m 1991, 
and certainly nothing in golf 
to match the turbulent enthu¬ 
siasm of Stephen Jones’S book 
about rugby union. Endless 
Winter (Mainstream £14.99), 
which was deservedly named 
the sports book of the year. 

Lauren St John came closest 
with her second golf book. The 
first. Shooting at Clouds, was 
about fife on the PGA Euro¬ 
pean Tour and though it was 
dotted with mistakes, there 
was no concealing its fresh¬ 
ness. This years offering is 
about Seve Ballesteros and 
titled SEVE, The Biography 
(Partridge Press. £14.95). 

Desprte its 300-plus pages 
and pompous title, suggesting 
that hers is the only biography 
of Ballesteros that matters, 
when actually a very good one 
was written by Dudley Doust 
and published II years ago. 
the book does not get as dose 
to Ballesteros as it would if she 
had spent a significant 
amount of time with him. 

Ballesteros refused to col¬ 
laborate with St John, how¬ 
ever, although he did know 
the book was bang written 
and spoke to her on occasions 
about it; nor could he keep his 
hands off my copy when he 
saw me with it a day or so after 
its publication in the spring. 

Faced with little co-opera¬ 
tion from her subject, St John 
did what good writers and 
reporters do. She took her tape 
recorder and notebook and 
interviewed everyone she 
could find about Seve. 

Then she sat down and 
trawled through all this mate¬ 
rial and turned it into a well- 
written and thorough, if 
occasionally too gushing, 
appraisaL 

St John has a writer's eye 
and ear and a pleasing style. 
The books about Ballesteros 
that are being written at 


present are going to have be 
very good to be better than this 
(Hie. 

Almost Straight Dam the 
Middle by Chris Plumridge 
(Queen Anne Press, £12.95) is 
an anthology Df his best golf 
pieces over the past 15 years or 
so. 

Plumridge likes to portray 
himself as the oldest member, 
who votes Tory, lives in the 
Shires, reads the Daily Tele¬ 
graph, cannot stand long hair, 
believes that women have no 
place at his club — nor Scots 
and Welsh, for that matter — 
and describes golf played from 
- a cart as mechanised polo. 

He says this is all a ruse hut 
whenever I have played golf 
with him he spends a lot of 
time in the rough on the right 
Plumridge has the savn 
grace of writing well and wi 
humour. 

It is a shame that his present 
employers do not regard his 



talents with the same approval 
as his publishers. 

At his best, Plumridge is 
worthy of bring considered a 
successor to witty golfing writ¬ 
ers such as Peter Poberdner 
and the late Henry LonghursL

Pickering looking good 


KAREN Pickering oozed con¬ 
fidence last night She had just 
retained her national short-

His death in November 
last year caused panic among 
the dose-knit community of

’ level orienteering. During the 
previous 3*2 years it was 
known that seven other 
Swedish orienleers had died 
in similar circumstances. The 
country's orienteering federa¬ 
tion suspended competition 
and training for elite runners. 

As a team of doctors, micro¬ 
biologists and pathologists 
began to examine the deaths, 
the true extent of the problem 
emerged. So far, 17 sudden 
cardiac deaths have been 
i denti fied among orienleers 
between 1979 and 1992 and 
the tracing of runners contin¬ 
ues. Pathologists were able to 
recover tissues from the dead 
orienleers, as all unexplained 
deaths in Sweden are fol¬ 
lowed by forensic autopsies, 
after which tissues are saved. 
There have also been reports 
of simil ar death la among 
young orienleers in Norway 
and Russia. 

According to some doctors, 
the results of the medical 
investigations could have im¬ 
plications which stretch well 
beyond orienteering and help 
explain why apparently fit 
young men suffer sudden 
cardiac drathc during sport 
An infection which causes 
sore throats or pne um onia in 
most people may be killin g 
elite sportsmen. 
fe Orienteering is an interna¬ 
tional sport but in Sweden it 
has taken on the form of a 
national movement. Eadu. 
year around 75,000 people 
(from a population of 8 mil¬ 
lion) regularly take part in 
competitions, with around 
3,000 competing as elite run¬ 
ners. The biggest event of the 
year, the O-Ringen. attracts 
16,000 orienleers. 

Health fears have reduced 
the number of people regular¬ 
ly competing which, accord¬ 
ing to the Swedish 
orienteering federation.

Moreover, 
Karlsson had recently com¬ 
pleted a health questionnaire 
in which he said Ire had no 

signs of Alness. 


A few months earlier, 
Johansson, who also 
runs a sports medicine 
department at the Karolinska 
Institute in Stockholm, had 
asked experts at Uppsala 
University, the most presti¬ 
gious in Sweden, to help 
investigate the matter. Pa¬ 
thologists in Denmark, Swe¬ 
den and England have since 
checked the autopsy reports 
and, where possible, the tis¬ 
sue and serum samples from 
the dead orienleers. 

Speaking at a conference 
last week. Dr HSkanGnarpe, 
a clinical microbiologist re¬ 
ported that “an astonishing 
amount of the dead 
orienleers that were reexam¬ 
ined had advanced changes 
in their hearts and quite a 
number had signs of ongoing 
or old myocarditis, which is 

an inflammati on of' tile 

heart". 

In tire two most recent 
deaths where there heart was 
reexamined, and in three 
more cases where blood se¬ 
rum existed, there was evi¬ 
dence of fee presence of the 
bacterium .chlamydia pneu- 
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monkL This points to the 
- deaths being some way 
linked with the bacterium 
but as the infection is wide¬ 
spread in the. population, it 
does not explain why an 
infection which causes sore 
throats or pneumonia in oth¬ 
er people Is killing orienleers. 

Gnarpe is cautious about 
jumping to conclusions, but 
said: "What may make 
orienleers more susceptible is 
that they have come dose to 
the border of what is physi¬ 
cally possible because they 
compete and exercise on a 
level few athletes ever do." 

At Uppsala University. Dr 
Lars Wesslfin has attempted 
to track down bow an infec¬ 
tion could spread. There are 
many alternatives to check. 
The athletes spent a lot of 
time together and shared 
showers and transport Many 
of the orienleers who died, 
including Karlsson. lived or 
trained in the Dalalven re¬ 
gion north of Stockholm, 
illustrated in the map below. 
Mats Larsson and Johan 
Bjorkman, who also died last 
year, were from Skutskarand 
Arsunda respectively. The in¬ 
fection could have come from 
ticks or mosquitos in the 
forest, or perhaps be linked 
with a mystery disease which 
has killed wild moose and 
deer. 

At tbe conference last week, 
one doctor claimed that it was 
tiie sport itself that was 
dangerous. He pointed to 
experiments in the United 
States, where rats whd ran on 
treadmills and then stopped 
suddenly before starting 
again put their hearts under 
much greater stress than 
those who ran without stop¬ 
ping. This pattern, he 
daimed, was rirnflar to that 
. of orienteering. 

Johansson ridicules this 
idea. He does not believe the 
problem Is confined to Swe¬ 
den or orienteering. He be¬ 
lieves that if other sports 
started looking they may wdl 
find similar patterns. Re¬ 
searchers are now looking at 
sudden cardiac deaths 
among die entire population 
and the, health of .groups,of 
cross-country skiers and run¬ 
ners is also being monitored. 

Sweden’s elite orienleers 
have been thoroughly exam¬ 
ined and were allowed to 
start training again in May. 
They have been warned that 
at any hmt of illness they 
must stop training. In Octo¬ 
ber they recorded their best 
performance in the world 
championships in the United 
States. 

Johansson believes tins 
demonstrates that athletes 
who train too hard just 
exhaust the body. The break 
seems to have done people no 
harm. "We have now been a 
year without a death. I hope 
we have taken the correct 
measures, but we are aware 
there could be more sudden 
deaths. We don’t think it’s 
over yet,” 



International 
court to rule 
in Krabbe case

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Karlsson. the Swedish World Cup orienteer, who died in November 1992 


SOLICITORS acting on be¬ 
half of Katrin Krabbe, of 
Germany, the former world 
sprinting champion, have 
indicated to the International 
Olympic Committee that they 
will accept judgment, in her 
appeal against suspension for 
drug offences, by the Interna¬ 
tiona] Court of Sports Arbitra¬ 
tion. This is the first important 
breakthrough by the IOC in 
legal procedure aimed at 
avoiding costly civil court 
actions. 

The approach was made to 
Kaber M’Baye, the retired 
international judge from Sene¬ 
gal and farmer IOC vice- 
president, who has worked 
energetically for the creation 
of the international court. 

At yesterday’s press confer¬ 
ence here, following a three- 
day meeting of the IOC 
executive board. Juan Antonio 
Samaranch, the IOC presi¬ 
dent, stressed that Prime 
Nebiolo — the president of 
international athletics against 
whose suspension Krabbe is 
appealing — was strongly in 
favour of arbitration. Sama¬ 
ranch's comment implies that 
he may already have spoken 
to Nebiolo. who was involved 
in drafting the new indepen¬ 
dent court's constitution. 

Acceptance by Krabbe of the 
court's judgment would create 
an dement of obligation for 
Harry "Butch" Reynolds, the 
American similariy suspend¬ 
ed until earlier this year, to do 
the same, and abandon his 
litigation in the United States 
courts, where he has been 
awarded $27 million in dam¬ 
ages against the IAAF. 

Samaranch yesterday con¬ 
firmed the executive board’s 
intended course of action on 
suggestions by the Pro¬ 
gramme Commission for 
“modernising” the Olympic 
Games in 2000 — as outlined 
in The Times yesterday. 

He said that the changes 
would be less dramatic than 
had been forecast in specula¬ 
tion. "There is a long way to go 
and we need to retain a flexible 
attitude.” he said. 

Within this flexibility is the 
idea.that successive host cities, 
particularly in the Summer 
Games, should be able to 
include a sport of their choice. 
This has already happened at 
Atlanta, where women’s soft¬ 
ball will be played In 1996. 
Sydney would certainly wish 
to retain pairs volleyball — 
sand volley, as it is to be 
termed, rather than beach 
voDeyball — while an Asian 
host might wish to include 
squash. 

Samaranch also spoke of 
tiie future composition of the 
IOC needing to involve “the 
most important people in 
sporr. By this he meant 
leaders of international feder¬ 
ations and for the first time he 
used die term, ex officio. 

This. I believe, is further 
evidence that he is about to 
embark on the tortuous task of 
restructuring IOC member¬ 
ship: to shake out the static, 
silent 20 per cent who contrib¬ 


ute nothing — the Finn. Piijo 
Haggman. for instance, the 
former Olympic athlete and 
first woman member in 1981. 
has not been heard to speak in 
12 years—and to involve those 
who are involved in the day-to- 
day administration of interna¬ 
tional federations and natio¬ 
nal Olympic committees. 

Samaranch has already 
achieved the right of the 
president to nominate two ex 
officio members — in his case, 
Nebiolo from athletics and 
Olaf Poulsen from skating — 
and this principle should be 
extended. No multi-national 
corporation with a $2 billion 
budget, such as the IOC now 
is, can survive without involv¬ 
ing the key figures in its 
subsidiary divisions. 

The most radical change 
should be the reduction of IOC 
membership, first to a maxi¬ 
mum of 90 and preferably 
only one per country, but, 
more important, to a period of 
12 years—three Olympiads — 
with the possibility of re- 
election, instead of the present 
permanent election to the age 
of 75. This would enable the 
IOC to get rid of lightweights

who exploit the prestige in 
return lor little. 

Concerning a proposed visit 
to Sarajevo, Samaranch said 
that he had been obliged to 
postpone it because of the 
difficulty of access, but he 
hoped to be there during the 
Winter Games in Lilie- 
hammer in February. The 
IOC has obtained the approv¬ 
al of the United Nations for 
observation of an "Olympic 
armistice" during the Games, 
in the slim hope of assisting 
peace in former Yugoslavia- 

Asked again whether the 
IOCs involvement in such 
non-sporting affairs was part 
of a pursuit of a Nobel peace 
prize. Samaranch replied: “I 
do not qualify," but added that 
the IOC was doing what it 
could to help initiate peaceful 
solutions in an echo of the 
ancient Games. 

With some justification, 
Samaranch considers that the 
ability of the Olympic Games 
to survive terrorism and boy¬ 
cotts. and to harmonise on the 
sporting field such nations as 
Iran, Iraq and Israel, makes 
the IOC a worthy candidate 
for the peace prize.

WHERE do Norwich City go 
from here? When the bite 
noire of English football, Den¬ 
nis Bergkamp. scored the 
magnificent goal that put Nor¬ 
wich out of the Uefa Cup in 
Milan on Wednesday, the 
lesson in finishing he gave 
was one a modest dub could 
never be in the market to buy. 
It was a display of cold nerve 
from a player who. at present 
prices, would cost £10 million, 
more than the entire Norwich 
team. 

Yet it was no illusion that 
Internazionale were being 
more than gracious in victory 
when their coach, Osvaldo 
Bagnoli, said: “Norwich are 
one of die best teams to play 
here at San Sira in a decade." 

In the cold light of Thursday 
another Italian voice was add¬ 
ed in praise of the approach, 
the aggression and. most 
pleasing of all. the passing 
style of Norwich. "They made 
a beautiful game," said 
Gianni Agnelli, the owner of 
Juventus and a man who in 
his seven decades has bought 
and seen many of the world’s 
finest performers. 

Agnelli added, truthfully, 
that the problem icrr Norwich 
was in their failure to score, 
but he continued: “f liked 


especially the No 7 [Elan 
Ekoku], who had a splendid 
first half. For me he was anew 
player, a new name." 

Agnelli was not to know that 
the fading of Ekoku after half 
a game was die natural physi¬ 
cal reaction of a man who had 
not played senior footbal for 
nine weeks. But the question

Bremen leader may

David Miller recalls 
some of the finest 
achievements of a 
great captain for both 
dub and country 

S itting in his car in the 
car park at White Hart 
Lane, a week before the 
FA Cop final of 1961% it was 
difficul t to persuade Danny 
Blancfaflower to talk about 
whether Tottenham Hotspur 
could achieve the elusive 

double. He preferred, typical¬ 
ly, to discuss the gauze. With 
his going, football has lost, 
not merely an incomparable 
player, a unique captain, a 
romantic, and a humourist 
but one of the game’s few true 
intellectuals. 

“The beauty of football is 
it’s democracy.” be mused in 
the car park. “Out there on 
the pitch, there are no ties. 
You win by judgment or lack 
of it by luck, or by bad luck." 

He had. too. an even more 
predoos maxim: that football 
is not about winning, but 
about glory, for be under¬ 
stood that seemingly impossi¬ 
ble contradiction, that of 
glory in defeat. 

Emotionally, he sat at the 
feet of Peter Doherty, that 
wonderful Irish inside for¬ 
ward and later manager who 
guided Northern Ireland to 
the World Cup quarterfinals 
in 1958. “He was the great 
North Star that twinkled in 
tiie heavens, promising un¬ 
told glory, beckoning me to 
follow.” Blancfaflower 
recalled- 

If his eyes were the kind 
that makp a woman smile. 
Blancfaflower was one of the 
few footballers to have made 
men smile in mute appreci¬ 
ation. 

His mastery of a ball was 
the delight and envy of any 
boy or man who ever 
watched his naming craft, 
and tiie inspiration of bis 
colleagues. Yet be was setf- 
eBaring about bis ability. 

"I have to work it all out up 
here." he would say. tapping 
his forehead, conscious of his 
seeming slow-footedness, 
though in truth, he was as 
neat as a cat-burglar in the 
night His art of conversation 
could be consuming. A fellow 
genius, Jlmnty Mcfiroy, used 
to tell how he seldom played 
as well for Ireland as for 
Burnley because, “Danny 
keeps me up all night 
talking”. . 

If that was jest, Jimmy 
Greaves was serious. “I knew 
no one who could chip a pass 
with such precision, nor 
change the point of attack 
with suda deceptive ease,"

Greaves has said. “I owed 
him a great deal I received 
my impetus [at Tottenham] 
from Danny.” 

Reared, with Ms brother 
Jackie — a survivor of tiie 
Munich air crash — by his 
mother Selina, a shipyard 
worker who played inside 
right for Belfast Ladies, and 
studying maths and physics 
at St Andrews University 
before turning professional 
with Glentoran, he arrived at 


Tottenham via Barnsley and 
Villa; sent to the kitchen bade 
door with the Rolls chauffeur 
while coal merchant Joe 
Richards, the Barnsley chair¬ 
man. Md the deal over lunch 
with Villa at the Midland 
Hotel Derby. Signed by Ar¬ 
thur Rowe for Tottenham, he 
replaced Bill Nicholson at 
right half in 1954- 
Characteristically, he re¬ 
fused die Tottenham direc¬ 
tors’ demand to give up Ms 


column for a national news¬ 
paper; the same wilful inde¬ 
pendence which made him 
turn Ms heels an the cameras 
of This Is Your Lfa “I did it 
for personal reasons, and if I 
teO you. it’s no longer person¬ 
al”, was Ms retort to 
questioners. 

In 1958, Nicholson, now 
manager, made Mm captain. 
“He thought a lot of himself, 
and I thought a lot of him." 
Nicholson recalls. “He had 


imagination. He perceived 
what was happening, and 
provided answers - an ex¬ 
tremely able captain because 
he communicated so well." 

One of the celebrated sto¬ 
ries at Tottenham is 
Blandtflower’S studied con¬ 
tradiction of Ms manager’s 
team talk prior to the Cup 
Winners’ Cup final victory of 
1963 in Rotterdam. 

Counter-balancing Nichol¬ 
son’s severe pessimism. 
Blanchflower eased his team 
— he himself playing only 
weeks after a cartil age o pera- ( 
lion — with a stream of 
upbeat jokes. 

If the ego was enormous, 
so was the gluttony for work, 
willingness to start training 
early preseason, the hunger 
to be back from cross country 
runs. “He's in possession 
more than any two other 
players together.” Rowe used 
to say. 

The wit was equal with ball 
or words — a veritable Wilde. 

On captaincy. “Good cap¬ 
tains, like dinosaurs, are 
threatened with extinction, 
hounded into a state of 
nervous nonentity by a pack 
of masterminds who inhabit i- 
tfae higher lands of the 
grandstand.” 

On Glentoran: “Arsenal 
came to play us, they only 
beat us 4-1% so we really won, 
morally." 

On being dropped, to play 
in the reserves against 
Arsenal- “I suppose it will be 
all ticket" 

On Tottenham’s apparent 
superiority during the double 
yean “It appears that we 
appear to control, which is 
quite another matter." 

CM regularly losing heavily 
to England: “We change the 
whole team, so it looks like 
they did it against someone 
rise.” 

Where does one begin in f? 
the flood of memories of his ' 
great matches, never mind 
the brilliance of drab days? 

The victory against 
Leicester to complete the dou¬ 
ble was, in the event an anti¬ 
climax. 

My sharpest memory is of 
his masterful performance in 
the first round playoff 
against Czechoslovakia, to 
reach the World Cup quarter¬ 
final in 1958, when he was 
everywhere on the pitch, yet 
you never seemed to see him 
move. 

Some will say Ms finest 
moment had been in 1959. 
dropped just before the New 
Year, returning in March to a 
losing team, and on a filthy, 
grass less wet pitch, inspiring 
a six-goal win over Leicester 
by the sheer power of his 
intelligence. 

There have been few, if 
any, like him.

But if there is a charge to be answered 
the result could be a further ban and/or 
fine or simply a warning, depending on 
the perceived severity of the matter." 

Simon 
Barker had been sent off for aiming a 
punch at Jamie Redknapp, of Liverpool. 

Manchester City’s celebrations after 
their first win in ten Premiership games 
were tempered when Carl Griffiths, 
scorer of their goal in the H) win over 
Evert on. was carried off. 

With NiaU Qumn and Adie Mike 
already sidelined by knee injuries. City

NON-LEAGUE FOOTBALL

CONTINUED defiance was promised 
this week by the three Welsh non-league 
dubs whose refusal to join the Ronica 
League of Wales had left them in exile in 
England. 

They rejected an offer by the Football 
Association of Wales to be fitted into tiie 
Welsh football pyramid if they applied by 
the end of the year. 

Instead, Newport AFC, Colwyn Bay 
and Caemafon Town, who chose to stay 
in the English non-league pyramid, have 
asked for a meeting wim Gerhard Aigner, 
the secretary of Uefa, the European 
governing body. 

Aigner had told Joe Wilson, the 
European Member of Parliament for 
North Wales, that Uefa would consider 


allowing the three dubs to return to their 
Welsh homes without the move prejudic¬ 
ing the Konica League. 

The FA of Wales had argued that, by 
refusing to play m the Konica League, the 
dubs were jeopardising its status as a 
representative national league and en¬ 
dangering its dubs’ entry into European 
competition. 

Hie FA of Wales refused to budge from 
its position and dismissed the dubs’ plea 
for it to put their case to Uefa to be 
allowed home in the tight of Aigner’s 
words. 

Instead, the FA of Wales sent the dubs a 
letter that stated it was to “continue its 
policy that no dub based in Wales and 
affiliated to the Football Association of 
Wales or its member area associations 
shall be permitted to play within any 
league in the English pyramid with the 


exception of Cardiff, Swansea. Wrexham 
and Merthyr. 

“In the event of your dub wishing to^ 
play in Welsh football in the 1994-5“ 
season, their application must be made by 
December 31." 

At the end of last season. Barn, who 
had been playing at Worcester City's 
ground, returned to play in the Abacus 
League, and. of the three clubs, 
Caemafon, on the northwest coast of 
Gwynedd, are the one whose determ¬ 
ination has been most sapped by the loss 
of revenue from leaving its home base. 

Newport AFC, in a second exile from 
Somerton Park, have a solid core of 
support and Colwyn Bay believe that 
their future is better served in travelling 
maybe 50 relatively easy miles to Mersey- * 
side and Cheshire than hacking down w ' 
through Wales.

Cobbing takes flight in search of gold

RICHARD Cobbing always 
wanted to be a stuntman in 
the movies. Then the Olym¬ 
pics decided to award medals 
for aerial skiing. Now 
Cobbing is not fussed about 
becoming a stuntman. In¬ 
stead. he has visions of a 
career in sport; as the first 
Olympic champion of aerial 
skiing. 

Cobbing describes it as the 
sport of “controlled madness". 
He is a man well qualified to 
judge what is mad and what 
is not He used to earn bis 
living as a high diver, per¬ 
forming twists and somer¬ 
saults five times a day from an 
85ft tower into a small dol¬ 
phin pooL He is in tiie 
Guinness Book of Records for 
making 51 somersaults in a 
minute on a trampoline while 
wearing skis. He has a metal 
plate in his collarbone 
because his thirst for adven¬ 
ture on his mountain bike 
exceeded Ms skiff 

Cobbing, though, is no Ed¬ 
die Edwards-style Winter 
Olympic down. When tiie 
World. Cup aerials season 
opens here today, he wlU be 
seeking a. win. 

At tiie freestyle skiing world 
championships last winter, in 
only his second foil season 
after switching from interna¬ 
tional trampolining. Cobbing 
won an aerials silver medal It 
was Britain's first world

championship skiing medal 
for 57 years and, should 
Cobbing be true to form in 
t jflchmmm cr in February, he 
would be the first Briton to 
win an Olympic medal on 
skis. 

Plans are advanced in an¬ 
ticipation of Cobbing^ jour¬ 
ney into the national 
consciousness at tbe Winter 
Olympics. The Foundation 
for Sport and the Arts has 
promised £100.000 fora water 
ramp to be built in Britain 
next year. 

The ramp is a dry ski slope 
with a jump into water, an 
essential framing tool for the 
freestyle skier and a place to 
teach youngsters inspired by 
Cobbing. “You can reach a 
high standard just by using 
tbe water ramp" Cobbing 
said. 

Until now, frequent trips to 
Eviaa France, have beat 
necessary for Cobbing, al¬ 
though Sponsorship by Evian 
Water has helped to foot bis 
bills. “I am from a non-skiing 
background and proof you 


can succeed.” It was not untQ 
December 1989. after four 
days on the Evian water 
ramp, that Cobbing began to 
learn how to skL 

Cobb mg’s routine sends 
him shooting into tbe air, 40ft 
above the ground; before he 
lands, he twists Ms body 
through three back-somer¬ 
saults and 1,440 degrees. He 
is, by tbe standards of aerial 
skiing, a conservative per¬ 
former. MOst of Ms rivals go 
for one more twist than 
Cobbing. 

He believes the extra risk is 
not worth taking. “It is such a 
precision sport.” Cobbing, 26. 
from lightwater. Surrey, said. 
“If you touch one hand on the 
snow when you land you are 
not going to win the Olym¬ 
pics. It is finding the balance 
between difficulty and style. 
My strong point is my style in 
tbe air." Style in the air is 
worth 50 per cent of tbe 
judges’ marks, landing 30 per 
cent and takeoff 20 per cent 
Each competitor takes two 
jumps. “T want to cash in on 
my strong points," Cobbing 
added. 

“1 fen still new compared 
with the other competitors. 
Ninety-five per cent ha ve been 
skiing all their fives." From 
the age of six to 22. Cabbing’s 
first sport was trampotining. 
He was seventh in the world 
championships in Paris in 


1986 and won the World 
Games in 1989. Britain’s last 
Winter Olympic medal-win¬ 
ners were Torvill and Dean, 
in 1984. Cobbing joins Torvill 
and Dean, again, and Mark 
Tout in the bobsleigh, as 
British medal contenders for 
Lillehammer. "There is 
money to be made." Cobbing 


said, recognising what suc¬ 
cess can do. 

For a former Mgh diver 
who earned £200 a week, the 
commercial spin-off of being 
an Olympic champion will 
seem riches indeed. Enough 
to make his head spin, if it is 
possible for an aerial skier to 
suffer from dizziness.

Shaikh aims for Royal Ascot success 


THE ambition of the British 
Horseracmg Board (BHB) to 
gain control of the Tote in the 
medium term has been dis¬ 
missed by Lord Wyatt, chair- 
§> man of the pool betting 
organisation, who said yester- 

• day that any transfer of pow- 

• ers would not take place 
before the end of the decade. 

Hie BHB chairman. Lord 
Harrington, said at the 
board’s ■initial strategy for 
rating’ blueprint in London on 
Wednesday that he hopes to 
open discussions with Wyatt 
early next year. Harrington 
suggested the BHB’s chances 
of achieving control of the Tote 
Board were greater with Wy¬ 
att at the helm. Wyatt's terra of 
^ office expires in 1995. 

. But Wyatt, in dismissing 
. such rapid developments, ar- 
10 gued that the fledgling BHB 
would first have to prove itself 
capable of managing the rac¬ 
ing industry over a period of 
years. “It may be possible one 
day — if the BHB is effective— 
for it to nominate members to 
the Tote Board in consultation 
with the then-chairman of the 
Tote" he said. Hie Home 
Office currently has responsi¬ 
bility for these appointments. 

Wyatt also vrarned of the 
inherent dangers in such a 
proposal: “If you change the 
relevant act for that to happen, 
the Tote will then be in the 
private arena: it will be re¬ 
garded as a privatisation. 
Anyone will be in a position to 
bid for the Tote. We don't have 
O a monopoly. What we have is 
' an exclusive Tote licence.

apart,” he continued. “Racing 
might think they have got this 
marvellous iewel only to find it 
could crumble to ashes in their 
hands.

Tote's funds. I think the Tote is 
very well placed at the mo¬ 
ment Why on earth take on 
something that is working 
well and alter it?" 

Asked how long it might be 
before the BHB could assume 
responsibility for the Tote, 
Wyatt said, a shade longue in 
cheek: “A long time, perhaps 
around 12 years. I wont be 
around: 1 will probably be 
under die sod by then."

something about rating, but 
the national lottery is dearly a 
game of numbers in one form 
or another. It will attract an 
entirely different audience." 

The BHB and (he Tote are 
working jointly on launching 
the Superbet, in which punters 
will be asked to nominate the 
first six home in a competitive 
televised handicap every Sat¬ 
urday afternoon. Both sides 
are optimistic the Superbet 
wfll be operational within 12 
months, although its launch 
depends on between 3,000 and 
4,000 betting shops accepting 
the Tote Direct terminals 
which feed off-course bets into 
the racecourse pool. 

The reluctance of Ladbrokes 
and William Hill, the two 
largest off-course betting 
chams. to install Tote Direct 
into their 3,200 shops makes 
the provision for enough out¬ 
lets forthe Superbet that much 
more difficult But Wyatt ar¬ 
gued the success or failure of 
the project was not in the 
hands of Ladbrokes and Hills 
alone. “It need not necessarily 
involve them, although it 
would obviously be easier if 
they joined in. There are 9,000 
betting shops out there, so it 
can be done without them." 

Wyatt, long-standing chair¬ 
man of tiie Trite, was unwill¬ 
ing to discuss whether he was 
hoping to secure a further 
extension beyond 1995. How¬ 
ever he made it clear he 
intended to groom his succes¬ 
sor for the post “Before I go I 
want to make sure that some¬ 
body will do the job properly,'* 
he said.

PETER Chappie-Hyam wfll 
train four two-year-olds for 
s haikh Mohammed at 
Manton next year as Eu¬ 
rope's leading owner in¬ 
creases his efforts to achieve 
Royal Ascot gkuy. The 
Shaikh has also rewarded 
David Loder and Mark 
Johnston with increased pa¬ 
tronage following the out¬ 
standing start to their 
training careers. 

Loder sent out-46 winners 
from Sefton Lodge in his first 
season as a trainer last 
summer. He is being sent 
nine yearlings, including two 
belonging to dose Mends of 
Shaikh Mohammed, com¬ 
pared to four last year. 

Johnston, who is based in 
Middleham and took out his 
trainer’s licence six years 
ago, is receiving six yearlings 
after achieving a 100 per cent 
success rate for foe Shaikh 
last season. 

“He had one horse. Pearl 
Kite, that ran once and won 
once,” Anthony Stroud, rac¬ 
ing manager to Shaikh Mo¬ 
hammed, said yesterday. 
“He did an amazing job 
because the horse was 
crooked in front and was not 

the most taking individual 

We feel it is important to 
support the North." 

The link-up with Manton, 
owned by Robert Sangster. is 
a natural follow-on from the 
business deals involving two 
of the Turfs best known 
owners. In the aiihimn . foe 
Shaikh paid Sangster $2.6 
million for four two-year- 
olds, Balanchine. State Per¬ 
former, Shepton Mallet and 
Escarpment 

Sangster visited Dubai a 
month ago to see the new 
rating complex and came 
away impressed. “Obviously 
there is a tie-up with Balan-

chine. Robert Sangster is a 
great sportsman and also a 
friend of Shaikh Moham¬ 
med," Stroud said. 

In an interesting develop¬ 
ment the S haikh is in creas¬ 
ing his yearling allocation in 
Britain by around 40 while 
his numbers in France re¬ 
main stable. The subtle 
change reflects a policy deci¬ 
sion aimed at having more 
horses ready for Royal Ascot 
especially the valuable two- 
year-old races. 

Hie Shaikh's maroon and 
white silks have been notable 
by their absence in Royal 


Ascot’s winner's enclosure in 
recent years. Learmont win¬ 
ner of the King George V 
handicap, was his lone suc¬ 
cess at this year’s royal 
meeting, while Landowner 
was the only winner 12 
months earlier. 

“At die sales this year we 
made a conscious effort to 
buy more precocious two- 
year-old types. As a rule 
these horses have to be 
trained in England if you 
want to have a Royal Ascot 
two-year-old, and we have 
tried to get this type of 
horse." Stroud added. 


The increased yearling al¬ 
location will also benefit the 
Shaikh’s longstanding train¬ 
ers. Michael Stoute and 
Hemy Cecil the only British 
handlers to have given him 
English classic success, are 
each having their numbers 
increased following cutbacks 
last year. 

Stoute, who trained Opera

John Gosden. who came to 
En gland from the United 
States in 1988 as the Shaikh’s 
main trainer, is receiving 
around 20 per cent of the 
yearling allocation and re¬ 
mains his principal handler.

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Blanchflower believed football was for glory 


By John Goodbody 

DANNY Blanchflower. who 
captained Tottenham Hotspur 
to the double of FA Cup and 
League championship in 1960- 
I and led Northern Ireland 
during their celebrated run in 
the 1958 World Cup. died in a 
nursing home in Surrey yes¬ 
terday after suffering from 
Alzheimer's disease. He was 
67. 

He will be remembered as 
one of the most admired and 
elegant players of his era and 
his original approach to the 
game made him a significant 
figure long after he retired. 

He was only the second 


player to be elected Footballer 
of the Year on two occasions 
and won 56 caps for Northern 
Ireland. In 1963, he captained 
Tottotham when they won the 
European Cup-Winners' Cup. 
so becoming the first British 
dub to take a European 
trophy. 

Blanchflower possessed a 
rare strategic talent as a wing 
half, and also wrote a provoca¬ 
tive column for the Sunday 
Express for many years. He 
had the ability to do the 
unexpected in football and 
also in life, most notably when 
he famously declined to 
appear on the television pro¬ 
gramme This is Your Ufa, the 


first celebrity ever to do so. 

His loquacity was famous. 
His brother Jackie, also a 
Northern Ireland Internation¬ 
al. said: “Danny did not kiss 
die Blarney stone at birth—he 
swallowed it” 

Blanchflowers contempo¬ 
raries yesterday spoke of his 
style, his enterprising captain¬ 
cy and his qualities as com¬ 
panion and friend.

LAWRIE Smith and his Euro¬ 
pean crew aboard Intrum 
Justitia swept into Fremantle 
yesterday to win the longest 
and most difficult stage of the 
32,000-mile Whitbread Round 
the World Race and restore 
the British yachtsman’s reput¬ 
ation as one of the best 
skippers in the world. 

Smith and his crew took 25 
days, 14 hours. 39 minutes and 
six seconds to complete the 
7.588-mile second leg from 
Punta del Este, Uruguay, thus 
knocking one-and-a-half days 
off the record, set by the New 
Zealand yacht, Steiniager II, 
on its way to winning the 
whole race in 1989. 

Intrum. a Whitbread 60- 
class yacht and the front¬ 
runner of her class far almost 
the entire journey from Uru¬ 
guay. also broke the work! 24- 
hour record for monohulls 
during the leg. with a distance 
of 425 miles. 

Smith's reputation had suf¬ 
fered after Fortuna. the Span¬ 
ish maxi whose conversion for 
this race his team had master¬ 
minded, returned to South¬ 
ampton a week after the start 
last September, having lost 
both her rigs. 

The chance to take over the 
less than impressive Intrum 
Justitia at the end of the first 
leg, after the skipper. Roger 
Nilson, was forced to retire 
with a knee injury, was too 
good an opportunity to miss.

Despite beating Chris 
Dickson’s Tokio into Freman¬ 
tle by two hours and moving 
up from fifth to second in the 
overall standings, the Intrum 
crew had a tough time. “It was 
awfuL So wet So cold,” Rick 
Tomlinson, a Whitbread vet¬ 
eran, said. 

Smith, only half-jokingty. 
agreed: “Yes, these boats need 
another 6ft of freeboard. I’ve 
never sailed such wet boats. 
Not only was the water flying 
across the deck with die force 
of a fire hydrant but it was 
pouring down below, filling 
the bilge and wetting every¬ 
thing below decks.” 

Yamaha, the third-placed 60 
footer, finished six hours be¬ 
hind Intrum Justitia but still 
beat Pierre Fehlmarm's first- 
placed maxi. Merit Cup. She 
crossed the line six and a half 
hours behind the leading 60- 
footer. “We have a big prob¬ 
lem with speed,” Fehlmann 
said after beating Grant Dal¬ 
ton’s disabled maxi. New Zea¬ 
land Endeavour, by only an 
hour. “This boat simply 
doesn’t surf like my old boats,” 
he said. 

Another to report trouble 
was Javier de la Gandara after 
his Spanish 60. Galicia 93. 
limped in to take fourth place 
in the class. 

One crew which hopes to 
make the most out of adversity 
is Brad Butterworth’s Ameri¬ 
can team on Winston. It lost 
the best pan of a day turning 
back to help the Brooksfield 
crew when it sent out an 
emergency signal two weeks 
ago. but has since recov¬ 
ered all it lost on the 
leaders.

in their own cricket Sunday 

r ies are to revert from 50 to 
overs a side next season 
and qualifying groups in the 
Benson and Hedges Cup will 
return in 1995. 

Members of the 1992 work¬ 
ing party, which had sought 
widespread views before suc¬ 
cessfully proposing the re¬ 
structuring of the game, may 
justifiably weep. Two of their 
primary decisions, token for 
the good of English standards, 
have been reversed after only 
12 months and. if the Sunday 
league revision cones with the 
approval of players and spec¬ 
tators, that of the Benson and 
Hedges Cup change is bewil¬ 
dering. 


A proposal by Kent was 
passed after what Alan Smith, 
the board’s chief executive, 
described as “a pretty dose 
vote”. So the 1995 fixture list 
will once more be led off by a 
series of soulless limited overs 
games at the expense of first- 
class cricket 

As for Sunday, the players 
believed it was unfair to stage 
such games during four-day 
championship fixtures. At 
least bowling run-ups will 
remain unrestricted. 

The legacy of the Dexter 
regime will take longer to 
restructure. As expected, the 
counties felt that team selec¬ 
tion should be a separate 
entity with a chairman re¬ 


sponsible for leading his com¬ 
mittee’s strategies, rather than 
delegating, as Dexter pre¬ 
ferred to do. 

A working party now been 
created to come up with a 
chairman before the next 
board meeting, in March. 

The issue of payment, which 
Dexter drew as recompense 
for giving up his journalistic 
work, will be deeded once a 
new man is appointed. Mike 
Smith, who is to manage the 
England tour of the West 
Indies this winter, remains a 
candidate. The selection com¬ 
mittee will be completed by 
Keith Fletcher, die team man¬ 
ager, two elected selectors and 
the captain.
